l.When did Arresting Officers gat their first f ull line— up? 

In the late summer of 88 we added one of our close mates Bob to play- 
additional guitar, two guitars really made the Arresting Oi sound we 
were looking for, before this we were a four piece band. 


2. What is the present line-up? 

The present line-up is: (as on photo , left-right ) Bill-Bass, Paul-Vocal s 
Ron-Guitar,Brian-Drums and Bob-Guitar. 


3. What were the reasons for forming the band? 

We got together because we were fed-up with all the flag burning 
hippie punk and hardcore music in the local (Philly) scene.lt was 
time for the first Philly skinhead band to form and play Oi Oi music 
backed with our nationalist views. 


4.1s this the first band for all A. Os members? 

Bill and Bob are the only ones in the band who played with other 
groups before joining A. Os. 

3. What sort of things do you sing about? 

Some of the song topics are the crime of illegal immigrants invading 
the U.S. A. called "The Evil Has Landed” .The decline of our city from 
minority crime and drug gangs called "Palling To Bits". Our hate for 
marxist scum in Nicaragua and their destruction called "Get The Reds 
Out". Our pro-capital punishment view called "Deserve To Die". Our pro 
nuclear defence view called "Disarm. .Never" .We also have some fun 
songs, but not silly ones like "Disorderly Conduct" which is about 
getting drunk down the town and getting arrested. "Little Terrors" is 
about growing up as a kid in the grade school years in America. 

6. Do the band have any political interests, if so tell us about a 
few? 

Well ,we have many nationalist views like the future of our white 
race , anti-immigration , anti-communist , anti-homosexuality , anti-liberal 
pro-defence, pro-America(of course) pro-capital punishment etc. We are 
fighting all the corruption in our land that oppresses the white 
people who built and fought for this great country especially those 
who gave their lives for their nations survival. 

7. What sort of things have influenced the band? 

As for issues they are the ones in the answer for question six. . 
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Musically they would be skinhead rock and roll..Oi music with bands 
like Skrewdriver, Cock Sparrer, Brutal Attack, Bohse Onkelz,Skullhead, 
Evil Skins, Last Resort , Cockney Rejects, Blitz, Combat 84 etc. 

5. How many gigs have you done? Which one was the best? 


Te have only done about 6 or 7. The best was our second gig we played 
with another U.S. skin band The Uprise(R.I.P) in Allentown when we 
got pissed on beer, we played a long and enjoyable set. 

9. Have you got any -plans to come and play in England? 


:es we would love to come to England to gig, but all this takes time 
and money which we don't have. Maybe some day we hope. 

10. What are your plans for the future? 

First to finish recording for our second L.P and to never surrender 
our cause. We are determined to keep playing our nationalist music 
and voice our views. 

11. What has been the best moment in the bands career so far? 


The best moment is the tie between the signing with Rock-O-Rama and 
the receiving of our debut L.P in the post. 

12. What is life like for skinheads in the U.S. A.? 


Life for the pro-white skinhead in America is getting tougher because 
of the jew and black power media doing bits on us in the papers and 
t.v, always putting us down. But we are growing stronger and many of 
the white youth are awakening to the glories of nationalism. In our 
city we are hated by many and proud of it. Non whites are the majority 
in Philly and our enemies are the black and hispanic drug and crime 
gangs , immigrants, communist filth, militant jews etc. But for us its 
'Win Or Die' in the true America sence. 

13. Who would you most like to see hung? 


People in particular are Gadaffi of Libya (Hanoi), Jane Ponda and 
Geraldo Rivera (A.K.A. Jimmy Rivers Ha Ha Ha you bastard) and in 
general it would be homosexuals , child molesters, rapists, commies, 
drug users and pushers, terrorists. .. .There are to many to mention.

thanks for the interest in Arresting officers and for the interview, 
and to all our skinhead brothers in England. Look out for our L.P

The next band to feature are one 
of the fairly new bands on the 
scene, they are Squadron a 4 piece 
from London. That s all that we can 
say realy, except thanks Jim for 
completing the interview, and read 
on folks. 

l.When did Squadron first form. 

f ive a brief history to date? 

quadron first formed in 85, but 
split up due to lack of dedication 
in the same year. The band reformed 

in Oct 87 with new members Jon on i 

vocals and Jim on guitars , teaming 

up with Shok on bass and Rob on drums from the 85 line-up, but due to 
a disagreement in the band Shok replaced Jon on vocals and Brad was 
brought in on bass. This line-up played two gigs in 88. The band then 
lost our studio due to a political disagreement and after two months 
we have now found another studio and we're busy practicing. Shok has 
now left Squadron to further his career as a football hooligan and 
has been replaced by Lenny on vocels,a former member of our security. 

2. How did the name Squadron come about? 

The name Squadron was picked out of a dictionary with a pin after a 
couple of stabs in 85. 

3. Who has influenced the band musically and lyrically? 

Squadron have been influenced by a lot of different bands (e.g.) 
Skrewdriver .Brutal Attack, Sudden Impact, Ro Remorse, 4-Skins, The Last 
Resort, Ovaltinees, The Strike, Rose Tattoo, Motorhead, Guns N Roses to 
name but a few. 


4. What sort of things do you sing about? 

'^Behind The White Mask" , is dedicated to the race mixers hiding 
behind a white mask, and how they'll pay when the race war comes. 
"Actions Speak Louder Than Words" , is about a big mouth who ran off 
and left his mates to get a hiding (and not just once) but was dealt 
with in the end. 

"R. I .P . " . is to show that we dont believe the Jewish lies told about 
Adolf Hitler and how his spirit will never die. 

5. How many gigs have you played? Which was the best? 

Portsmouth was our first gig in May 88 with Skrewdriver, Brutal 
Attack and Sudden Impact headlining it. It was a good gig-but we 
should've played better! In July 88 we supported Condemned 84 (who 
didn't get a chance to play) in County Durham and were well appreci- 
ated until a big fight broke out and the gig got smashed up. But it 
was probably the best we've played so far. 

6. Any plans to play live in the near future? 

We haven't gigged for a while due to Lenny still learning the ropes 
but we're ready now-so watch out reds-'.'.! 

7. Have you any merchandise or any planned? 

We have a t-shirt available from Cutdown and we're planning more 
merchandise for the future.

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I arrived at the redirection point which was Yates Wine Lodge with 
the Hartlepool skins at around 1:30. We were going to meet English 
Rose but at this time they hadn't arrived yet so we all got a round 
in. At about 2: 30, English Rose arrived with quite a few more skins 
and some very good looking skingirls.They all piled to the bar and 
got the drinks in. Colin Todd (gig organiser) discussed the venue 
with them and after half an hour or so they were away. At about 300 
Violent Storm arrived, Colin Todd wasn't back so they all got some 
bevvies in. I stood talking to Clarkey and Billy (trying to sell them 
a copy of Unity), and also anyone else who was stood about. Colin 
arrived soon afterwards and whisked Violent Storm away with the maj- 
ority of the skins who were already at YWL.More and more people arr- 
ived, by 6:00 there was about 40-50 in YWL and there was a good atm- 
osphere. Colin gave me the venue address and so we all moved off. 
There was a service bus outside which we could catch coz the venue 
was a fair distance away. Everyone jumped on, there was about 5 people 
who paid. A short ride of 10 minutes or so and we were there. We got 
off and marched down the street, it was a short walk from the bus 
stop. We got to the venue and piled in, inside were about 50-60 skins/ 
nationalists already. A tape of Condemned 84 was on, lots was happeni- 
ng and there was a good merchandise stall at the back, it had loads 
of good stuff on it. Condemned 84 was played for half an hour or so 
then changed to No Remorse, these were on for 10 minutes or so when 
English Rose took to the stage.lt was about 8pm or so and the gig 
was about to start. I was looking forward to seeing English Rose coz 
i'd heard loads about them, they opened up with a powerful number 
which was called 'Proud Nationalist Warrior', it was brilliant .They 
sounded well rehearsed and very prof essional .1 didn't catch what 
most of the songs were called but they came on to sing 'Wonderful 
World' by the 4-Skins which was brilliant and about 25 people were 
up on the dance floor. Soon they came on to a track called 'Take Ven- 
geance' which was dedicated to the old bill in their area. There was 
a couple of others and then there was 'Ulster Awake' which was a 
very powerful number with a good sound to it. They finished off with 
another 4-Skins number which was 'Chaos', they were brilliant .They 
played an encore which was another chance to hear 'Ulster Awake' . 
Although it was English Rose's debut gig, they were very good and i 
think they'll be around for a long time to come yet. 

It wasn't long afterwards that Violent Storm took the stage. I 
had been looking forward to seeing these again, they opened up strai- 
ght away with Violent Storm, a very powerful number which filled the 
floor straight away. After this they continued onwards with No Cause, 
and then Mad World. Two great numbers. Next was my favourite of all 
Violent Storms material .. .Combat the Nation. This song was excellent- 
ly performed with the croud singing Combat the Nation with the mike 
on every chorus. Halfway thru the song 3 of the Leicestershire boys 
fell over on theirs backs but carried on punching the white power 
fist in the air shouting Combat the Nation. A great laugh. Next came 
one of Violent Storms most prominant numbers, Land Of My Fathers. This 
gets better every time they perform it. Next came two of Violent Sto- 
rms best numbers, Hands off Ulster and Stand or Hide. Both were very 
good indeed. After this was Celtic Warrior which is soon to be relea- 
sed on a split 7" single, listening to it, its easy to see why. It was 
their last number but they were called upon to do an encore which 
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track Skullhead as a full line-up sang was No one Cares. Kev said we 
will start as we mean to go on and away they went, the floor filled 
instantly . The next couple of songs were White Warriors which is eve- 
ryones favourite and We dont Trust , dedicated to the politicians. Next 
was Skullheads anthem. . .Murdered By Scum. This was dedicated to the 
memory of Peter Mathewson who was murdered by immigrants who killed 
him in a racial attack. Kev went on to say this is our song, we don't 
forget our dead, our dead don't die. He was born a skin, he died a skin 
murdered by scum. The reception to it was enormous and almost every 
inch of the dance floor was covered. Next was the blitz classic Some- 
ones gonna Die. This was closely followed by What you gonna Do. Just 
as the song was starting a fight broke out. There was fighting for 
about a minute or so and the security were in among it and soon cal- 
med down. Those who had been fighting stopped and everyone made frie- 
nds. Right after this was Unity which is what we're aiming for inste- 
ad of battling with each other. This went down well, and the next song 
did aswell,it was the Skrewdriver song White Power. This must have 
had the most up so far, there was skins and skin girls dancing away 
and generally having a good time. A few of the songs that followed 
were Look Ahead and Last Chance both were brilliant. . .Last Chance 
being my favourite. Then came Support white noise and finally to 
round of a good show there was Chaos. And it most certainly was chaos 
with loads of people on the stage singing and tonnes of dancing. 
Skullhead played an encore which consisted of White Warrior. A fitti- 
ng end to a great performance. Thanks to Skullhead, Violent Storm and 
English Rose for a brilliant show. Also cheers to Colin Todd,Gav,Mof f 
Feather, Adam, Tongy, anyone from Wales who was there, the Leicestershi- 
re skins and skin girls, the Boro crew and anyone else i should have 
mentioned. . .not forgetting the Spennymore lads.

INTERVIEW 



The last band to feature in this issue are another band from across 
the water, they are The Allegiance from Columbia U.S.A. 



1. When did The Allegiance get their first full line up? 

Well, the band originally formed back in early 1986, as a crossover oi 
hardcore-type band. The old line-up had 5 members and a constant 
conflict of ideals and beliefs. That line-up called it quits in March 
of 88. A few weeks later, the band was reformed as a 3-piece oi band. 

2. What is the present line up? 

Brian Carlson on Bass, Joe Gerlitzki on Drums and Dave Stallings on 
Guitar and Vocals. We were thinking of adding a second guitarist, but 
decided not to. We' re quite happy with our sound and see no need to 
change it. 

3. What were the reasons for forming the band? 

I really can not answer that as i was not a member of the original 
line-up. The reason the band re-formed was to play great skinhead 
music, have fun and hopefully, to relate our views and ideals to 
people. We dont preach or use our music as a tool to force our views 
on people. Simply we say here is how we feel... like it or not! 

4.1s this the first band for all the members? 

No. I played in a band called Warriors Pride, but i left as the other 
members started getting into drugs. Dave and Brian were also in a few 
other street punk-type bands, but that was a long time ago. 

5. What sort of things do you sing about? 

We sing about a lot of different subjects like: social issues, pride , 
nationalism, beer, the skinhead way of life in America and our hate 
for the liberals and communists. Some of our newer songs are: 

"America For Sale” .this is about how the U.S. is slowly being bought 
up by foreign big business and our tax dollars are really nothing 
more than welfare for the politicians. 

"Under My Skin" . is a song all about tattoos. 

"Power and Glory" .tells the story of our utter hate for the red scum 
communist rodents in this country. 

" Rise Above” . is another song dealing with corporate America. 

It Won* t Work” . is about how total unity in our society will never 
work. Racial unity, etc. just will never work. And this song is our 
feelings on those who think it will. 

6. Do you have any political interests? 

'We are not over-political, but it is impossible to be a nationalist 
and not have an interest in politics. Our political views are well 
stated in our songs. 

7 . What sort of things have influenced the band? 
ell, our lyrics are influenced by things we see and hear around us 

in everyday life. Of course our pride in our nation, race and being 
skinheads is quite influencial.Our musical influences come from what 
we listen to and our own original ideas. 

8 . How many gigs have you done? Which was the best? 

e used to get a fair amount of gigs, but the past year has been very 
hard for us and skinhead bands in general. Cep t in the state of 
Georgia,! understand they have a good amount of gigs weekly in 
Atlanta. Our best gig to date was on halloween night at the conestoga 
pines barn in Lancaster, PA. We went over a storm and won the respect 
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of the mugs who thought we couldn't play 'cos we was skinheads! I 
hope our future gigs go as well as that one did. 

9. Have you any plans to come and play in England? 

The idea is on the drawing board, but nothing is concrete .We' 11 
probably wait until a year after our LP. is released before we 
actually get down to making arrangements to play in England. We' 11 be 
quite excited if we play England, its kinda a goal for us to reach 
for. 

10. What are your plans for the future? 

We are currently negotiating a contract with Herbert of Rock-O-Rama 
Records. If all goes well, our debut release will be a 7-track mini- 
album. Herbert really liked our "Is This Justice...?" demo, so he 
wants to press it! We're using a different cover for the record and 
the tracks have been re-mixed. We also have 2 songs on the Oil core 
records compilation album called "The Spirit Of Oi! . .American Style" 
That album will be available on Rock-0-Rama Records in Europe and 
Oil core Records in the states. 

11. What is life like for skinheads in your part of the U.S.A.? 

w don* t have any serious problems with police. But when we are out- 
numbered, we get attacked by mobs of blacks, commies and other such 
trash. I'm sure there is not much difference between U.S. skinheads 
and European skinheads. 

12. Who would you most like to see hang? 

timm,i've never been asked this question before. There are alot of 
people i'd like to see dangling from the end of a rope. I'd really 
like to see that hypocritical , white trash hero Morton Downey, Jr. 
hang! He hosts this lame talk show and he is real anti-skinhead. 
Basically, rapists, murderers, filthy child molesters, muggers, women who 
abort their babies, etc should all hang. Check out the NPs views on 
dealing with these sort of low-lifes. .. they' ve got the right idea. 
Eye for an eye - the punishment should suit the crime!

"After four months Peggior Amico return to play a 
gig. This is a very important gig as it is the first 
Peggior Amico gig in the capital and it is a gig 
against zionist american war for oil.

There was a crowd of about 200 people at the gig. 
Peggior Amico started their set at about 9 
o'clock. After "Freiheit" (instrumental) ,Caio, the 
singer stepped on to the stage and sang "Ragazzi in 
Nero" (Kids in Black) followed by "Lavoro & Dignita" 
(Work & Digni ty ) , "Giustiza sociale" (Social 

Justice), "Le Strade sono Nostre" (The streets are 
ours),"Stato & Nazione" (State & Nation) and many 
other of their songs including many from their LP. 
Then they played the tracks of the singles which 
created great enthusiasm in the audience and got 
many people up and dancing . "Brest 88" ,Colpevole di 
es Sere Bianco" (Guilty of being white) , "Nuova 
Europa" (New Europe) , "Tricolore Skinhead". At the end 
in one great chorus the band played "Rivolta" (Riot ) 
which is a cover version originally done by Plastic 
Surgery (an great old Italian band).

n! Kevs voice, well its all changed now, you can hear every word he says but you haven't 
lost the familiar sound of his voice, the fact that you can hear him more clearly has got 
more to do with the mixing desk,Kev voice is still the same. 

All but one of the songs are Skull heads, there is onle cover version on the IP, its "Silver 
Machine" (hawkwind) and to be honest 1 think that its better than the original, 
humour has it that Martin actually helped out with guitar on a couple of the songs. (Martin 
(’loss ex- Brutal Attack) 

There is no doubt that if Skullhead were allowed to be entered into the UK independent 
charts that this Lp will easily enter the top 10. 

I'm sure that it would appeal to non skinheads as well as Skinheads. 

My favourite songs off the LP are "fighting for Victory" , "Silver machine" , Rock n Roll 
Resistance", and "To Absent Friends" but Lhay are all excellent . (except 1!)

BOISTEROUS - 01 01 Havin' a Laugh r This is the only track on the Last Chance tape that is 
at all available in ant form, it was recorded early 1991 and is on their BOOT BAIRNS Demo tape. 
VIOLENT STORM - Stand or Hide - is previously un-released and was recorded in Nov 1988. 
SKULLHEAD - Green and Pleasant Land - this song was recorded at the same time as their debut 
LP White Warriors back in Nov 1986, it is previously un-released and they have no intention of 
recording another version. 

GRADE ONE - Freak - this song was kindly recorded especially for Last Chance fanzine.it was 
recorded at the same time as their debut single "Hail the New Land". It was recorded in 
Cambridge in Jan 1991. And will not be available on any thing other than this tape.

INTERVIEW 



Thats a funny name for a band! I hear you cry. 

Well I suppose that it is if you're not 
Yugoslavian! 

Yes, Ri tarn Nereda are from war-torn Yugoslavia , and 
in their language Ritam Nereda means "Rhythm of 
the Disorder." 

Anyway they are big news in Yugoslavia at the 
moment and have some forthcoming vinyl offerings 
which I have heard, it ain't bad at all 

either. Anyway I must give the band a chance to say 

a few lines for themselves (for once!) 

Oh yeah, just to prove that I am a competent 
interviewer , I did ask them questions about the 
Serbian/Croat ion problem, but they just never 
answered that particular question. 

LC Can you give us a brief history of the band ? 

RN We formed in 1986, but we actually getting more serious in 1989. Many members of the bands 
have changed now there are Cheta -bass, P.J-drums,Barbun-gui tars and Boban-vocals . 

We have issued a lot of sampler tapes, we have had 2 TV spots (video clips), we were on top of 

some local radio stations. We are presently recording material for an EP (8 songs )which should 

be out very soon. 

LC How would you describe your music ? ( 

RN As our name suggests "Rhythm of the disorder" this suits our music. Ritam Nereda marks a 
great part of Novi Sad Town youth who listen to us. 

LC what sort of subjects do you sing about ? 

RN Our music is street Oi, street and street bred. We have our own opinion of street Oi. 

We have recorded a demo tape and sold 200-300 in a very short time. We pay attention to texts 
and they are about usual life, problems, families. 

LC Have you played many gigs ? 

RN We have played many concerts with between 2000-5000 people. Some people regard us as a 
problem band because our gigs are always interrupted, the last gig we played 28 people were 
taken to hospital because they were injured. That is the main reason why we don’t get as many 
gigs as we would like. In recent times there was many gigs in Novi Sad (our home town), but now 
nothing. Our road crew never makes a fight without reason but there is a lot of people who 
can’t behave themselves. 

LC Are Ritam Nereda a political band ? 

RN we are all very interested in politics but the band itself is not political .We don t want 
politics in our music because there are many more important things more important in life, our 
usual life. 

LC What is the skinhead scene it your country like ? ... 

RN In Yugoslavia there are many skinheads, but the skin scene is the best in Serbia. In Novi 

Sad there are a lot of skins, more than anywhere else. Skins here are mostly right wing 
orientated, they go to football matches , concerts, many of the m are members of right wing 

political parties, there are separated gangs, but when there is any trouble they all unite.

LC have Ritam Nereda got any vinyl offerings ? . 

RN No, not yet, but we have recorded material for an EP,and we have a contract for an LP.It is 
difficult in our country because the people in the recording studios do not understand our 

music and they lie to us. , ....... 

We would prefer to record for someone else like Rock 0 Rama or Rebelles Europeens.We would 
even translate our text into English if it is needed. Here in Serbia there is no private 
recording studios, they are all in the states hands, maybe in a year or two it will be easier 
but that will be too late. 

i£ Is there any SHARP presence in your country ? 

RN SHARP does not exist here and 100% of the youth are against communism and everything that 
is related to it. We have lived under them for 50 years but it brought us nothing but 
debts, poverty. We hate the a lot. 




LC What are your ambitions with 
the band ? 

RN We would like to play all 
around Europe. We have some good 
deals , but nothing. We only want 
a ticket for 

transportation, good P.A and a 
lot of beer. 

LC How do you interpret the 
British skinhead scene ? 

RN We heard about and liked the 
skin scene of England for many 
years. You have the best 
scene , ba nd s , who 1 o nu )vemen t . I 
know a lot about the UK 
skins, Hank Hoi l da ys , football 
fans and in my opinion the 
English man are ths best and 
the strongest. 

LC Are all of tin* band members 
skinheads ? 


RN Boban used to be a skinhead in his youth, and Uarbun is a great Oi fan, but Cheta and P.J 
are typical skinheads. 


LC What are your immediate plans ? 

RNWe have many plans. First we want to issue a record and then a trip around Europe. We want 
to show that we are a good skinhead Oi band. 


LC Have you any last messages for Last Chance readers ? 

RN Greetings to you and all readers, from Serbia from Ritam Nereda.Wo will never die! 
SKINHEAD REGARDS.

Hello and welcome to The Story So Far again, it seems to come around quicker each time, or is 
it perhaps that I've just done more things in between this time. 

Any way as always there is quite a lot to report on so I may as well get on with it. 

BLACK LION DOUBTS 

Yes the now semi famous skinhead venue the Black Lion in Northamptons future seems to be in 
the balance as far as skinhead gigs are concerned.lt all happened at the recent No Remorse gig. 
Basically what happened was a couple of skinheads at the gig went into town centre for a 
burger or something, but they got jumped by about 8 blokes who proceeded to beat them 
senselessly with baseball bats. Anyway these 8 men (who happened to be black! ) disappeared 
when a few more skinheads happened to be passing by. Anyway when the news got to the gig 
understandably tempers flared and a lot of skinheads went out for revenge, which they got in 
one way or another, but nowhere near as effective as the "men" who attacked the 
skinheads .Between the 2 skinheads, they had 40 stitches in the head. 

I must now add that on this particular occasion the police were brilliant and they handled 
the whole situation really well , allowing the gig to go on and even granting the Black Lion a 
bar extension till midnight. 

Other than that the gig itself was a great success .Anyway , meetings have been held between 
the police and the Black Lion and the police have asked if the gigs can be cancelled 
there. We, at this moment in time do not know if it is a permanent arrangement .But I suppose 
if we read into the situation, it looks as if we have seen the last days of skinhead gigs at 
the Black Lion. But you never know 

NO, WE ARE NOT FEMINIST! ! ! ! 

I have been asked by a couple of people who are involved in some of the Aryan Womens 
movements that exist.lt seems that there is a lot of people who have the total wrong idea 
about these organisations. 

They are not feminists, they are not into sexual equality, they do not believe that the only 
difference between male and female is the genitalia, they are not hairy armpitted hippies who 
camp out outside nuclear bases etc. 

They are White women, who are proud of that fact and want to share their ideas etc with other 
likeminded women.

Before Skrewdriver got on 
stage in Stockholm 


In Sweden the skinhead ideas first appeared back in 1979 in our capital city, Stockholm, 
the first skinheads used to meet in a rock club called "Underground" which was in the heart 
of Stockholm, but that soon closed so they all moved on to another place which is still to 
this day the meeting place for skinheads, the "Shopter Plate". Its just beside the subway 
station in Gamla Stan (Old town) . 

in the beginning there was a lot of fights between skins and mods, punks and aliens, that then 
resulted in a split of the town, the part of the town in which the skinheads stayed in the old 
town. 

But there is skinheads in other parts of Sweden as well as Stockholm, there are skins in 
Gutenburg,Malmo,Sodertalje and most of the bigger towns in Sweden. 

All of the skinheads in Sweden love football and Ice Hockey, but there isn't really a special 
team that all of the skinheads support, it normally depends where they come from. 

There are a few famous bands, 1 ike, Dirlewanger, Division S, Ultima Thule, and Vit Aggression. 
Dirlewanger have made 2 LPs and an EP, Division S and Ultima Thule have also got records out 
too. I think that the biggest band in Sweden is probably Dirlewanger. 

Most of the Swedish skins are either Nationalist or National socialist, we do not have 

Redskins , there used to be ib Gutenburg ,but they do not exist anymore. 

Gig are not that common in Sweden, tha latest big gig was in December 1990 with Division 
S, Agent Bulldog and Vit Aggression. 

There has also been some 

~ Sweden , Skrewdr iver , 

Skullhead, Indecent 

Exposure and Condemned 84 
have all played here. There 
are not many zines in 
Sweden, but the main one 
now is a fairly new one 
called Storm, which is 
properly printed on glossy 
paper, its more like a 
magazine than a fanzine. 
There are 15-20 

Nationalist/N.S 
organisations here too. 

In the summer the main 
meeting place for

area in Stockholm, because it is hell for a 
skinhead to get into a pub, you van walk 
around for hours to find a pub that will 
let you in. 

Every year at the 30 th November we 
celebrate for our greatest king, King Karl 
XII, there are always marches for his memory 
in Lund in the south of Sweden and in 
Stockholm, and sometimes you get skins from 
other countries coming to theses marches. 

If you have thought to travel to other 
countries to meet skins, pay a visit to 
Sweden, I'm sure that you will like it, and 
you'll get a great welcome.

LC Battle Zone have had a lot of line up changes since the last interview back in issue 4, can 
you tell us a bit about this ? 

BZ Well, I think that at the time of the last interview we were totally without a 
drummer , anyway since then we have had about four or five different members (all 
drummers ), first of all we had Trev who recorded the second single "Right to March" with us, he 
also did a few gigs and then he decided to leave as it wasn't really his scene, after a few 
total assholes on drums we got Richard who stayed in the band for about 8 months he played 
several gigs with us and recorded the LP "Nowhere to Hide" , shortly after this we decided to 
sack him, because although he was an excellent drummer he was a total wanker with it. None of 
the band could get on with him so out he went, we found Jim who is our present and permanent 
drummer, we met him by pure chance at a scooter rally this year, although he lives in 
Northampton, he has managed to turn up to every rehearsal and has become a good friend to all 
of us, he has also played at a lot of gigs with the band. 


LC Battle Zone have been very active on the gig circuit , where have you played and which gigs 
were most memorable? 


BZ Yes, we've played a lot of gigs in the last eighteen months, I think that the total is in 
the region of 25. When we were first interviewed by Last Chance we had'nt even played a gig. 

We have played with many bands in many different towns, Glasgow, Cardiff, Birmingham, Milton 
Keynes, Bed ford, Plymouth, Newmarket , Midhurst, Newcastle, loads of places!, we have also played a 
couple of gigs in France both of them in Lyon, which were really good, albeit tiring. 

I suppose that the best gigs were the two in France, Glasgow and the gigs that we have played 

in Plymouth, but all of the gigs were good in their own way and we always have a laugh 

travelling to them in the van. 

LC What are the bands immediate plans? 

BZ Well to be quite honest we have got a lot on our plate at the moment, we are trying to 
write new songs and we will be recording a couple of those for volume one of the Last Chance 

compilation LP,we are still on the gig circuit and have got a few in the pipeline including a 

couple in London, Ply mouth and even Spain and Hungary. 

Then i suppose that it will be down to the work of getting our second LP out which we will 
not be rushing, I think that you won’t see the new LP until mid 1992 at the earliest. 

LC Have you ant new merchandise available ? 

BZ We have actually got a little mail order catalogue for Battle Zone merchandise, we have got 
about 8 different T-shirt designs, 2 singles, an L,P,so if any body would like a catalogue sent 
to them just write to the normal Battle Zone address. (Ed. there is actually an advert of 
their merchandise list on another page within this issue) 

LC What has been the reaction to your singles, and more recently your LP ? 

BZ Its difficult to say exactly what everybody thinks of our music because its impossible to 
speak to every one about it, but judging from the reaction we get from gigs and what some 
people say to us, the reaction has been very good. 

We particularly notice a better reception at gigs now that out LP is out and established 
because a lot more people know our songs now, Right to March although the recording of the 
single is not too good due to our in-experience, is always a very popular song at our gigs and 
i think that it has probably overtaken our first single Way of Death, I think that our anthem 
song now is Right to March. 

But on saying all of that, I must say that the new material that is in the pipeline is really 
good to, so I think our next LP will perhaps be even better. 

1C Have the band changed direction either politically or musically? 

BZ As far as politics are concerned , not really, we do not class ourselves as a "political" 
band because we do not actually sing about "politics" , we do not sing about 
manifestos, elections, or "politics" , but what we do sing about is our view of life, now if that 
means that we sing about inmigrants, drugs, gays etc. we do! But we also sing about less 
important things like just being a skinhead, or having a laugh and things like that. 

I suppose that we could be labelled a racist , fascist , right wing band. And realistically thats 
what we are. Each individual member has his own similar views and opinions, from nationalism to 
patriotism. 

As far as music is concerned, I don't really know how we would class our music, people would 
say Oi, thats OK with us, but the only problem with that is that if people who hadn't heard us 
heard that we were an Oi band, they may think of the old Oi of the early eighties, basic but 
good. 

The thing is, we think that we are a lot more than that, there is a lot more to our music than 
Oi suggests !To be quite honest , whoever thought of the name "Oi" (Was it Gary Bushell by any 
chance! ! ?)shou Id be shot. its a stupid name that stereotypes our music and makes it sound 
simple. 

For example, when a non skinhead asks me "What sort of music are you then?", I am embarrassed 
to say Oi cos it sound so fucking stupid. * 

Battle Zones music is skinhead music which is conmonly known as Oi.I suppose that we could 
call it 90 's Oi! 

LC Is there any last words or messages that you would like to pass on to the Last Chance 
readers? 

BZ Thanks to everyone who has helped and supported us over the past eighteen months, we'd be 
nowhere with-out you. All the gig organisers, zine writers and anyone that comes to our 
gigs, especially the West Country Battle Zone Barmy Army , Plymouth Skins, Gav and Smelly 
Kelly. We owe you one!

SKREWDRIVER - FREEDOM WHAT FREEDOM? LP (due to be released on ROR soon.) 

This is the one! Skrewdriver back on form. Captured on this 12 track LP is some of the best 
work that Skrewdriver have done since "After the Fire" . 

Ian certainly pulls no punches attacking in true rebellious form, the police and 
communists , while celebrating Skrewdrivers triumphs in Italy (Return to Camelot) and Germany 
(One Land) . 

To add a continental flavour to this truly European record, one of the songs "Stolz" is sung 
in German, which upon its first taste seme people might find hard to swallow, but I think works 
well and will only enhance the unity of our European comradeship, which can;t be a bad thing. 
The LP finishes with a classic ballad titled "Gates of Valhalla" which puts an excellent 
finishing touch to a great LP. 

There is no pint in encouraging you to buy this record, as you'd probably buy it if it 
featured Ian singing in the bath, but it will take a long time to be replaced on your turn 
table . 

My personal favourite song is "Oh no here comes a commie" , which hammers home a true 
description of the disciples of hate. 

The actual release date was due to be not until February 1992, but due to the appropriate 
title of the LP (and bearing in mind the situation of the 3 members of the band in German 
prisons) we may find that the LP will be released early. 8/10 PB 


PUBLIC ENEMY - OUR WEAPON IS TRUTH (Rebelles Europeens) 

This is the second album from the Cross/Bumley collaboration and its markedly different from 
their previous release "Theres Only One..." 

It is a lot slower through out the album, with only the title track and "Do it Again" 
retaining some of the same style as the previous album. 

The lyrics are very much in the same vane with the "call a spade a spade" un-compromising 
words. 

There are three ballads on the LP, which are not really to my taste as I am a "Faster the 
better" man myself. 

The album also includes two tracks from the single Salute, which is a brilliant single, In my 
humble opinion I think that it a is a very good LP but the reason for the relatively low 
score is due to the ballads, which are good if you like that sort of thing. But all in all a 
very good album. 7/10 MS 

WEST SIDE BOYS - HOOLIGANS EP (Lion Records) 

This is as far as I know the first recording that French band West Side boys have released, it 
is out on the new French label "Lion Records" which is based in Lyon. 

The West Side Boys are a 4 piece Oi band from near Paris, anyway , there debut single is not too 
bad at all, obviously it is all sung in French so if you can't understand French and that sort 
of thing bothers you with records then it is not for you. 

The music is good, I'd class it as Oi without a doubt, and the voice reminded me a lot of the 
now split French band "Evilskins". 

The song on side one is called Hooligans , which I think the title speaks for itself, and to be 
quite honest this is a subject that I am far from happy about. Not being a Hooligan myself. (I 
* could go on for hours about football hooliganism, but this is a record review not a political 


debate) , anyway I presume that the A side is pro hooligan, but the music is good. The B side I 
can imagine being an anthem for French skinheads, it is simply called "France" and is no doubt 
about how wonderful France is etc. But as I said musically it is a good Oi single, with a 
picture sleeve and a French lyric sheet inside. If you don't mind the language barrier its 
worth getting. 7/10 AE 


NO REMORSE - ARYAN FEST 90 AND, WE PLAY FOR YOU VIDEOS 




I thought that it would make a pleasant change if I reviewed a couple of music videos. 

I was given these videos at an ultra low discount price so I felt obliged to review them 
really. 

First of all I'll review the Aryan Fest video, which features a lot more than just No 
Remorse, it is over 2 hours long and includes Bound for Glory live, interviews with No Remorse 
and Bound for Glory, Cross Burnings, Jap bike shoot, and loads more besides. 

The video is very professionally put together and was in fact broadcast over WARs cable TV 
station in America. 

It was recorded and compiled by WAR which explains the professionalism of it. The interviews 
are conducted like proper TV ones would be. 

As for the live bands on the video, the quality of the camera work is excellent , the angles 
that the camera gets into are enough to make a Top of the Pops camera man envious, with views 
looking through the bass drum etc. 

This video, as I said earlier is a lot more than just NR live it is a "documentary of the 
whole Aryan Fest weekend. 7/10 

Now on to the second video which is called "We Play for You". This is basically a compilation 
of about half a dozen different gigs. There is a little bit of footage of the American gig 
also a bit from their recent gig in Germany , there is clips from Clapham, Islington (check out 
the dodgy hat ), Greenwich and a few more. Some of the venues are a bit better quality than 
others but overall I found this to be the better video out of the two, because it is a total 
compilation of both songs and gigs, all of the best NR songs on this video but being 
performed at different times. 

There is also a short interview with Paul back in the earlier days of No Remorse. 

All in all both videos are worth getting, but if you can only afford one of them I'd be 
inclined to choose the We Play for You one, I think that this video is a pictorial history of 
No Remorse. 8/10

LC When and why did Rahowa ! form ? 

RA We formed back in May 1990 mainly because Toronto needed a white power band. It just so 
happened that we were all creators so the name Rahowa! seemed appropriate. 

LC Obviously you are a Creator band (because of your title), can you tell us briefly about 
the Church of the Creator movement ? 

RA We are Creators, our rel iq ion , Crea t i vi ty ! a religion dedicated to the survival /expansion 
and advancement of the white race based on the eternal laws of nature, history and logic and 
common sense. 

We don't believe that we are the true Israelites as do the Christian Identity mob. 

We do not worship their god. Rahowa! stands forRacial Holy War. 

LCWhat sort of subjects do you sing’ about ? 

RA We sing about our holy creed, Creativity, in many of our songs, some other topics are, The 
bombing of Dresden, White Unity, White Racial martyrs etc... 

LC Are any of the band members skinheads ? 

RA Yes we are all skinheads ! 

LC Do you have any recordings available, or any other merchandise ? 

RA We have 2 demos right now, the second we are sending as a promo in the hopes of getting it 
picked up by a label so we can get mass distribution of our music. 

At this time we don't have any other merchandise available. 

LC What is the skinhead scene like in your area ? 

RA The skinhead scene here is virtually dead thanks to SHARP scum and other so called 
racialists who can't stop acting in a non-white way. These are the people who get the press 
interviews and get caught doing non-white things. 

As a results this has forced many real skinheads to get back indoors, grow there hair 
etc... in a way disguised is good because if the enemy can't see us how can they fight us ? 
But the racialist scene here is pretty good, so many people are getting fed up that we are 
getting recruits from the mainstream. 

LC Have you played any gigs?, with who?, where? 

RA We've played three gigs, our first was at a Robert J Matthews rally, we were the only band 
and we played after some speeches, it was good but there wasn't that many people as they all 
came for the speeches and then left, strange but true! Our second gig we played a new years 
eve bash with two great nationalist bands, Cross and Stormfront .There was quite a large crowd 
and there seemed to be no problems, that one was in Montreal /Quebec. It was great to see that 
the language barrier didn't get in the way of racial unity. Our third gig we played in our 
nations capital, Ottawa on Adolph Hitlers 102nd birthday, we played with the band Stormfront 

again and it was great, the audience wasn't as large as of the Montreal show but it was still 
good, I guess the bad weather kept everyone indoors !

LC What are Rahowas favourite bands and musical influences ? 

RA Our musical tastes and influences are so diverse it would take pages to list them and 
why. 

Some of mine are No Remorse, Brutal At tack, Raw Power , Slayer, Rossini , etc. 

See what i mean? 

My all time favourite music however is classical .Particularly Richard Strauss , Wagner and 
Rossini, if their music wasn't glorious white achievements,! do'nt know what is!? 

LC How would you define yoUr sound ? 

RA Original!,! know that all bands say that but from the diversity in tastes and 
"Influences, its the easiest way to describe it. 

LC What are Rahowas ambitions ? 

RA We hope to tour Europe in the near future, we 'll see how things go once we get an album 
out .We will be glad to host any bands wishing to play in Canada as well. Any true racial 
comrade is welcome in my house anytime. 

LC Have you any last words or messages for Last Chance readers ? 

RA Thanks again to Last chance for the interview. A great big Rahowa ! 
and white power to all our comrades in the world over. 

Keep up the resistance and never surrender , for a whiter and brighter world.

Rightio then, I told you I wouldn't be that long!So I'd better get on with whats going on in 
the scene, did you know that there is (or probably already has been by the time this gets 
printed) a R.A.C gig in Spain, three British bands, No Remorse, Battle Zone and Violent Storm 
are playing along side the top nationalist skinhead band Division 250, the gig will be on 
March 14th and will be a great event in Spanish skinhead history. 

Scottish band British Standard have reformed, and that is of ficial, there has been a lot of 
rumours in the past about there reformation, but I've now actually heard it from their 
manager , they are practising at the moment and will be in the studio to record a few songs in 
March. , . 

Whilst on the subject of bands, there is a bit of news about new bands starting up, first of 
all there is a new band from Colorado, USA just formed called Knight Rider, they should be 
looking to doing some recording sometime this year as they've only just started. Resurrect ion 
is the name of a new band that is in the process of getting a permanent line up, they will be 
based here in Essex and will be concentrating on skinhead/Oi music, and not so much on the 
politics.

RECORD REVIEWS 

This is a newer look Record review page, in all of the previous issues of Last Chance there 
has been only about 4 or 5 detailed record reviews , well , to be honest I always found those 
to be a little bit long winded and I prefer more, shorter reviews, and to be even more honest 
I found it to be a bit boring typing out half a page on a review of just one record. 

TRABAJQ DURO - OCHAS BOLAS LP (DIM RECORDS) 

This is the first vinyl release from this Chilean Oi band, its a mini LP with 7 songs on it. 

All of the songs are in their native Spanish language, but there is also a song on there 
with the tune of "England Belongs to me" and Spanish lyrics which is excellent .Really good 
tuneful Oi songs with a splash of piano on one track. Well worth getting. 8/10 

DEAD ON ARRIVAL - STRAW DOGS (H AMMER RECORDS) 

Another new release, this one from the London band Straw Dogs, just two songs on this single 
"Dead on Arrival" and "Rock n Roll Disgrace" .Music sounds very Last Resort with grinding 
guitar power chords. The A side is a clear winner between the two songs, good cover too! 7/10 

NATION REBORN - PAUL BURNLEY AND FOURTH REICH LP (REBELLES EUROPEENS ) 

This Lp has been out for a few months now, ten songs all very much in the style of Pauls 
main band No Remorse, a few slow ballad types, more rockier numbers and also a sarcastic dub 
reggae track called "Ragga" which is very convincing. As is normal for Pauls work the lyrics 
are very hard hitting. The CD comes with an extra ballad track with Antonella on vocals. 8/10 

PATRIOT - IAN STUART LP (ROCK 0 RAMA) 

This should really have been a Skrewdriver LP in my opinion it is a lot better than the last 
two Skrewdriver LPs.Theres eleven songs which includes one cover version of the Rolling 
stones song "Paint It Black". I would say that the music is back to the style of Skrewdrivers 
'White Rider" LP. Definitely worth getting. Even better on CD! 9/10 

ILS SONT SKINHEADS POUR L'ETERNITIE EP (SPE RECORDS) 

This EP is literally only just out hot off the presses, it features four tracks from four 
different French skinhead bands. "Plastic Gangsters" . "Bleach Boys", "West Side Boys" and 
Skinkorps.To be honest none of the songs really struck a chord with me at all. The sort of 
songs that went in one ear out of the other. One good thing is the two inner sheets that have 
got pics of the bands etc. Still worth getting for your collection. 7/10 

FACCIA A FACCIA - KLASSE KRIMINALE LP (DIVISION NAPA) 

This must be one of the best foreign Oi Lps to come out for a long time, a massive improvement 
to their disappointing first LP. Available on CD, Vinyl and Cassette. Fourteen songs two of 
which are cover versions "Runnin' Riot" and the reggae song "Johnny too Bad" both sung in 
English by Antonella .The CD and LP have got all of the lyrics in English and Italian. As I 
said fourteen songs, all with excellent production, but I must say that I prefer the tracks 
with the female lyrics though! 8/10 

DIRITTO PI MARC I ARE - PEGGIOR AMICO (REBELLES EUROPEENS) 

This is their second single on Rebelles Europeens and I personally think that it is better 
than both the first single and the LP.A much better recording and better product ion. The title 
of the single is actually the song on the B-side. The A side is called "Non staremo a Guardare" 
the B-side is the best, I really like the cow-bells and the chorus is really singalong.If 
Peggior were to take a leaf out of Dirlewangers book and sing in English they'd be more 
popular lie re. Nice lead breaks on both songs. 8/10

RITTORNO A CAMELOT 

This is a video of a huge meeting in Italy last Autumn. After scenes of the camp and meetings 
most of the video features these two bands in action. 

Peggior Amico are on first, they play an Oi rock style music with powerful vocals. i can't say 
too much about the lyrical content of their songs as all of them are sung in Italian. 
Skrewdriver play a set of old and new songs which you should all know by now. Songs on this 
video include "Red flags are burning" from Ians first solo LP, Stand Proud, Back with a Bang 
Street Fight .Suddenly and Snow Fell are performed acoustically by Ian and Stigger. 

Ian dedicates a lot of songs to various people too. 

This is definitely the best Skrewdriver line up for a long time, especially with stigger 
playing some great guitar solos. 

all in all this video is well worth getting and a must for all skrewdriver fans. This video 
well set you back about £15 from skrewdriver services, its duration is about 3hours. 8/10 
Thanks to Tom Thorn for the above video review.

ROCK & ROLL PATRIOTS - KLANSMEN CD (ROCK 0 RAMA) 

as far as I know this is only available on CD, I do not know if there are any plans to release 
it on vinyl too. 

Generally this LP is a bit more meatier than the last two Klansmen LPs,the music is not so 
much 50' s rock as the past two. On saying that the first couple of songs on the CD (One a 
cover version of Route 66) are quite slow. Ipersonally did not think that this LP was as good 
as the previous two for the fact that the songs aren't as catchy. Still a good CD though. 7/10 


WI1ATS YOUR DEAL - NIBLICK HENBANE EP (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

I'd never even heard of this band until i got this EP sent to me. Four tracks of real 
american Oi.Alot better than the stuff on the US of Oi comp LP out a couple of years. I thought 
that this american band have got an original style with all four songs tuneful and above all 
they are the kind of songs that you keeping humning all day. Fold out cover with photos and 
lyrics too. Not to sure about their song subjects though! 8/10 

THOSE UNKNOWN EP ( HEADACHE RECORDS ) 

Those Unknown is actually the name of the band. these are another Oi band from the states, not 
as good as the band above, but with four good songs, I though that they sounded a lot like 
Stiff Little fingers vocally. Lyric sheet and pics too. 6/10 

V1KLAND - BLEACH BOYS EP (BLEACH RECORDS) 

Not a great fan of this band at all, their music is basic and their physical appearance is 
not good, I've also heard a few rumours that are not to my liking .Nevertheless this EP is 
slightly better than their first effort. There is two songs on the A side, nothing special 
but bearable ,. the B side won't appeal to the average skinhead as its a slow song, by the 
sounds of it, its an old traditional French song, beefed up with a bit of Oi.I suppose that 
it means a lot more to a French skinhead. Its called "Chant de Fidelitie" and is probably the 
equivalent to our Rule Britannia or something .This song is the only thing that stops this 
EP from being as bad as their first. Its a little bit different. * 5/10 

AMERICAN HEADACHES - COMPILATION LP (DIM RECORDS) 

New from the German label a compilation LP with five different American Punk and Oi bands, 

I could'nt review this record as well as I'd liked as all of the songs by "The Wretched Ones" 
jumped for some reason, the other bands who appear on this Lp are "Niblich Henbane" whos songs 
are not as good as the four on their EP,"the Wussies" who were a crappy sort of 77 style 
Punk band, "Mental Decay" are a bit like an american version of Section 5, and probably 
contribute the best songs on this whole LP,and they ain't that good. Lastly the "Burnt" they 
were probably the biggest pile of shit that I have ever heard in my life! 

The vinyl was not very good quality either , really thin, 4/10 






We here at Last Chance have been in contact with 
skinheads from Chile for a couple of years 
now ,and we have watched the scene grow out 
there. When we first started corresponding, there 
was only one Oi band out there "Ochas Bolas" who 
were interviewed in a previous issue of Last 
Chance . 

Chilean skins seem to have a lot of coverage in 
fanzines world wide, so I thought that I'd get a 
brief insight into the scene.... 

Just before I let Hans "take it away" I thought 
that for the geographically un-educated people 
out there I'll briefly explain a little bit about 
Chile. 

Chile is in South America, it borders Peru, Bolivia 
and Argentina. Its a right weird shaped 
country, its literally 3000 miles long, but no more 
than 200 miles wide in any place. The north of the 
country is one of the hottest places on earth due 
, to some desert, and the south is one of the 

coldest due to the Antarctic! Fascinating huh?Now I know that none of that has got anythinq to 
do with the skinhead scene, but it all makes interesting reading don't it ? 

This article was written a few months back now so it is a little bit out of date, so I've added

of Ochas Bolas but after a short spell of living in America, came back to Chile to form another 
more politically inspired band called "Frento Opuesto" and then another band, (his present one)

Any way I'll let Hans take over.

Ochas Bolas were 
the first band in Chile for skinheads, the played about 10 concerts with heavy metal bands in 
the early stages and then a few with the punk bands. The last Ochas Bolas gig (until very 

recently) was in early 1990 but this gig erupted in violence so after this skinhead gigs were 
b topped . 

The first National Socialist band in Chile were called “Frente Opuesto" they recorded two 
bongs in the studio, but never played any gigs, they aren't going any more. 

scene ^ seems to be awakening again, we held the biggest concert yet on the 13 September 
1990 with "Division Gamada" ,"Golpe Frontal" and "Ochas Bolas". This was a great concert with

Normally at the weekends we go out to have a laugh and perhaps kick a few people who are not 
nice to us. We got to pubs or heavy metal concerts and every 
Friday and Saturday we end up really drunk. 

I have to say that all of the bands here are patriotic or 
nationalist, we don't have any SHARP or redskins in our country 
(Ed. Thats due to the fact that the Chilean government has 
banned any kind of social is t/commun is t parties from the 
country!) and all of the skins here are united for the same 
cause, the love of our country. 

On the 5th of September every year many N.S skinheads go to 
the cemetery to remember the youth heroes of the National 
Socialist movement in Chile, also many leaders of the movement 
and poets and writers too, but skinheads here do not actually 
support any political party yet. 

We do not really get any oppression from the police for being 



skinheads (sometimes for 
other reasons though! ) 
because the police here 
do not understand what 
we are. They don't know 
what a skinhead is. 

At the moment there is 
probably 150 skinheads 
in Valparaiso and 
Santiago, but there could 
be more in other 
towns, there are five 
bands at the moment and 
there is a fanzine now 
too "La Voz de Oi".We do 
correspond with 
skinheads all over the 
world, and sometimes we 
meet up with skins from 
Argentina . " 

Well thats the end of 
what Hans has to say, but 
as I mentioned 
earlier , there is a few 
more things that have 

gone on since then, The Ochas Bolas have actually got there first bit of vinyl out, its a mini 
LP called Trabajo Duro and is on the new German skinhead label Dim Records, and I've heard 
it, good stuff too! 

Golpe Frontale have recorded 2 songs in a studio and are looking to get those released on 
vinyl, I've heard that too and it sounds very much like Ochas Bolas .Now. . .1 'm sure that there 
was something else that I had to say, fucked if I can remember what it was, I 'll leave it there 
for now, if I remember what it was I'll shove in the SSF extra...

Squadron have been about for a very long time, and it was an incredibly long time ago that 
they were interviewed in Last Chance. 

So, as is normal with Last Chance we update you in great detail every issue with one of the bands I 
that has already appeared in these pages previously. There has been alot going on since their I 
first interview so I'll let them take it away 

LC The line up has changed since your last interview, can you tell us about this ? 

SQ We had been searching for a rhythm guitarist for quite a while in order to expand the 
live sound .We had known Flubbs for some years as we and Sudden Impact used to practise 
together in Catford.He approached us at a gig in Bedford and joined straight after that. 

LC What has been the reaction to your second LP compared to the first ? 

SQ Reaction has been varied, some people prefer the 2nd LP to the 1st and vice 
versa. Personally we feel that the 2nd LP suffered in the mix and that the 1st LP has a much 
rougher edge and slightly better songs. Although having said that we are pleased with 
Bulldog Breed and take the Sword. 

LC Can you tell us about the rumour of your popularity in the Brazilian charts?, is this 
true?, Did you get interviewed for Brazilian television? 

SQ Yes we were interviewed on Brazilian TV for a documentary on European nationalism, it was 
arranged by Richard Edmunds and filmed at the BNP headquarters at Welling. We were quite 
amazed when they turned up as we assumed that it was a wind up. We've heard the rumour that 
we flew into the Brazilian top 20 but god knows where that started. 

LC Have Squadron got any intention/plans to play abroad ? 

SQ We have been offered several gigs abroad, Germany, Vienna, France etc. but one of our main I 
problems is money, we never set out to make any money, and believe me, we haven't! !We simply can't I 
afford to play abroad yet. 

LC When are you hoping to next go in the studio ? What will you record ? 

SQ We will be in the studio in the next few months hopefully, we now have 11 songs worked out for I 
the new album possibly called "Combat , Battle and Bum" but the songs still aren't tight enough I 
to be recorded, and we are still looking for a decent studio with the bottle to record us. The mix I 
should be much more powerful and the album will blow your ears out. Believe me!! 

LC Do you have any merchandise, where can people get it from ? 

SQ our contact address is on both LPs and all of our merchandise is available from it -

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INTERVIEW 


This is the first instalment in a 
series of three interviews with Ian 
Stuart. Due to the popularity of the 
Paul Burnley interviews, we have 
decided to make this a regular 
feature. The main differences between 
these interviews and the normal ones 
that you see in my zine and all other 
zines is firstly because they are in 
three parts, and more importantly they 
e*re live conducted interviews, that 
means that we actually talked the 
interview rather than through 
letters. They are a lot more hard work 
as far as we are concerned as we have 
to type from a tape recording, but the 
quality of the interviews are that 
much better. 

Anyway, as with the Paul Burnley 
interviews, everything that Last 
Chance says is printed in CAPITAL 
letters, and Ians replies are in 
normal lower case letters, 
this interview was conducted several 
months back in Nottinghamshire with a 
three man interview team. Right here goes. Lets get on with it then 


WHAT DO YOU THINK ABOUT THE WAY SOME PEOPLE PROJECT GARRY BUSHELL AS THE WORKING CLASS HERO 

AND THE VOICE OF THE STREET ? 

Its hilarious really because no-one that was working class and stuck up for the white race 
would ever get a job for one of the national newspapers. 

HAS THE RECENT PROBLEMS WITH SKREWDRIVER IN GERMANY DETERRED YOU FROM PLAYING OVER THERE AGAIN

T don't know about the rest of the band but me personally , its made me want to go out there and 
cause a lot more trouble. The way that I see it is that Skrewdriver are being made scapegoats 
for the fact that the German government have brought too many immigrants into the country. So 
if we have had anything to do with waking German feeling up, all the better for it. Although I 
do not think it has got anything to do with us. Its just the German people rising against the 
influx of immigrants and I wish that the British people would do the same. 

DO YOU THINK THAT PERHAPS SKREWDRIVER WAS THE CATALYST FOR ALT., OF THE TROUB LE IN GERMANY ? 

No, not at all, it started before we played over there, I think that it may have been aggravated 

a little bit by the fact that the police kept them all in prison, obviously I was still out 
which was a bad mistake on the polices side. Cos I was able to go to the gig and tell everybody 
what had happened, and after the gig obviously there was some trouble with the police. 

CAN YOU TELL US A LITTLE BIT ABOUT THE TROUBLE YOU HAVE HAD RECENTLY WITH THE POLICE IN YOUR 

AREA ? , , 

Well basically all that is, we were doing regular gigs around here, getting increasing 
audiences, getting a lot of locals interested , so the police firstly tried to stop the 
gigs, which they managed up to a certain extent by threatening the governors of the pubs with 
their licences. Then we were rehearsing at a pub at dinner times, and people used to come in on 
their dinner break to watch, so the police spoke to the governor of the pub and said that they 
are allowed to rehearse but they must shut the doors because no-one is allowed to listen to 
them. Then after a while of rehearsing behind closed doors they decided that we couldn't do it 
any more, and then more recently they have tried to stop me and a friend from even drinking in 
the pubs, but the didn't really get away with that, and we due to the governors sticking up for 
us the police have let that one drop for the moment, so we are not barred from drinking 
anvwhere yet • 

WHY DID YOU DECIDE TO RECORD UNDER KLANSMEN, IAN STUART AND WHITE DIAMOND , RATHER T HAN USE THIS 

MATERIAL FOR SKREDRIVER ? 

The fact is that i just write so many different songs and they just wouldn't be used 
otherwise. Plus the fact that the Klansmen songs are in more of a Rock and Roll vain and 
would 'nt really suit Skrewdriver .Also with the Klansmen it has brought in a lot of 
rockabillies into the Blood and Honour movement , which is a good thing .Hopefully the White 
Diamond will do the same thing with a few bikers. Basically we are just spreading our wings and

and trying to appeal to everybody, not just skinheads. 

, WHAT HAS BEEN THE RESPONSE TO THE WHITE DIAMOND LP ? 

Well it hasn't been out that long, but the people that I have spoken to about it seem to like 
I it. As far as I'm concerned the guitar could have been a little bit louder and the vocals a 
j little quieter. The original mix of it the guitar was too loud and you couldn't hear the 
* vocals, so we took it back to be remixed and it went the other way around. 

IS THERE GOING TO BE ANOTHER WHITE DIAMOND LP ? 

Oh yeah, definitely. 

CHANGING THE SUBJECT SLIGHTLY, WHAT WAS YOUR INVOLVEMENT WITH THE MADNESS FILM "TAKE IT OR 
LEAVE IT", ALSO CAN YOU TELL US THE STORY BEHIND THE MUCH REPORTED FRIENDSHIP WITH SUGGSY ? 
Suggsy used to be the roadie for Skrewdriver back in 1978 and I went back down to London for a 
while and stayed at his mothers flat cos he'd moved out of his room and bought a house so I 
had his room. I was only there for about seven months, that was basically it, the picture was 
taken in his mums front room. The Madness film was done in about 1981 or something like 
that, anyway because I din't have much money at the time, they just got me on the film,thats 
all. I got the agency fee which was about £60 or something , and thats why I was in the film. 

ARE YOU STILL IN CONTACT WITH SUGGSY, WHEN IS THE LAST TIME THAT YOU HEARD FROM HIM ? 

No i'm not in contact not since the article in the Sun newspaper, I didn't try and contact him 
and he did'nt try and contact me, which is fair enough,he's got to make a living and if he's 
mixing with a nationalist he is gonna find it hard to make a living .We did't fall out or 
anything like that and as far as I know we were still on good terms with eachother , I ' ve got 
nothing against the bloke,he's done me a lot of favours in the past.He's just trying to make a 
living. If he wants to male a living like that its up to him. I've got no intention of slagging 
him off, and why should I ? 

HOW DID YOU COME ABOUT THE NAME SKREWDRIVER ? 

We got named Skrewdriver by the record company, because we didn't have a name at the time. 

BUT WASN'T YOU FIRST CALLED THE TUMBLING DICE ? 

That was just a rock band, we did a load of rock covers, so when we did a tape more punk style 
we didn't have a name so the record company came up with Skrewdriver. 

, SO HOW DID YOUR BAND FIRST GET PICKED UP BY THE RECORD COMPANIES ? 

Well we were playing a lot of pub gigs, doing the circuits, and then we went to see the Sex 
, Pistols in Manchester with Buzzcocks and Slaughter and the Dogs, we really enjoyed it cos we 
I thought that it was a fresh, new sort of thing, so we did a tape more on that sort of line, sent 
it to a load of record companies. We got answered by a couple of companies who said that they 
were interested, but they would like to hear a more professional tape, because the one we sent 
them we recorded in a metal factory ! Chiswick asked us to come down and do a session in a 
studio, and we got a single deal out of that, and then once we done that single they updated the 
deal to two single and an LP. 

IS THAT TRUE THAT YOU SUPPORTED BANDS LIKE THE POLICE, AND SIQUXIE AND THE BANSHEES IN THE 
EARLIER DAYS ? 

When we supported the Police they were just a small band and most of the people came to see 
Skrewdriver anyway. We also supported The Boomtown Rats, Siouxie, The Damned , 999 , loads of the 
bigger bands, I can't remember all of them now. 

WHAT MADE YOU TURN THE BAND POLITICAL, AS IN THE EARLY DAYS YOU KEPT OUT OF POLITICS, DID YOU 

JUST GET UP ONE MORNING AND SAY OH F**K IT, AND WENT FOR IT, OR WAS IT A GRADUAL CHANGE ? 

I wasn't really political at all to be honest, I didn't like blacks, because I'd never seen one 

till I went down London, and there I met lots, and they all seemed to have a chip on their 
shoulder, I didn't like lefties funny enough, because they all reminded me of student being all 
anti-British and that put me off^ them. Most of our mates that came to our gigs were 
political, they were either NF or BM and in the end what happened was the press ordered us 
along with Sham 69 to denounce those people in the audience, or get banned. We refused and Sham 
69 said OK. So Sham 69 became very big and we got banned from everywhere, they banned all of our 
adverts from the music papers and every thing. All this was in 1977. 

WHAT MADE THE IMAGE OF SKREWDRIVER CHANGE FROM PUNK TO SKINHEAD ? 

Basically because we got fed up with punk turning a bit left wing, whereas before everyone came 

[ along and had a laugh and danced about, but then it got to the stage where it became high 
fashion, and people would just stand there seeing who had the most drawing pins through their 
nose. When it got to that stage it got really silly. We had all been skinheads in the past so we 
all just reverted, and a lot of our mates coming to the gigs were skinheads.

patriotic, national aware youth and Nationalist Skinheads in particular are 
following that tradition of compassion for wild and domestic animals and 
have no patience with animal cruelty, be it factory farming , Bloodsport or 
cruel experimentation on animals in laboratories. 


At this point it may as well be appropria te , to pose the searching ques- 
tion: "Why on earth has in post World War 2 years, the vast majority of Nor 
them Europes Population acquiesea to a whole catalogue of animal abuse 7- 
"Has the nihilistic and materialistic commercial elite cunningly misinter- 
preted the Christian faith's dogma from the Old Tes tament , tha t god had cre- 
ated heaven and earth with its plants, trees and animals for mans use as he 
feels fit. - True enough whilst North European Folk were deeply religeous 
Chr is tians , they looked upon all animals as "Gods Creations" and treated them 
accordingly. - When 80 or mor per cent of the population worked on the land 
and were in unison with nature , profit orientated outrages , like Factory Far- 
ming, Furtrade and especially Vivisection would have been totally unaccept- 
able * 

This article intends to throw some light on Vivi- 
section. In order to gain some appreciation of the - 
magnitude of Disection and Vivisection , it may be wise 
to let some official figures speak. - There are approx 
30,000 heartless people, who are involved in carrying 

out the approx 3 Million Ex- 
periments in Britain on dumb 
and helpless animals, such as 
guinea pigs, dogs, cats rab- 
bits, rhesus monkeys, rats, 
mice etc etc. 

These experimentations led 
to the death of 750,000 La- 
boratory Animals in 1986 alone in british Univer- 
sities and Poly techniques . These unfortunate ani- 
mals are poisoned , shot , irradia ted , blinded , scal- 
ded ,, shocked , brain damaged , burn t , subjected to 
surgical interference with the central nervous 
system and spinal cord, parts of their bodies bro- 
ken to simulate physical Injury.- These are just 
a few of the gruesome inflictions imposed onto 
these hapless animals. Who would have thought, that 
the place's wfi ere the humanities were taught in 
the 19th century, would become the "Chambers of hor- 
ror for animals*in the 20th century. - -- 
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The supporters of Vivisection (Animal Experiments) in our Schools , Uni- 
versities and commercial testing stations ,will no doubt argue, that these 
experiments are indispensible and are of enormous importance to : man ' s^pro- 
gress in medicine, the pharmaceutical industry and for the defence of our 
country .Wi thou t those tests, they will forcefully s tress , manufacturers of 
drugs and cosmetics would remain in ignorance , about the side effects of their 
products . Much greater suffering would perhaps have to be born by the users 
of drugs and cosme tics , which at times could even proof fatal. - The Barons 
of the multinational cosmetic and drug empires will use their advertising 
agencies to protray them as beneign ,careing organisations ,who have only the 
benefits of mankind at heart and assure the unaware general public, that the 
Laboratory animals are protected by government legislation and that all 
tests are carried out in accordance with to the r 
dures Act. - Similar noises will be heared, from 
establishments for chemical biological and other 
ation of humans beings and everything living. - 

However history teaches us, that in medieval 
times it was customary practice , when pursuit of 
selvish gains, always to wear the mantle of be- 
neign concern and unselvishness . - Todays Drug 
Companies appear, to have taken this good advise 
to heart. - The unsuspecting public is assured, 
that the eradication of many contageous killer 
diseases is due to drugs and vaccines , made pos- 
sible through testing them on laboratory animals 
Fact however is, that before the introduction of 
drugs and vaccines, the death rate from some of 
these contageous diseases had declined by as 
much as 90% as a result of improved sanitation, 
personal hygiene and social reforms. 

On the other hand it has also come to light, 
that the introduction of Blood Transfusion had 
been delayed by 200 years, due to misleading re- 
sults of animal experiments. - Florey, who puri- 
fied penicillin said, I was lucky, 
that I had not tested it on guinea pigs, because 
it kills them. - 

Drugs like Opren , Eraldin and Flosint,were passed 
as safe in animal tests, but damaged many humans,, 
and killed others. 

Chloroform a useful anaesthetic in people, kills 
dogs. - Morphine calms people and rats, but causes maniacal exitement in cats 
and mice. - The simple fact here is, that animals are not like us and it has 
been shown, that animal experiments can be as misleading and unproductive , as 
they are inhuman and cruel. 

This brief precise would not be comple te , without pointing out the Bio- 
hazards , that can occure.lt is now well es tablished . tha t AIDS was created, 
by animal experimenters deliberately transmitting "Simian AIDS viruses from 
animal to animal, from species to species, from laboratory to laboratory ,wa t- 
ching it develop in severity and speed of action all over the United States 
during the 1960ties and 1970ties.- Once the AIDS virus had been created, it 
was just too easy for the virus to escape into the local human population, 
since at this stage the consequences the AIDS virus would have on the human 
population.- This would suggest, that all vivisection laboratories represent 
biological time-bombs ready to go off . - Our planet will not be save from 
other dangerous virus mutations being created and breaking out from these 
research laboratories and sweeping through the land like the plague , bringing 
death and suf fering , unless we stop to encourage unscrupulous scientists inter- 
fering with with the mysteries of nature. 

To conclude, I would echo with with the Animal aid and Anti Vivisection 
groups: Fight against Vivisection , the Animals can't, use your democratic 


Animals Scientific Proce- 
the military research 
weapons for mass extermin- 
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rights and lobby your M.P alone or with others by writing to him or seeing 
him in his/her surgery. 

Dont le t"Pseudo Nationalists" deter you from fighting against, animal abuse 
and cruel ty , because the pressure groups who campaign against all sorts of 
animal cruelty have amongst their members "Trendy Lefties. - Please remember 
that people from the "Trendy Left" are like a broken clock. - A broken clock 
is still right twice a day. As national aware patriotic young people we are 
of course in harmony with nature and with our folkish soul, which tells us 
Vivisection as well as all cruelty to animals is wrong. The multinational 
Drug companies and multinational defence establishments research and develop 
ment sections for chemical and biological warfare appear to have no morals 
therefore we have to press the government to pul an end to the cruelty. 


Birmingham Public Opinion . 

An Opinion Poll was carried out in April and May 1987 of 2500 Birmingham 
people. The poll was conducted from Door to door in equal numbers in all 
12 constituencies. No attempts was made to influence people questioned.

This is a band that I have been trying to get into my pages for 
a long time, they just took ages to reply, partly due to the fact 
that my letter took 4 months to get there! 

Anyway I think that we have another exclusive here in Last 
Chance as I do not know any other zine to have got an interview 
with Mistreat. Not through want of trying though. 

I first heard about the band when a good friend played me their 
E.P,the lyrics were sung in English and the music was furious, so 
I dropped them a line. Any way I'll let them take it away 



LC Could you tell us how long the band have been together ? 

MI We have been playing under several different names for three years now. 


LC Give a brief history of the band. 

MI The band was formed by Muke,Jonne & Kaiju in 1988. There have been some changes in the line 
up during these years but the nucleus has always remained the same. The first recording under 
the name Mistreat was a 4 track demo in the spring of 1990, a song from this tape ended up on 
an "Alternative Action records" compilation EP and a few months later they financed our own 
EP. 

Material for the second record has been ready for some time now but AA records can't release 
it due to financial difficulties so we are looking for another label that will release it. 


LC Can you describe the subjects that you sing about in some of your songs ? 

MI Many of the songs handle the immigrant/refugee problem that is becoming more and more 
serious all of the time, even in FinlandiThere ain't many subjects that a skinhead band can 
sing about and still be credible really, but we're trying to find new matters to sing about. 

LC On your debut EP all of the songs are sung in English, are all of your songs like that, and 
can you tell us why you choose not to sing in your native Finnish tongue ? 

MI All of our songs are sung in English, mainly for two reasons: English is the most suitable 
language for Rock N Roll and the skinhead movement is an international one. If we sang in 
Finnish, no Italian, German skinhead would be able to understand us and what we have to say. 


LC Do you have any merchandise available ? 

MI We have no T-shirts at all except the ones on our backs, but we have still got some copies 
of our first EP,you can get a copy for £2 from: Mistreat, c/o Jonne,Niittajankaari 8,45120 
Kouvola, Finland. We can also trade with any foreign Oi skinhead EPs. 

LC Have the band played many gigs ? 

MI You'd be amazed if you heard how little gigs we've had in the last 3 years , Kouvola is not a 
good place for a band that differs from the mainstream rock scene. 

LC Are Mistreat a Political band ? 

MI You bet we ain't! !!Its a dirty game and we don't want to get dirty, there are some good 
points in both Fascism and National socialism but they are no solution either. 

LC Who would you class as your major influences ? 

MI Skrewdriver and Ian Stuart's other bands have been a strong mental influence but any good 
rock n roll from the 50 's to the 90 's has made a musical impact on us. 

LC What in your view is the Finnish skinheads scene like ? 

MI There is a relatively strong scene in the biggest cities , although we can't give you any 
accurate figures, but there are at least a few hundred people who are real skinheads and many 
more with a similar attitude. 

Nevertheless , Finland is far from being awake in the questions of nationalism and immigrant 
threat . 
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LC What do you do on a typical weekend ? 

MI Have fun and considerable amounts of alcohol. 

LC Have any of the band members ever visited England ? 
MI Just Vanhakarhu who writes the lyrics (and also 
answered this interview) , but he doesn't play in the 
band. He liked England very much and would very much 
like to come again sometime. 

LC Do you keep in contact with any foreign skinheads at 
all ? 

MI No, not any regular contacts. the re are some people 
abroad who dig our music but we haven't kept in touch 
with them because we are so lazy writing letters, sad 
but true, it really is! We hope to change our ways in 
the near future though. 

LC Any last conments or messages to Last Chance readers 
? 

MI Keep faith in your nation and in the white race. And 
whats more important -be proud of what you are...

We wish him the best 
of luck with his recovery. 

But, lets not escape from the devastating tragedy that had struck those four great men, We will 
NEVER forget, every year on or around the 13th of March there will be a concert in their 
memory. YOUR MEMORIES LIVE ON INSIDE US LETS MAKE SURE THAT THEY HAVE NOT DIED IN VAIN.

The STRAW DOGS have been in the skinhead news quite a bit recently, but as far as I know they 
have not actually given an interview for a British fanzine. Although I could be wrong! 

Anyway, they have only been going a short time and within that time they have struck a chord 
within the Oi scene with the release of their debut single "Dead on ^arrival". 

Well as you can already gather, this is an interview with the band themselves, so I 11 let than 
speak for themselves .... 


LC Can you give the readers a brief history of the band ? , 

SD Straw Dogs formed in London in June 1991. It was the same old story, no gigs, lets do 
something ourselves. The scene in London has picked up since with gigs fairly regularly. 


LC Why did you choose the name of Straw Dogs ? , .... - 

t SD We started practising but we didn't have a name, so out of desperation we took the title 

1 a~~Stiff Little fingers single. 

LC Would you class the band as political in any way ? . .. 

SD We are not a political band (although doing an interview in Last Chance probably ha sn t 
done us any favours with certain people). We do realise that politics is part of life and we do 
express our opinions through our songs. 

LC Can you give us an idea of the subjects that you sing about ? 

SD We have the usual type of subjects covered by an Oi band-skinheads, getting nicked, songs 
against drugs and rapists, but we also cover such topics as the monarchy, debt collectors and 
Northern Ireland, giving views which may lead to some confusion as to what the fuck we re on 
about ! 


LC What are your ambitions with the band ? . . „ D 

SD We'd like to get a drummer that will turn up at practises, and for us all to s y 

enough to play a decent gig. 

LC What are your opinions on the state of the British skinhead scene today ? 

SD We can only really coirwent on the skinheads that we know and meet at gigs who are all good 
lads and lasses. We know that there are less skins now but who gives a shit, we' re still having 
a good time. 

LC Musical influences ? 

SD We're influenced mostly by early 4Skins , Cockney Rejects, Sex Pistols, and Generation 
X, although we don't sound like any of these. 







LC Are you happy with the reaction to your first vinyl release "Dead on 
Arrival"? 

SD Dead on Arrival isn't one of our best songs it was chosen to be the 
single because its noisy with a catchy chorus. we've sold over 700 of 
the 1000 copies pressed and seemed to have gained a lot of support from 


LC What are your next plans for the studio ? 

SD We have recorded tracks for 2 foreign compilation LPs and will have 
a second single out later this year. As far as an LP goes we've had a 
possible offer but we are not going to start recording anything until 
we are 100% happy that we can produce something of a very high 
standard. 

LC You started out playing a lot of gigs, but they seem to have died 
down, have you any more in the pipeline ? 

SD We will be gigging with bands we've already played with, (Section 
5, Close Shave /Resistance 77), and with Condemned H4 when they are ready 
and hopefully with some old punk bands. 

LC How would you define your music ? 

SD We don't like the "Oi" label because ll sounds stupid, but I suppose 
thats what we are doing, punk music with <i skinhead mentality. 

Oo you have any last messages ? 

SD Thanks to Last Chance for this inlet view and anyone thats given us 
support so far . CHEERS- KEEP THE FAITH STRAW IKXJS

Two songs from this Portuguese skinhead band. This one is also of Steve Priest Fan Club label.

Two good songs, but the Portuguese song is the best. this record comes in 
red vinyl on the first 400 copies, there is also a comic strip insert in English with this EP.

ENGLISH ROSE - NEVER BE SILENCED LP 


This is the long awaited debut LP from English Rose, I’m actually reviewing this from the 
cassette that we were sent here, the LP is not actually out, but should be any day now. I have 
seen the artwork for the cover, its large photos of the band. , 

Wasting Away is the.B side of their first single, they have re-recorded this for the LP,and its 
a lot better version. They have also re recorded two of the song that appear on the Last Chance 
compilation LP. Other than that there is one cover version of Cock Sparrers England Belongs to 
Me, with an extra verse thrown in. The other six songs are not available elsewhere . Even the 
songs that have been re-recorded are different versions. I thought that the music was good, a 
strong, Oi sound. The vocals reminded me a lot of Condemned 84. Best songs are SHARP, Never be 
Silenced and There's no Justice.

On Saturday 14th of March 1992,Accion Radical the N.S movement in Spain made skinhead 
history. They masterminded and organised the first international skinhead gig ever held in 
Spain. the odds were stacked against them, with local authorities, police and local conmunists 
all trying to get the gig stopped. The gig went ahead despite all of the problems and tragedies 
that occurred .( three members of Violent Storm and a friend were killed in a freak car acciden 

whilst on their way to the gig). ^ , 

Skinheads and nationalists from all over southern Europe attended this festival. 

On the bill were English bands No Remorse and Battle Zone,and-local Valencian skinhead anc 
Division 250 played their first gig too. „ , _ . .. . 

Skinheads from France, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Austria, Germany, Britain and Belgium came to this 
qig to listen to the music, and talk with like minded people. . 

It was obvious that the concert worried the media and authorities in Spain as it was headline 
news the next day in most of the Spanish newspapers. 

As the concert was such a success ,Acc ion Radical have plans to organise another one for later 

We 1 w i sh 3 Acc i on Radical luck in all of their future projects, and we send our regards to all of 
our Southern European comradres.

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VIOLENT STORM 


As all of our readers will now know, three members of skinhead band Violent Storm and one of 
their good friends tragically met their ends in a horrific car accident on the way to the 
airport to play a gig in Spain. This fatal accident received a lot of press coverage at the 
time, and most of the reports, although inaccurate, were very sympathetic. Until of 

course, Searchlight got in on the act, without even waiting for one of the deceased to be 
buried. 

The main Welsh Sunday newspaper, “Wales on Sunday" ran a report only nine days after the 
accident , revealing the "real truth" about the "racist roots" of Violent Storm.lt cam as no 
surprise to see the name Searchlight mentioned in the article as the source for their 
information. All this happened before Paul Casey the bassist was even buried.lt seems that the 
press and in particular Searchlight will stop at nothing to get an "exclusive" story. 

June's issue of Searchlight magazine also rubs salt into the wounds, by complaining about the 
fact that the national press didn't mention the fact that Violent Storm were a racist band. 
This, unwelcome by all, insensitive style of reporting does no-one any favours. The mainstream 
press actually show themselves for what they are, evil, sensationalist scum. The families of the 
deceased, (as if they haven't got enough pain and loss to cope with) become harassed and all of 
the presses insensitive attention attracts assholes, who revel in upsetting people at their 
most vulnerable. 

This has actually happened. Someone or a group of people who obviously live locally , decided to 
daub Violent Storms local pub (where Billy still drinks) with the words"FOUR DOWN ONE TO 
GO". These brave people done this in the middle of the night, when of course no-one would nave 
been in the pub. How Brave. Also the local red and socialist magazines seem to follow the same 
line. 

We can now see exactly what these people are about, and we won't forget. 

To the spirits of the four great men who were lost, we will not forget, and we will not forgive. 
Jason, Paul, Brian and Darren REST IN PEACE 

On to other news, Violent storm were actually recording an LP entitled "Celtic Warriors" , this 
will be released in the very near future on Rebelles Europeens. 

There was also a benefit gig held in Leicestershire in April, Squad ron,Skullhead and 

Skrewdriver played and there was a massive turnout, a 11 of the money that was taken on the door 

and all of the money that was collected at the gig was sent to the families of the 

deceased .Well over £1000 was raised. 

Billy has decided to reform the band, but has decided that it may be a little bit insensitive 
to continue to use the name Violent Storm, but he has reformed the band under the name of their 
soon to be released LP "Celtic Warriors" .Billy recently told us that Celtic Warriors will 

still perform all of the V.S songs, in memory of the lost. He said that it is what they would 

have wanted. 

Now, without sounding too insensitive myself, on with the normal news. 

A couple of bands have split up recently , Grade One who were destined for greater thin i >» jum 
gave up. I'm not sure the reason for it though. Empire too have split up, Martin Cross is 
presently in prison in Sussex, but when he gets out he will be working on a new band .Wayne, the 
singer of Empire is planning to start another band which will have a lot more blunt lyrics 
that Empire did. 

Bondy,has left Skullhead and he has also decided to start another band, they are already 

practising, he did tell me the name of the band, but it was in German and I can't remember 

exactly what it was! 

Skullhead also have a new drummer , their old one, Raish, didn't turn up at a couple of gigs, but 
they've got a new one now, they stole him from a local ska band. Skullhead have also recorded a 
five song demo as a warm up for their new LP.It should be entitled "Victory or Valhalla" and 
should see the light of day later this year. Going by the sounds of the demo, its gonna be the 
best yet. 

Australia's Open Season have now got a new line up now and are hoping to record their second 
LP soon, they were extremely disappointed with the outcome of their first LP,and stress that it 


must have been tampered with at the studio. They also have a new address - 356 Sydney 

Rd , Balgowlah 2093 , Sydney , Australia . 

London's Straw Dogs seem to be making waves with the release of their first EP,but they are 
still without a drummer, and would desperately like a new one. If your a capable drummer and are 
interested ib drumming for them write to-Straw Dogs,BCM Box 1977, London WC1N 3XX. 

There is quite a few bands gone into the recording studio recently. Close Shave have just 
finished recording their third LP,it'll be on the German label "Dim Records" it won't be 
released till September , and although I was told only tonight what the title was, I’ve 

completely forgotten, all I know is that it's got the word "Lone" in it s omewhe re ! Section 5 are 
recording an EP fort French label "SPE Records" that'll be called "Ten Years". The debut 
English Rose LP is at the pressing plant as we speak and should be out at the end of July, its 

called "Never be Silenced". At long last the Last Chance re-issue of the Ovalteenies EP will be 

out, the official release date is 31st July. Irish Celtic Dawn are about to record their first 
LP for Rebelles Europeens that one's called "Au Fils du Temps"they are recording another 
single at the same time. 

Oi band Boisterous did split up as reported in the last edition of SSF,but they have reformed 
and are just looking for a new drumner .Stigger has left Skrewdriver , and I'n not too sure 
exactly what is happening with them, I know that they've knocked British gigs on the head for a 
little while. Ian has actually played with Storkraft as his band in Germany a couple of 
times. Paxo of Thunor Services has just had a daughter and she is called "Alaina". 

There has been loads of the old punk and Oi bands reforming, but the rumours are always 
throwing people out. The Business have officially said that there is no way that they will 
reform at all, to quote Mark Brennan "We're not into nostalgia" .Skullhead have recently played 
for the first time in both Italy and Germany and were very well received at both. "Oi Its a 
World League" is a compilation LP being released by Marco of Klasse Kriminale,it will feature 
Oi bands from all over Europe including the UK. Hammer promotions are looking to compile a 
compilation LP,they are looking for Oi, Skinhead and Punk bands, but I think that all the bands 
are to be British, any bands out there that are interested get in touch-Hammer Promotions ,BCM 
Box 1977, London WC1N 3XX.0i band the Elite have released their first EP,its self financed and 
called "Thats what I want", I'm not sure where you'll get it from though. They are also in the 
process of suing Time Out magazine over an article that they wrote about them in reference to 
a gig they played in the Old Kent Rd back in March. 

Battle Zone, have actually had a lot of line up problems, J and Leon decided to call it a day as 
they became fed up with playing in the band. La ter Jim the drummer decided that he would give 
up, Alex, after some thought decided that it was still, after they'd worked so hard to reach this 
stage, worth continuing the band with a different line up. The new Battle Zone now called (The 
Battle Zone) are actually in the studio recording a new LP,to be entitled "We Will Play 
On". It should see light of day on Rebelles Europeens later this year .They are not likely to 
play any live giqs until the LP is released. 

American bands Bound for Glory and Final Solution recently did a tour of Germany and played a^ 
few dates while they were over there, mainly in the eastern part of Germany .Whilst on the subjeU 
of BfG they have recorded their third LP and are currently awaiting its release on the German 
Rock 0 Rama records label, it is going to be called "Over the Top". 

No Remorses new catalogue is a little bit late from the printers,! think that I've already said 
that though, The new look Blood and Honour is also out any day now,we've been assured, they have 
decided to cut down the amount of adverts and give more space to the articles .Should be good!

HEAD SCENE - POLAND 

This article is about the skinhead scene, in Poland.lt was written in parts 
^by the editor of top Polish skinhead fanzine "Szczeribiec" . 

Poland is by no means news to English skinheads, as they have been 
interviews with Polish bands in British fanzines for a few years 
now. Any way, this article will give a brief inlook into the state of 
the Oi scene and the nationalistic skinhead scene. 








"The very first actual Polish skinhead group was the group 
BTH,they formed back in 1986, by some very young skinheads. 
Their national texts and good music had an influence on many 
other groups. so they were quite important in Polish skinhead 
PTistory ,even though they were together for a short time. The only 
recording that they made was a 30 minute demo. After they split a 
of the band members carried on a band with a different name but 
still playing a few of the BTH songs. They were called Grunwald,and they 
were short lived. They did not last very long. 

In 1908 in a large mining districts new group was founded called Ramses 
and the hooligans , this band played a lot over cover versions of the old 
British Oi bands, like Cockney Rejects and Sham 69. They played many good gigs, 
when the singer (Ramses) left they changed the bands name to Poland. 

u — j y - in 1989 another new band started called Szczerbiec.They were short lived as 

V 133,1(3 members had to do national service, but the singer later formed another 
band called Sztorm 68. Now I will tell you a little about the origins of the 
Polish skinhead movement. 

The first skinheads appeared in the early 1980s .The movement was growing faster amongst the 
youth, even though the communist regime tried desperately to break it down. Firstly some of the 
bands started putting out demos and then the unification of Polish skinheads gave us the 
political movement called PRZELOM NARODOWY.This was formed in 1989. Their influences reached 
and appealed to normal working class people. 

Around this same time the gigs were becoming a lot more frequent and a lot more bands were 
forming but were more outspokenly political than the previous bands mentioned. A lot of the 
bands actually tied themselves to a particular party. These bands are 

Honor, Zadruga,Szczerbiec. We than began to correspond and meet skinheads in other 
countries, mainly Czechoslovakia. . 

There is a lot of Skinhead related fanzines in Poland now, and some of the are actually 
written in EnglishlThe main ones are Kolomir (who support the Przelom Narodwy ), Skinhead 
Polski , Szczeribiec, Czas Mlodych(who support another national party NOP). 

Communistic and left wing press started to act against skinheads, considering them as their 
political enemy. One critical time was on May 1st 1990 when Polish skinheads (members of the 
NOP) protected the Polish Patriots congress and started to fight against the protesting 
anarchists. After this event the left wings press attacks grew and there was a lot of bad 
coverage. But it did not and could not stop the growth of the skinhead movement in Poland. 

The skinhead scene in Poland has always been anti-communistic and nationalistic, there is no 
such thing as SHARP in Poland, they just do not exist. 

Some new bands formed in 
Wroclaw. They described themselves 
as N.S bands. They are Konkwista 
88,Falanga 88 etc. Lads who 
support and follow these 
bands, smashed up a meeting 
organised by coloured students 
celebrating the release of Nelson 
Mandella.Of course the red gutter 
press struck again. 

There are some skins in Poland 
who support the national party 
(SN) .The band, Legion, support 
this party too. The SN was very 
active during the last parliament 
election . 

Now the last Polish bands are 
Sztorm 68 (vocalist from 
Szczerbiec, and guitarist from 
BTM ) , Zadruga , and Konkwista 



88. These bands all recorded their demos earlier this year (1992) and they are available by 

mail order. , , ......... 

I must mention the political party pWN,this party is actually led by skinheads and they use 

it for political and propaganda activities for the whole right wing. 

There is a brief in-sight into the skinhead scene here in Poland, as you can see it is nearly 
impossible to be skinhead here and not be involved in politics, it is very much a way of life 
in our country. "

I don't know if most of Last Chance readers are aware, but there has 
been a mini Punk and Oi revival happening within the last few months. 
Loads of the old bands have reformed, and started gigging, all over the 
country (mainly London and the South east though). some of them have 
even hit the recording studio and recorded new material,. 

There is a couple of regular venues, with gigs on now nearly every 
week, Stick of Rock is in Bethnal Green and normally puts on gigs on 
most Friday nights, Henry Cooper pub is down the Old Kent Rd and they normally put on gigs 
there once a month on Saturday nights. Even the Castle in Brentwood, Essex seems to be jumping 
on the band wagon and putting on a few punk gigs now and again on Saturday nights. 

It seems a shame that when you go to these gigs, that you see a very small amount of Skinheads 
at them. With the exception of the Henry Cooper gigs who, as they are run by the skinhead 
"Harnner Promotions" seem to attract a lot more skins to the gigs. 

What is it about skinheads ? „ . .. 

are they forgetting their musical heritage ? If it wasn't for Punk and Oi music, half of the 
skinheads now probably wouldn't even be skinheads .Alright , so most of these reformed bands are 
no longer skinheads themselves, and some of them never were, but the music is still there and so 
is the atmosphere. Its surprising which of the bands are reforming, some of them are only for 
one off gigs- Admittedly a few of these bands have reformed, and taken an anti fascist 
stance, those which come to mind are Blitz, Red Alert and Red London .Obviously we would advise 
that you avoid these gigs. Some of the leaflets actually have the AFA motto "Love Music, Hate 

Fascism" on them. , , .... . 4 *. 

But the rest of the bands are purely in it for the beer, fun and music, and a little bit of 
Nostalgia thrown in. If skinheads don't make the effort to turn up at these gigs, it' 11 be their 

own loss, they ain’t gonna last forever. . . . ... ... . .. 

One of the two main events this year will be the Oi/Punk festival at Margates Winter 
Gardens. The bands on the bill are, Anti Nowhere League, Ad icts, Peter and the Test Tube 
Babies, Blitzkrieg, 999 (instead of the advertised Lurkers) , Demen ted are Go (?) and some other 
band called Locals Only or something! ^ . . 

anyway, tickets are a tenner, which ain't too bad if you consider the amount of bands 
playing. Its on the Saturday the 18th of July. Any info about tickets available from -081 674 

Another main event that is in the planning is in October in Londons Astoria, the date that I've 
been told is the 4th of October, but thats a Sunday so I may be wrong, but anyway, there is going 
to be couple of surprises on the bill, one of them I'm gonna tell you now (I just hate keeping 
secrets). Cock Sparrer are actually gonna reform and do this gig. I've heard conflicting 
stories to this, but rumour has it that this is the only gig that tfiey will do, but on the other 
hand I've also heard that they will be playing a private gig at the Stick of Rock thats 
invites only^and I've also heard the rumour that they are set to record again. But I know for 
sure that they will play at this main event in October. 

Its also worth remembering that as well as the old Punk and Oi bands there is a few new bands 
on the scene, they are often found supporting these old bands, or now and again they have there 
own little pub gigs, the names to look out for are, Straw Dogs, Elite, Another Mans 
Poison, Pressure 28 and The Hated. Skinheads, support these bands, they are both part of your 
history and part of our future. If skinheads from as far a field from France can make it to most 
of these gigs I'm sure that most of the British readers of Last Chance could! 

To quote an old cliche SUPPORT THE BANDS WHO SUPPORT YOU.

THE IAN STUART INTERVIEW FOR LAST CHANCE 


FANZINE 


We left part one of the interview with Ian explaining about the 1977 punk days when 
Skrewdriver were one of the top punk bands in the UK. We now carry on this interview, about the 
same subject, the punk/early skinhead days, and the things that happened.. 

CAN YOU TELL US THE STORY OF KINGS ROAD WI TH THE PUNK VERSUS TED FIGHTS, AND TOE EXPERIENCES 
YOU HAD ? 

The worst occasion was when we were playing with the Police at the railway Hotel in 
Putney, this was at the height of all of the violence between Punks and Teds. We were the last 
ones out of the gig and there had just been a rock and roll disco down the road, there was only 
about six of us left and we took a right hammering .Our drunmer got his teeth knocked out and 
everything. 

ARE YOU STILL IN TOUCH WITH ANY OF TOE ORIGINAL MEMBERS AT ALL ? 

Yeah, I went back to Blackpool a couple of months back and bumped into the old guitarist and 
drurrmer .They still know that Skrewdriver are still going, and the drummer still buys the 
records .There good blokes and are doing quite well for themselves now. Ron's a bit of an 
alcoholic, good guitarist though. He's on the front cover of the All Skrewd Up LP although he 
didn't actually play on it. Our original guitarist Phil actually played on the LP. 

WHY WAS YOUR THIRD SINGLE BUILT UP KNOCKED DOWN RECORDED IN MANCHESTER AND WHY WAS IT RELEASED 

ON THE INDIE LABEL TJM RECORDS ? 

Well I moved to Manchester and reformed the band for a while, actually it was with the 
Manchester line up that we supported Motorhead at Blackburn. we had already split from Chiswick 
records so we went on a local label TJM records. We played a lot of local gigs and got really 
good turn outs. Then the gigs started to die down and we split up again. 

SO WHY DID YOU LEAVE TOE CHISWICK LABEL ? 

Basically because they were left wing and they didn't like the way that we wouldn't denounce 
the skinheads. 

IS THERE ANY GI GS OUT OF THE HUNDREDS THAT YOU'VE PLAYED THAT STICK IN YOUR MIND AS THE 
BEST, WORST? 

Well, we played the Vortex twice, they were quite good. It was the first time that a lot of 
skinheads turned up, one of those was with Siouxie and the Banshees. We played two or three gigs 
at the Roxy and broke the house records, we had the most people there, they were brilliant 
gigs. And then. what turned out to be the main event, but got called off, but we managed to squeeze 
abut six or seven hundred people in a two hundred seater pub, now that was a good gig basically 
due to the satisfaction of getting something on despite the fact that everything was stacked 
against us. To me now, any gig that goes ahead is a good gig because it's such a battle to get a 
gig on that when we do, it's great .Another good gig was the one in Newcastle a couple of years 
ago where there was six bands playing. We 've also recently played in Italy and that was a 
brilliant gig, really well organised. 


YOU LIVED IN LON DON FOR QUITE A FEW YEARS, BUT WHY DID YOU DECIDE TO LEAVE _? 

Basically because it was getting that there wasn't very' many places to dnn “ toe eve 
can mix. It got to tbe stage where the left wing followed me around every pub I went to. They 
tried to get me banned from my cafe by picketing, but the cafe wouldn t ban me, although the 
Dutowe^e different. I used to go into a pub and I'd only be drinking there for about a week 
and then the reds would start to hassel the landlord and then picket tne pub, so obviously I 
Zt banned .All this was happening, and also the fact that there was literally nowhere where we 
could 3 meet and have a drink^lso everytime there was a left wing march in tondon.they used to 
visit my house, plus I was getting demonstrations outside my house every three to four- 
weeks. The police always informed me that if I came out of my house while they were there I 
would be nicked for inciting them to cause violence. But the main reason ^r eaving bv IRA 
was because of police harassment. One day, a load of BNP supporters were attacked by IRA 
supporters. The police arrived on the scene and took all of the BNP supporters names an 
numbers, they went around to their houses later on and asked them of they u^^de a mistake 
court to get their attackers charged. The only problem was that the police had made a mistake 
and thought that they were the IRA supporters. I was tipped off by these BNP people that the 
oolice officer in charge had actually said to them (still thinking that they were IRA)that 
Sey should 7ay that they saw me (Ian Stuart) causing all of the trouble Basically, if they 
hadn't got the IRA and the BNP muddled up they might have got away with the frame up. It 
the same when a gay got stabbed a few years ago at Kings Cross. I was mw thing l to do ' Jhe 

stabbinq,I was around the corner when it was supposed to have happened. But I was still 
slammed in Wormwood Scrubs for two and a half months until they decided thatthey hadn t got 
any evidence. So I thought that if this is whats gonna happen every time anything happens in 
London and I'm gonna get stitched up for things, I mean.it was time to 1 w “ n ‘ ’ fc ° 
bothered about the comnies because they were arseholes its when the police started to try to

Well, we were attacked by a mob of blacks after Searchlight have been giving out leaflets with 

my face, my address, where I drink on them, we used to get trouble roost weekends from gang 
blacks going past my house on the way home from college, and one particular night we got 
attacked by about eight or nine of them, we fought back, the police arrived and we got 
arrested .The blacks didn't even turn up at court for three days in a row and the police had 
to go out and bring them to the court. Searchlight have tried to smear me “^several 
occasions, I've been called several things in their pageschild ^rnc^^ 
dealer, conspiring to murder Patrick Harrington, a drug pusher and an acid house party 

organiser. I've even been accused of printing Swedish nationalist magazines.God knows where I 
keep this printing press, under my bed probablyll can't even understand one word of Swedish. I 

YO^ARE^ro"'™ OF mn nn and honour, do you think that it has been a su ccess and what do 

YOU SEE HAS BEEN ACHIE VED BY BLOOD AND HONOUR ? 

Blood and Honour has took off so well because of its idea, there has beenno °ther magazine 
that promotes the advancement of the white race and that does not tie itself to any political 
party. B&H is not tied to any party.it is mainly run by the bands.The bands are popular so the 
magazine is popular. Its main achievement has been to get more people involve in the white 
cause and to push the music of the bands over to a lot more people than would be possible 
otherwise. Food for Thought, that Blood and 
honour has got at least five times the 
circulation of Searchlight .Thats a fact. 

WHAT ADVISE TO YOU GIVE TO ANYONE OUT THERE 

THAT IS THINKING IF S TARTING A NATIONALIST BAND 
? 

Don't start unless your willing to accept a 
hell of a lot of harassment and a lot of hard 
work to get anywhere. You've got to be very 
dedicated to do it. If you want to make money 
just forget it, sing like Englebert Humperdink 
or get interviewed by Terry Wogan.

□PEN SEASON UPDATE 


Open season were 
originally 

interviewed back in 
issue six of Last 
Chance. That was about 
two years ago, a lot 
has happened since 
then, like the release 
of their debut LP 
"Frontline Fighters" 
and they've suffered 
some line up changes. 

I got in contact with 
Open Season, and asked 
them if they could 
update all of our 
readers on what 
they've been up to in 
the last few months.. 

I£ Your first album, did not turn out as well as you would have liked, can you explain the 
reason behind this ? 

OS Our debut LP Frontline Fighters was recorded in May 1990 and was mixed by the band in 
Australia on to audio tape. This audio tape was sent overseas for a possible vinyl release on 
Rebelles Europeens . The tape which we sent was not of good enough quality to mix down onto 
vinyl and they needed the master tape which had not been mixed to lay down onto vinyl. These 
masters were sent off with instructions on certain songs what to leave out and what to put 
in. 

Six months later the records arrive in Australia . the whole band eager to see what the final 
product was like. Opening the box we discovered that the album cover was not the original 
black which we would have liked, anyway that was no big drama, but when it was put on the 
stereo, it was like fuck everything v. : e asked had been thrown out of the window, there was no 
guitar sound and when you did hear the guitar it was the stuff that should have never been 
there, stuff that Hilly was just sitting down in the studio fucking around. So we were pretty 
pissed off with the whole thing. people have told us that it possibly could have been fucked 
up in the mixing studio in France because of the lyrics, but we'll never know. Anyway the 
damage is done and we can only hope our second LP will be much better. 

LC Do you have any imnediate plans for recording again ? 

OS We are currently rehearsing 15 new songs. 3 of these are going to be recorded within the 
next month for one of the volumes of the Last Chance compilation LP.The other songs will be 
done within the following couple of months and hopefully the album will be out by 
November .We' re in no rush as this album has to be the best. 

U. Tell us about the new line up and the reasons for the changes ? 

os The line up changes were necessary due to our bass player Jim started ripping off the 
UiikJs money at the end of gigs and selling Open season T-shirts for solely his own pocket. The 
I ini up now is Dave - vocals, Hilly - Bass, Alan - Lead guitar, Scouse (ex Battle Zone) - 
i: i, thru Guitar, Russel - Drums. 

ihi a line up is the best sounding we have ever been as Hilly really is bass guitarist and 
unly played guitar originally because we couldn't find a guitarist .Scouse really. adds the two 
guitar sound. 

LC since the last interview, have you played many more gigs ? 

OS Since the interview we have not played anymore than 12 gigs. The last ten months we haven't 
played at all due to the line up changes. 

LC How do you see the Australian skinhead/nationalist movement today ? 

OS I could sum this up in one word Dying .Skinheads now are pretty much non existent. the only 
time you see any faces is when we play , otherwise its the only ones which really do play a 
part in the nationalist movement that stick together and communicate. 

LC Do you have any merchandise available, where can people send of for it ? 




OS We have two T-shirt designs and the LP "Frontline Fighters, and we have a few RIP demos 
left.

LC Anything else to add ? 

OS We'd like to thank Last Chance for giving us the opportunity to reveal why we have not 
been heard from lately, and if you buy the Frontline Fighters album from us you get a free 
cassette of how the album should have heard.

BLOOD SPORTS 


This is part one of a two part article giving Last Chance readers 'a brief in-sight into the 
principles of different types of so called "Blood Sports" .We 1 11 let Magnuss take it away... 


The national aware youth is of course not anti-sport, far from it, many of us participate in 
various kinds of competitive sports,which comply with the diction given in standard 
dictionaries. Theses are games, contests, athletic events exercises etc. In fact we further all 
activities which show skill, test endurance , team spirit, require coordination with animals (like 
equestrian events), or with machines like bicycle, motor cycle or car racing. 

In brief we appreciate all that strives foe excellence in human 
achievement, running, swiinning, skiing, or skillful coordination of several physical activities as 
in football etc. 

What the patriotic youth is vehemently opposed to, is cruel blood sport .which ultimately 
involves the death of a poor dumb animal, where the animal is always destined to be the 

loser. It’s unnatural! , , , , . , _ ,, . 

Patriotic youth believes that cruelty to wild or tame animals and the shedding of blood for 
sheer fun and pleasure is unworthy of any intelligent man, women or young persoh whatever their 

Theref ore^we^lassi f y Fox hunting, Deer and stag hunting, Hare hunting or coursing, Mink hunting 
tedaer baiting or iL fighting as a par with torturing a dcx, or cat by a gang of backstreet 
louts. In order to highlight the magnitude of barbarity of these so called sports, let's examine 
some of the sports details..* 


FOX HUNTING 







After weeks of training the hounds are ready for the main hunting season, which starts at 
the beginning of November , lasting until April. 

This in fact means that many pregnant and nursing fox mothers are being hunted. 

On the hunt days, so called "Earth Stoppers" go out and block up the known entrances 
to fox burrows in the area that is to be hunted. The fox being a nocturnal animal / 
finds that after a nights searching for food, his underground daytime refuge is 
blocked and that he therefore has to lie above ground. 

The fox hunt moves of in the late morning in horseback with its up to sixty 
hounds, which are sent in to flush the fox out. in the early stages the fox 
easily outruns the hounds, who are used and bred for stamina rather than 
speed. They use this method of a slower dog so that the hunt will last 
longer, as it wouldn't be"sport" if they used a faster dog like a grey- 
hound, it would be over in minutes and would relieve a lot of suffering 
on the foxes behalf .The terrified fox tries to lose the pack of hounds , 
but not being a natural prey species it is not physically fit for the 
prolonged pursuit .After about an hour the fox is either caught, savaged by 
the hounds or goes into ground into an un-blocked burrow. This last choice 
does not however give the fox a natural chance to survive .The ••Terrier 
Men" are then sent in, with their small terrier dogs, who are put down 
the fox hole in an attempt to force the fox to come out and run one 
more time for its life. if the fox refuses to move, the terrier dogs 
keep it under attack, while the terrier men dig it out. Once exposed 
its either shot, forced to run again, or thrown alive to the now

CUB HUNTING 


Prior to the start of the fox hunting season 
young in-experienced hounds are taken out 
with older hounds in order to "Blood" 
them and allow them to get taste for 
chasing and killing foxes. 


The hunt, aware of the location of the fox, say in a wood , surround it with horses and 
riders. the hunters take the hounds into the wood to chase and kill the cubs. 

Let me just give you an example of what type of people these hunters are, with a quote from a 
former Master of fox hounds-"The cubs continued to blunder about in a kind of terrified daze 
at the strange apd petrifying invasion of their quiet sanctuary.lt was not long before they 
were literally driven into the mouth of the hounds and were torn up piecemeal, despite the 
valiant effort by the vixen to distract the attention of the pack hounds by leaving the 
covert upwind in the hope that the stronger scent would draw the hounds away." 


DEER AND STAG HUNTING 


In times past, wild predators such as wolves would have selected weak or lame animals, giving a 
short chase and a quick kill. 

Todays Deer hunting with hounds is very different , its objective is of course to give a 
prolonged pleasure to the members and followers of the hunt. This is achieved by selecting a 
particularly strong animal as the victim. They know of a suitable animal by the use of local 
knowledge. the person who provides this information is the "harbourer" who reports to the 
master of the meeting on the morning of the hunt, the where abouts of a strong and healthy 
beast. 

Only about ten to fifteen "tufters" (very experienced hounds) are taken out to start the 
proceedings. they scent out the chosen stag and start him running. After the stag has run for a 
while, say an hour or so, the bulk of the hound pack is being added. at the start the stag is 
fresh and rapidly out runs the hounds, with the speed and grace, that is the hallmark of the 
species.lt clears hedges, fences, roads and brooks with ease. But still the hound pack stay on 
his scent. As the afternoon wears on, tiredness begins to tell and stag looks for a means of 
shaking of the hounds. 



Trying to run back, seeking security amongst its herd or seeking sanctuary in thick gorse 
bushes, where hounds are unwilling to follow. However, riders and foot followers soon chase it 
out. Several hours late, as the light fades to dusk, the superior stamina of the hounds begins 
lo tell and they begin to close in on the now frantic and exhausted stag. This maybe as many 
as twenty to thirty miles from the start! 

The worn out animal may make a last stand, in water , defending himself midstream with his 
antlers, forcing the pack of hounds to back off , baying. When the riders and foot followers 
catch up, the stag is killed with a pistol or shot gun. Sometimes the hounds will manage to 
catch the stag in an open field or woodland, where as with the fox it will be ripped to pieces 
alive. Sometimes it may get tangled in barbed wire, when this happens, supporters rush in and 

wrestle the deer or stag and hold it down until 
it can be shot. 

Then all that is left is a blood stained patch 
on the grass, of a magnificent animal. 


HIND HUNTING 


Stag hunting is barbarous enough, but hind 
hunting must beat all records. Firstly, the hind 
hunting season lasts from November to 
February, this means, that the hinds are likely to 
be pregnant .Furthermore the hinds still run with 
their previous years calves, the calf being the 
first that is overwhelmed by the hounds and the 
mother to witness its young, cruelly savaged by 
the dogs is of course another added 
barbarity. the hind is driven to run for its 
life, probably for another two hours, before her 
exhaustion enables the hounds to pull her down 
and go for her stomach. If she is lucky, a hunt 
supporter may be at hand to finish her off with 
a knife, gun or pistol.

The singer and drummer from French band Bunker 84 have formed a new 
band, they are called Volksgang.The Bruisers have released an EP and the first 200 copies are on 
limited edition coloured vinyl .Squadron have recently played in Germany and they are planning 
to play there again, they are also waiting to record their third LP,but they are waiting for 
some kind of payment from Rock 0 Rama before they start to record it apparently they have 
received no payment whatsoever for both of the LPs the single and the compilation LP tracks, so 
until ROR cough up, they won't record. Top polish band Zadruga have recorded a demo, they are 
looking for a record contract but things like that ain't too easy in Poland. A few new fanzines 
on the scene, As Runas is a NS political zine from Portugal, its free of charge to anyone who 
wants it, but unfortunately its only written in Portuguese. New Breed is a new skinzine from 
Spain and Warrior Breed is a new one from Chicago, if anyone wants to get in touch with any of 
those zines,drop me a line and I'll send you the addresses. There is even a Japanese skinzine in 




the offing! I can't wait to see that one! 

The Old Bill seem to be clamping down on the sale of so called "right wing" records, literature 
and t-shirts , Skrewdriver Services was raided about eighteen months ago, but more recently 
they've raided the MERC in carnaby st.I don't really know what they are playing at, I thought 
that we lived in a country of free speech and that we had the freedom to express our views, it 
looks like I'm wrong!

But by the end of the set, they were off to the 
barbers and shouting Oi Oi havin' a Laugh If The best, well 
for enjoyment, not actual performance was the Chelmsford 
Oi festival, I enjoyed the gig and afterwards as it was our 
first gig down south. We've played wih Argy Bargy, 
Another mans Poison, Rampage and UK Subs, plus 
numerous others. 

LC ARE YOU HAPPY WITH YOUR PREVIOUS 
RECORDINGS ? 

BO Yes we suppose we are, we've had a lot of response 
from our demo sale and the compilations we've appearod 
on.

LC WHY DID BOISTEROUS SPLIT, AND THEN

into rock. So eventually we caled i a day. Then Baxta 
asked if he could play bass and Pete came in on drums 
and we were off.

We reformed as 
we never really wanted to spit only we couldn't continue 
wihout a bassist and a drummer. 

LC WHAT DO YOU THIMK OF THE SKNHEAD 
MOVEMENT ? 

BO It's a decent movement I am no expert as I am more 
of a Herbert, I just buy the records and zines and go to the 
gigs. Yeah, I wear DM's and a pilot jacket but I donl think 
that makes me a skin, weYe all listened to Oi from our 
pre-teens. And that's about as much as we can say about 
i, except It's a shame when you see skins fighting skins, 
maybe it's a case of the old Business song "Fight the real 
Enemy" That's also probably why we keep out of politics 
cos of the left and the right.

PRESSURE 28 - GET READY/UP YOURS (HELEN OF OI RECORDS) 

This is the labels first release, and the bands fkst single. Good fold out sleeve with loads of photos of the band and lyrics. 
Just two songs, pretty good, In tact a lot better than their previous recordings. Strong "early eighties" type sound musically 
wth the voice akin to Tosh of Section 5 and even sounds a bit like Jello Bialra ( Dead Kennedys) at tknes I Gel Ready 
seems to be the belter song of the two. A good debut single. 1 1/20 

THOSE UNKNOWN - OI KEEP ON COIN 1 STRONG (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

A marked improvement from their first single on Headache. This New Jersey Oi band seem to have come a hail of along 
way since then. Four great tracks, we oouldnl faul any of them. Fold out sleeve comes with a lyric sheet. This is probably 
the best single to come out on Headache so far. Four professionally played, pure Oi songs. 
14/20 

SECTION 5 - TEN YEARS (SPE & UON RECORDS) 

Section 5 refuse to disappoint wilh this, their first shgle. Two great songs, on par wth their previous recorded material, in 
fact, whether Its a better studio, or a better record pressing I do not know, but the sound quality b much more powerful 
than any of the abums. Ten Years tells us about the history oi the band, flip side We re Back tells us that they are here to 
stay. We hope so. Another corker from Section 5, the most underrated band on our scene. 1 5/20 

FORCE DE FRAPPE - LANDRU (BLEACH RECORDS) 
Debut EP from this French band. Three songs, all very 
hardcore OI style. Best song, by far Is the title track. It's very 
fast with a splash of saxophone for good measure. To 
connoisseurs ot French Oi music; this single was very 
reminiscent of old french band Lantern Rouge, wth both the 
voice and musical style being similar. The single comes with 
a lyric sheet with the lyrics in French, and a sticker to boot 
Play Loud! 14/20 

JACK THE LAD - SAME EP (KNOB-FU RECORDS) 
Very pleasantly surprised wth this record. Jack the Lad are 
an American band and they Include ex-members ot both 
Condemned 84 and Moonstomp. Very punky, this one. 
Imagine Major Acddent with bollocks, and you'd not be far oil 
the sounds that Jack the Lad makes. Four good tracks, 
alhough War Dreams" shines out above the other three. Its 
refreshing to hear an American band wth a good old 
fashioned British sound, that's probably due to the Britbh 
ex-patriot (Mark Magee ot C84 and Glory fame) being in 
the band. A good single 13/20 

BROKEN HER0E8 - JUMP FOR OI (HEADACHE RECORDS) 
Wasnl too impressed by this New Jersey Oi band. Never 
heard anything by them before, and wouldn't really care If I 
never heard this EP again. Four songs, very mediocre, they 
are the sort ot songs that you couldn't remember how they 
went Just ten seconds after you'd played them. This wonl 
grace our turn table again. Unimaginative, and drab. 6/20 
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BOISTEROUS - HARRY WAS A HOOU (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Long awaited debut single from these Northumberland lads. All ol their previous recordings were of a high standard, and 
this single follows on quite nicely from that. Both tunes are excelent, Moby's voice is great. Sound qually is very good, 
they've obviously put a lot of thought into this single. For such a new band they've already got such a distinctive sound 
that you know it s Boisterous as soon as you hear the first few bars. Although the lyrics leave a little space for 
Improvement, you could easily overlook this as the songs are so "singalong" that you'll be dandng around the front room, 
singing into a broom stick before you know it. V only Boisterous were about fifteen years earler, they could have been 
richer men. "Harry was Hooli" and the B side "He Died Hoping" are the songs. Buy 1 1 16/20 

BAD VULTURES - HIGH VULTAQE EP (VULTUROK RECORDS) 

These Japanese seem to have the knack of making good music Bad Vulures are by no means the beet Jap band, but 
they are quite good. This is a bootleg EP me thinks, as al three of the tracks on I are taken from other records. I'm not 
altogether sure if they are singing in English or Japanese on this record, you do occasionally hear a snatch of pidgin 
Engfish (or not ?). This EP is sub titled Skinhead Anthems. That they're not, but they are |*«ffy good Gang Up being the 
best trade, dosely followed by Oi Oi Power f Pic sleeve. 1 1/20 

THE HERBERTS - DANS LA RUE EP (BULLDOG RECORDS) 

Another debut single, and another French skinhead band. Heiberts are a totally apoltk.al band I hree songs on this EP, 
musicaly a vast improvement on al of their previous recordings. No musical bankas broken, nor new areas explored. You 
get a lyric sheet and a sticker with the vinyl. The title track is the best of al three. Skinhead is pretty good loo, Planet Oi 
is a bi too sloppy and starty for my lldng. Basically, this EP is a good OI record, song hi I ranch 1 2/10 

SKINDEEP - FOOTBALL VIOLENCE (BOOTLEG) 

Thought that we'd give this a brief mention. It's actually a bootleg reloniro of the oM Houtllsh OI band (not that crappy 
sharp band of the same name). The original of this singlo Is probably (lie iihhU rare reuurd on the Oi, skinhead scene. I 
was originaly released in the early eighties, but not many were pressed We won t ImiIIhn to give this record a mark out of 
20 as to be honest, it isn't very good at all, and that wouldn't be fulr as the <mly i»ason why It's been bootlegged is 
because of it's rarity, not because of it's music If you ever oome across It. Imy I foi the oolentlon 

HEADWOUND - KIMGS OF BEER (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

Another New Jersey Oi band. I think that there must bo more OI lamds In Hie slide ef Now Jersey than in any one place 
anywhere else in the world. Headwound are good. I've never heard anything try them before and I'm not sure If they've 
made any other recordings at alL Four good songs, lyrics are just about beet. imiiMlwn and life to general, "Keep it in the 
Country" is probably the best song on the EP. Good voice, well played musk Good Am ml can OI 13/20 

BLANK GENERATION - ANOTHER VICTIM (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Blank Generation are a very young four piece band, two punks and two skinheads, al four In their teens. This is their first 
single and only their second experienoe in the studio. This singlo Is brillanl, It dkln't §!»•<«» me al first but they're the sort of 
songs that grow on you. "Another Victim" is a song about Kttle eight year old Sean Wiliams who was murdered in North 
London whist on his BMX yards from his home. The vocals are rough yel very tuneful, they reminded me of Combat 84, 
but dffferent, if you know what I mean 7 B side "No Consolation" is very good too Itioso kids donl half know how to play 
their instruments. Excelent production, and good songs make this a must 17/20 

MADE IN BRIT AM - COMPILATION EP (BULLDOG BREED RECORD9) 

This is a compilation EP of four songs from four bands. Al four ol the songs are available elsewhere but two of them al 
least are ultra rare, whist the other two aren't exactly the most easy to get hold of SkiudiMip have the B side of their ulra 
rare single "Bools on his Feet", Crowbar have their single s A side "Hippy Punks", AnUsmJal have the infamous "OtfidaJ 
Hooligan" from fhe old single of theirs of the same name. And Last Resort have "Red Wlile and Blue" which Is from their 
album. A selection of 4 good, rare oldies. This is a great EP if you canl manage to gel the original records. 12/20 

STRAW DOGS - ANOTHER WORLD (9TEVE PRE8T FAN CLUB) 

Two songs that took a kttle while to gel into. But once we got into them, we realy got into them These are the type of 
songs that at first listen donl do much for you (and you could be in danger of putting them away and never playing them 
again) but after a few spins, you canl get the choruses out of your head. They've gone and got themselves a dlferent 
singer for this one, voice sounds similar to The Betrayed (remember them 7) But there's no disguising the rough straw 
Dogs style. "Another World starts off sounding Ike a Who song with the sort ol intro that wouldn't sound out ol place on 
the Quadrophenia LP 1 "Millions Like You" is the B side, not as good as the A side, but isn't that they way things are 
supposed to be 7 A good single, with a good message, in it's words. 13/20

9KREWDRIVER - HAIL VICTORY (ROCK O RAMA) 

The death of lan was a shock and a loss to us all, and it's nol going to be very easy reviewing this album, without the 
haunting knowledge that this is the last Skrewdrfcer a bum that! be recorded. Hail Vidory was recorded a lew months ago, 
i hasn't been released yet but wll soon see the ight of day on vinyl and CD. This is without a doubt the best Skrewdriver 
album ever, were nol just saying that in the light of whafs happened, it truly is excel lent The sound production is a lot better 
than the last few albums. There's an intro song that leads into the first track, very similar to Ian's first solo album, "Diamonds 
into Dust" is the title of this melodic Intro track which leads straight Into the tile track "Hal Victory". Twelve songs In al on 
the album, wlh both sides of the LP finishing off with slow songs, "Old Albion" and High! Train" are the names of these 
songs and they are very much in the vain of "Snow Fell" from the White Rider album. In fad the whole album would probably 
fit in well h between White Rider" and Ian's solo LP "No Tumhg Back" as I s sound like a cross between both of these 
sounds. "Renegade" is a song about tralors seling out and ripping off, "European Battle Song" is a great singalong chorus 
type tune that wil slay to your head for ages. "Vampire", "Mother Europe", "White Noise" are all good tracks, al very much in 
the vain of the "No Turning Back" album. Perhaps the best and most moving song on the whole album is "Time To Die", lan 
tells us in his lyrics to "Live lie to the ful, cos soon I'll be time to die", Tm sure that now these words from the lips of lan 
Stuart are the strongest message that he could possibly give, and this song wil surely bring a tear to many eyes. This is the 
best Skrewdriver album ever, and the voice of lan Stuart, from the emotional 'dd AK)ion" to the angry "Renegade wll touch 
many a heart. Hal Victory is a glorious and flting tribute to lan and Skrewdriver. 20/20 

BRITISH Ol, WORWNG CLASS ANTHEMS - COMPILATION LP (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Good to see an Oi compilation abum wlh a nice mixture of new and old Ol bands. As the tile suggests, ail eight of the 
bands on this album are British. Old timers Condemned 84, Section 5, Resistance and Close Shave are alongside new 
breed bands like Straw Dogs, Boisterous, Pressure 28 and the excelent Blank Generation. All bands contribute two tracks 
each. The cover Is an old photo of London skins from back in 1979. The back cover has a black and white photo of each 
band. There's also a wel written statement about what the Oi and Skinhead movement really stands for. On to the music. By 
far the best and possbly the most surprising contribution is Blank Generations "Out of My Head" rough and ready, just hew I 
Ike it Boisterous have got two cracking tracks, one a re-recording of there old demo "Working Class Man". Pressure 28 
perhaps show their inexperience In the studio, but two good songs nonetheless. Section 5 gk/e a veiy different track to what 
you'd expect, "See through the eyes" is an excellent wel written song about an old man who has become disilusioned wlh 
the country, well sung and well played, its a slow affair, dlferent to anything else I've hears from them. There's no mistaking 
the Straw Dogs songs "Justice" being the better of the two, both performed In that distindve style that could only be the 
Straw Dogs, two powerful tracks. In fact their best to date. Good to hear Condemned 84 on completion LP's, both songs are 
very much in the old style C84, Child Kilers is great, good message too. Close Shave too have opfed for the old style sound, 
to stead of the heavy metal sound that both they and C84 played on their last abums. Close Shaves songs are asatoays 
singalong, but no serious message. Resistance are perhaps my least favourite of all of the bands on the album. Notice I 
said, least favourite, rather than worst that's because they are not bad at al, they just didnl do much for me. Summing up, 
this is an excelent abum, pisses over ail of those early eighties Oi albums. We think that this is because that all of the 
bands on here are real people, nol popstars or fabricated bands. These are true Ol bands who are doing thek thing cos they 
love it not cos of the money, and this fact alone seems to bring out something special and "real" In the music This abum is 
what Ol is really about.

Five of the thirteen 
songs on this abum are sung in English, which show that the band are serious about making music There English songs 
are the obviously the only ones that we can comment on lyrically, they are generally about street lie and working classes, 
but they do have a song against the war out there, even though they are Serbs, they are totally against the war. Stop the 
Madness, Stop the War Is the slogan on the back cover. The lead breaks are incredbie, some excellent saxophone work 
too, the musicianship all around is excellent, and even the songs in Serbian wil get you attempting to sing a long. Going by 
the photo on the back, none of the band members are skinheads anymore, does this suggest that they are going for the big 
time 7 I s possible, as this album really is very good, and would appeal to normal kids too. 18/20 

WHITE TERROR - DECLARATION OF WAR COMPILATION CO (WHITE TERROR RECORDS) 

This compilation is only available on compact disc. Sixteen songs from seven bands. Unfortunately, most of the bands are 
sort of American influenced Oi, which al times sounds a lot like hardcore. The best contributors by far are Midtown Bool 
Boys wlh "Set The Prisoners Free" and "Bang Bang", Bound For Glory also provide two good songs with "Stuka Pilot" and 
Assassination". Storm Section and Extreme Hatred ain't too bad, a lltie bit too fast for me. C.LS, Fight For Freedom, and 
Hammertown are the other bands that appear on the CD. Al of these bands just mentioned seem to be new bands wlh 
imled experience in the studio, others are just total unashamed hardcore. I think that the main emphasis with this 
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compilation is the lyrics and the politics behind them. That seems to be the priority wlh the CD. The lyrics are very powerful 
throughout even the cover and booklet Is very strong, and I think that it s this that will appeal to most people. But it you tike 
hardcore, this completion is lor you, although I think that its probably worth getting on the strength ot the Mid-Town 
Boot boys tracks alone. It gets a lower mark cos of the hardcore influences, Just not my style. 9^20 

LAST RESORT - THE BEST OF THE LAST RESORT CO (STEP 1 ) 

This is only available on CD. Eighteen tracks in all, nothing new, but Just the best of al of the Last Resort and The Resorts 
tracks ail on one CD. There's al the best tracks on here from their infamous album "A Way of Life", tracks from 
compilation afcums like " Strength Thru Of. There is also ail of the best tracks from The Resort' album. Basically this is a 
compilation CD with ail ol the cream of Last Resorts / The Resorts record frigs. Just turn on the CD player, put I in the CD 
and sit back and isten to over an hour o I pure Oi. This band were one of the greatest skfrihead bands ot the early eighties, 
and are stil an inspiration to many of the new breed bands now, their original LP Is a higher sought after item All the good 
stuff is on here. And they've missed off "Oi Oi Skinhead, Get your hair cut". Thank fuck for that ! Recommended. 1 6/20 

CONDEMNED 84 - STORMIMG TO POWER (ROCK O RAMA) 

As soon as you play this album, you are left in no doubt as to how it s going to sound There's an Intro which sounds like fe 
wouldn't be out of place on a MetalHca LP. The whole abum is attempting to be a heavy metal abum. But there's stll the Oi 
voice of Kev. I doesn't sound right. I thought that C84 were supposed to be an OI band f? I was realy looking forward to the 
long awaled new C84 album but I was qule disappointed al what I heard. The musicianship is good, a Ittle bl predictable 
(most heavy metal stuff is), the songs are OK, nothing special. I think that I'm perhaps being very biased, as I this was any 
other band, it would have got a favourable review, but this is Condemned 84, what ever happened to "Oi ain't Dead"? This is 
my view on the album, and speaking to other people I have met wlh many different views, some love it some loathe it Tm 
neither, I'm Just disappointed that C84 have gone this way.

Yes, you read correctly, there Is such a thing as 
skinheads In South Africa ! Albeit a small one ! It 
must be one of the most difficult countries In the 
world to actually be a skinhead. I mean we do 
have to put up with a certain amount of 
harassment just being 
skinheads, but that's all 
part and parcel of being 
one. This article has 
been written by a 
non-skinhead, but it 
gives more than just an 
Insight Into the 
skinhead scene out 
there, it actually gives 
you a taste (from the 
safety of your armchair) 
of life In Souih Africa. 

" In Souti Africa, most of 
the skinheads are to be 
found up north, mainly 
around Johannesburg and 
its suburbs. Although there 
is no doubt pockets of 
skinheads in other bigger towns and dies. The scene is 
not very big, althou^i there are a lot of Ike minded 
people who would probably shave their heads given half 
the chance, but Jobs are scarce and there's no welfare 
system and as a skfoheads you'd find I very hard to find a 
job. 

All skinheads in South Africa are nationalist , there is no 
such thing as sharp skins here, so you’ll always know who 
you're dealing with. Police harassment Is commonplace, 
mainly due to the fact that the large majority of the SA 
police force are black. 

I had the pleasure of meeting some of the Jo'burg skins at 
the beginning of the year, they came down to Cape Town 
as they were having a lot of trouble from various red 
pressure groups in Jo'burg. Within a fortnight they were 
banned from most of the pubs. Some of the pubs even put 
"Strictly No Skinheads" signs up in their windows. 

Although its not a large movement, skinheads here are 
strong wiled and dedcated and the strug^e continues 



regardless of the odds. They are loyal Mends who would 
go to great lengths to help anyone. Many of them hold 
ranks hn the AWB. 

Life here Is very harsh compared to Europe, there are no 
hand outs, everything has to be earned. It's also a very 
violent country, thoujfo as the skinheads would have all 
served National Service In the army. There are more 
murders here in 20 days than In a year In Entfand. There 
is one rape every 9 minutes and 7000 car thefts every 
month. On average there are 40 murders every day ! 
South Africa is 6 times more violent ( per capita) than New 
York! 

As in Enfjand. foe media here like to exaggerate anything 
that Involves skinheads, and make them out to be worse 
than they really are. 

No white power music from overseas to available here, so 
It is not easy to keep In touch with whafs going on. A lot of 
the music does find It's way over here , and Skullhead, 
Skrewdrtver and Squadron are very popular. Bomber 
Jackets and boots are out of reach due to ridiculous prices 
from importing. One thing 
that the skins here And It 
very difficult to wear Is 
camouflaged army 

trousers, as they are strictly 
llegal ! The skinhead 
scene here is more 
Involved with the realties of 
our political situation, rather 
than maintaining the 
contemporary skinhead 
Image. 

There Is hope for the South 
African skinhead scene, as 
even in a country as hoetle 
to skinheads as ours, there 
are younger skinheads 
appearing on the scene 
loo." 

fm not too sure altogether 
when the skinhead scene 
started in South Africa, the oldest of the skinheads are in 
their mid twenties, and there were no others before then. 
There are no skinhead bands in South Africa, althou^ 
there has been an Oi band fo the past. The only music 
listened to is the European and American skinhead bands. 
Rom what we can make out, the skinheads In SA donl 
realy have a haunt that Is exclusively their own (Ike a 
skinhead pub), they just hang around together and stick 
together wherever they go. 


Although the scene out there la Mill very smril and 
undeveloped, It la heart warming to aee thtf 
•aklnheadlam" haa actually reached out even to South 
Africa. Let's hope that the situation out there actually 
gets better for the aldnheada In South Africa, and 
raise our passes to the dedicated pioneering 
skinheads of South Africa. 
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SKINHEAD SNAPS 
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IAN STUART.... REST IN PEACE 



/ will never forget the moment that I was told about Ian 's tragic death, It didn 7 really sink in that day, nor the 
day after, it really hit me on the Sunday, two days after l had been told. Ian had become a good friend to me, 
and I held a lot of trust and respect for him Wed been on the phone only two days before the tragic accident, 
laughing and joking, talking about the BNP victory in larulon, and about his concert that he was playing in 
the Midlands that Saturday. So, when I was told the news that he was in a fatal car accident, my immediate 
reaction was total disbelief, unacceptance, I didn't want to believe that this was true. On the Sunday morning 
I woke up early and went to my bookshelf and read through his short biography " Skrewdriver The First Ten 
Years", then came the tears, and the tears kept falling.... 

Ian Stuart died on Friday 2 4th September 1993 at 11 o'clock in the morning. He and a few friends were 
travelling home from a night out, when the car that Ian was a passenger in had a puncture whilst travelling 
on the A3 8 dual carriageway. The accident happened kite on the Thursday evening, "Boo" a skinhead from 
Nottingham was lulled instantly, Ian was taken to hospital, but passed away the next day without regaining 
consciousness. 

Ian Stuart was not only a great friend and comrade, he was also a gifted and special man. Over the years of 
speaking to him, I came to realise exactly how much he had sacrificed for his beliefs. He gave up so many 
things, even his liberty, for the White cause. He never once sold out, nor did he ever consider selling out, he 
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once said that he couldn't understand people that once they had discovered National Socialism, still turned 
against it As a songwriter and musician he was extremely talented, no doubt that Skrewdriver would have 
made the charts many times throughout their career if they were given the chance, end even the reds have 
been quoted as saying that if Skrewdriver gigs were left unhindered, with the normal publicity that concerts 
are given, that they would be able to fill a top London venue, pulling in several thousand people.This is true, 
but the powers that be would never allow something like this to happen. 

Ian recorded many songs for us, with Skrewdriver, The Klansmen, White Diamond, Patriotic Ballads, and 
numerous other solo recordings, he gave us the hope and inspiration for the future. Even in death, Ians voice 
is being heard all across the world The words of the Skrewdriver song "Suddenly" from the Warlord album, 
are a message from Ian to all of, and perhaps now the message has more significance than when it was 
written. "One day if suddenly I'm forced to take my leave, Will you still carry on with the tilings that we 
believe. One day if suddenly they take my life away. Will you still be fighting to win a brand new day " 
Perhaps the song, on the new Skrewdriver album that is yet to be released is more appropriate now. The 
album will be titled "Hail Victory", the song is called "Time to Die" in it Ian sings "live life to die full, it'U 
soon be time to die", "If you want to speak your mind , they'll kill your voice, they never allow the good and 
proud to speak, they'll try to kill your pride, don't have no choice, they only respect the silent and the weak. " 
These are messages from Ian for us to keep up the fight, there is no doubt about that. We must make sure that 
he did not die in vain, and that we continue his work in any way we can. His memory must never be forgotten, 
I for one will never forget this great man, I will not forget the inspiration I felt when I played my first 
Skrewdriver record, I will never forget the atmosphere at my first Skrewdriver concert all of those years ago. 
I'm sure that if it wasn't for Ian Stuart I would not be where I am now or who I am now, and I'm just as sure 
that I'm not the only person like that. 

I think that from now on September 25th should be a special day, a day cf mourning , a day of remembrance. 
This should be the day that we will Ret toRether every year and remember Ian Stuart.

LC S.P.E WAS A LONG RUNNING AND POPULAR SKINHEAD 
FANZINE IN FRANCE, WHY DID YOU DECIDE TO GIVE IT UP ? 
Rl I decided to 0ve up the zlne In December 1991 after five years. 
The main reasons why I dd give it up was because I was getting 
less and lees time to run a zlne, and the record label kept me 
really busy. Also I was beginning to get a lot at Bh it and there was 
a lot of two faced back stabbing going on. Some French people 
are really hypocritical, because when you try to do something 
positive for the movement they try everything to stop you. This 
stuff made me really disappointed bo I decldedto gfve up the zlne. 

LC YOU WERE GUITARIST OF THE WEST SIDE BOYS, GIVE 
US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BAND. 

Rl West Side Boys formed In September of 1 990, with Pascal on 
vocals, myself on guitar, Seb on bass and Laurent on lead guitar. 
For the drums we were helped by the Sklnkorpe drummer for our 
first EP * Hooligans' and after that we had the cfrummer of Paris 
band 'Kickback', he recorded on the album 'Au Fils Du Temps' 


and on the second EP 'Emeute Urbaine* and also for the tracks 
on various compilation albums. The main reason for the west Side 
Boys was to give back to the klcte In France the true taste of Ol 
music. 

LC WHY DID Tht BAND SPLIT UP ? 

Rl When we recorded the LP In May 1992 we had already decided 
to stop the band because some of the members of the band 
wanted to change the 6ty1e of music, and others ju6t wanted to 
give up playing. Besides In the August of 1992 1 started rry 
national service for 10 months. I have since finished my national 
service quite recently and I am looking to put anew band together. 

LC TELL US A BIT ABOUT THE S.P.E RECORD LABEL ? 

Rl S.P.E records is a small label with not a lot of money so we try 
to release as much aa we can with our tigfit budget, our releases 
are all 7' EP’s the bande are Sklnkorpe, Plastic Gangsters, Close 
Shave, Warrior Kids and Section 5 we've also released a four 
track compilation EP with four French skin bendB on It Besides 
our own releases SPE records distribute records and CD's of 
other skinhead bendB from across the world. Write for our 
merchandise list. 

LC WHAT ARE THE FUTURE PLANS FOR THE LABEL ? 

Rl At the moment the only project that we've got Is the compilation 
LP ' The Only Spirit le Unity" we have alreacV got 13 bendB for 
this LP, such as Utimathule (Sweden), Stormwatch (USA), Straw 
DogB (UK) and PlaBtlc Gangsters (France). It should be out In 
October sometime. This compilation will be a co-production with 
German label Dim recordB. After this we are going to re release 
two of our EP's on coloured vinyl In tome for Christmas. 

LC WHY DIDNT YOU RELEASE THE WEST SIDE BOYS

Rl As I said to you before, SPE Is only a small label with little 
money so we coulcht afford to produce an LP and CD by 
ourselves, besides Dim RecordB offered us a really good deal as 
ddSPFCfor the sln^e. 

LC WHAT ARE YOUR VIEWS ON THE FRENCH SKINHEAD 
SCENE ? 

Rl The scene In France le beginning to get much better now. 
There is a lot of zincs, and many new bandB. The trouble here in 
France Is It's very dfficult to organise concerts, we have a hell of a 
lot of trouble with the police and authorities, no one will rent a 
venue. Also there always seems to be people that want to cause a 
lot of trouble at concerts and this creates restrictions and 
problems. The only good gig organisation In France is the Lyon 
Connection who really do take care of everything In a good 
atmosphere. There are al6o a lot of record labels over here for 
sklnheadB and a couple of shope In Paris. Lion recordB, Bird 
recordB, Red el lee Europeans, Bulldog service are some of the 
labels and London Sty I and Darkside are two skinhead shops In 
Paris. So the scene has got the potential to be very healthy, and 
It's beginning to get better. 

LC WILL YOU EVER PLAY IN A BAND AGAIN ? 

Rl I recently had a proposition to play In a Paris Ol band but I have 
to think about that I have also the Idea to form a new band myself 
but I'm not sure yet 

LC WILL YOU EVER WRITE A ZINE AGAIN ? 

Rl No I prefer to work on my label.

The Independent newspaper recently (last 
Sunday actually) ran an article about 'neo-nazi' 
skinheads, it was titled "Scenes from Domestic 
Life"' and featured some good quality photos of 
skins at home and at play. The photos are shit 
hot, but the writing that went with them was as 
you can Imagine, pretty biased, anyway, 
the photos were actually taken from a 
book that is due to be published 
called "Public Enemies", which we 
presume is all about skinheads, 
the author is Leo Regan, if 
you're interested. Whilst on the 
subject of books etc, there 
has been a comic book, (just 
like the marvel one's) 
published by National 
Vanguard, its a very political 
book, but very well done, the 
artwork was actually done by 
Rip from Midtown Bootboys. 

Its available from Life Rune 
books who have an advert 
somewhere else in the zine. 

Well things are getting pretty 
nasty in Germany at the moment, 
top German skinhead band Radi 
Kahl were fined £4000 each 
member for one of their songs. 

Kraftschlag were also fined a large sum. 

Not too sure what happened to Storkraft as they 
were due up in court over some of their lyrics. But 
we do know that now Storkraft have recorded a 
new LP with some anti-radst songs on it, daiming 
that they have changed their ways. The editor of 
Der Aktivist skinzine received an 8 month 
suspended for 3 years sentence for one issue of 
his skinzine. Nevertheless there are still many 
dedicated people out there, there's even a new 
label started in the Numberg area called Dial 
Records, they'll be promoting gigs too. English 
Rose and Squadron both attempted to play out 
there, they got through customs no problems, but 
they were stopped at a road block on the way to 


the gig and were arrested and locked up for 14 
hours, and released well after It was too late to 
play. The Business were due to play In Germany 
with the Bite, but the gig was cancelled at short 
notice, losing Walzwerk, the organisers a lot of 
money. But Walzwerk assure us that they haven t 
given up and intend to organise concerts In the 
future. 

If you thought that things were hot In Germany, 
what about France. Darkside, the 
skinhead shop in Paris was recently 
bombed !! There is two new 
skinhead/Oi bands from Lyon, 
Guitar Gangster and Urban 
Gones. Brutal Combat are 
trying to reform, last we heard 
they were after a third 
member. Evilskins have 
reformed, with a new singer, 
seemingly they have already 
played a concert in Paris. 
And Viking are a skinhead 
band from Le Havre, France. 
There is loads of new bands 
\ popping up all over the world. 
Centurion are a Creator 
skinhead band from the USA, 
they've put out a demo. Odlns 
Law and Zero Tolerance are two 
new skinhead bands from Canada. 
Odins Law have already recorded a 
demo and played concerts. Growl 
Strike are a new skinhead band to come 
out of Japan. Working Class are another new 
band, who have recorded a good demo, they're 
from the states. Assault Detatchment are an RAC 
band from Colombia and Cerveza Amarga are an 
Ol band from Colombia. Italy have got a new 
skinhead band called Subalpina. Close Shave 
are still alive, they recently played a gig in 
Belgium with two Belgian bands, Wiking and The 
Mushrooms (another new band) They also played 
a scooter dub do in Norfolk, there was an 
appalling turn out They seem to be a lot more 
popular abroad. Vacant Lot actually split not long 
after we did that interview for them in the last 
issue, Griffin the ex V.L bassist has formed a 
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white power band called Aryan, whereas the rest 
of the lads from V.L have started another band 
called Bitter Grin, although we are at the moment 
trying to persuade them to choose a better name. 
Anyway, they have already been offered a deal to 
do a single by a French label and a British label. 
They are also appearing on the SPE compilation 
"In the Spirit of Unity", other bands on this album 
will be Straw Dogs, Agent Bulldog, Ultlmathule, 
Skinkorps, and Max Resist amongst others. 

Aryan and Rahowa, two extreme White Power 
skinhead bands have been causing rather a stir 
in Canada, they've been playing quite a few gigs, 
and a couple of the gigs have actually ended in 
near riots with reds and police. They have made 
headline news in all of the papers out there. 
They've even been on MTV. 

British band Brutal Attack recently played in 
Canada and the States, we've heard good reports 
all round, seems that they were very popular. 
Whilst they were out there they got together with 
Bound For Glory and recorded a 6 track EP 
entitled Bound For Attack. 

Condemned 84 have sacked there drummer but 
have already got a new one, better if they sacked 
their heavy metal guitarist! They're back into a 
regular practise schedule, practising twice a 
week, they are hoping to do many gig abroad, but 
don't intend to play in the UK. 

There's tons of new records out, as you can see 
by the amount of records reviewed, there is also 
a few new labels too, Helen Of Oi recently 
released their first single with Pressure 28, and 
have followed it up with Braindance, who are a 
skinhead/Punk band from Norfolk. 

Peggior Amico have recorded a new LP, we've 
heard rumours that it will be released on Rebelles 
but we've also heard that they might release it 
themselves. There's a couple of new zines, 
Dominant Terrorain, PO Box 6064, Station A, 
Toronto, Ont, M6W 1X4, Canada. And for you 
German readers, write to Postfach 739, 4021 
Linz/Donau, Austria for an excellent skinzine. 
Blood and Honor is the American newspaper for 
the BAH movement out there, write to BAH, PO 
Box EA, Garden Grove, CA 92642, USA. 
Rangerskins are an organisation here in England 
who organise camping trips for skinheads, it all 
sounds a bit dodgy to me, claiming that both left 
and right wing skins are welcome, but if you're 
interested write to - Rangerskins, The 


Gamekeepers, Tunworth Rd, Mapledurwell, 
Basingstoke, Hants, RG25 2LU. 

There has been an attempt by reds in the North 
east to create disunity by writing a fanzine, 
putting a real skinhead fanzine's address on it 
(Onward) and then slagging down everyone 
under the sun in the right wing and Blood and 
Honour movement. This was done to make 
everyone think that the editors of Onward were 
saying these things, you may have received this 
zine ifs called Einherjar, and uses the Onward 
PO Box in Sunderland, if you do get this zine, just 
ignore it and throw it away. 

Spain has several skinhead shops now, the best 
of which is Coyote, Calle Sorni 36, Valencia. 

In Sweden, nationalist band Ultimathule have 
really been rocking the boat, they have gained a 
lot of publicity and popularity when they sold 
26.000 copies of one of their records, so a 
politician by the name of Bert Karlsson who is the 
leader of the "New Democracy" party and a man 
in the elite of top Swedish showbusiness have 
decided to strike a deal with the band and 
promised to sell over 300,000 copies of their 
recordings in just a few months, which is on 
contrast to the past where only a few shops 
would sell it and mostly under the counter. 
Ultimathule claim to be a non political band, just 
patriotic, but as you can imagine the press 
wouldn't have it, and now the politician has been 
branded the "New Hitler" In the Swedish press. 

Oh yeah, by the way, the more observant of you 
will notice that on the front cover it say Lyric 
Sheet, but there isn't one, that's because 
something had to give to fit the Ian Stuart tribute 
in, so Zadruga's translated lyrics will appear in 
issue 16. 

Pure Impact skinzine is contemplating starting a 
record label up, but he's still not sure. 

Czech band Valasska Uga have recorded and 
released an album, but it has only been released 
on cassette, apparently the lyrics were too strong 
and the record company bottled out It's out on a 
professional cassette and its veiy good, see 
review in next issue. Slovak band Krakty Proce3 
(meaning Short Process) have recorded their first 
LP called Na Prach and it is excellent its out on 
cassette at the moment, and CD any day now, 
not sure about vinyl though, see review in next 
issue. 

Resistance Records is a new label from America 
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which is promising some very big releases, they 
have already signed Rahowa, Aryan, Nordic 
Thunder, The Voice, Aggravated Assault Max 
Resist and Vanguard and their prize signing is 
top US band Bound For Glory. Resistance seem 
to really have their act together, they have a 
regular newsheet called "Under The Hammer" 
which will carry news about all of the bands on 
the Resistance label. They will not be releasing 
anything on vinyl at all only CD and cassette. 
Drop them a line at Resistance Records, PO Box 
24700, Detroit, Ml 48224, USA. You won't regret 
it. From one good American label to a bad one. 
Steve Priest Fan Club is a label that puts out 
mostly foreign Oi bands. The actual SPFC label 
itself is no problem as all of ifs releases are 
sorted out with the bands (as far as we know). 
But what has come to our attention recently and 
is pissing us and a lot of people off is the fact that 
John of SPFC is releasing a lot of Bootlegs of 
rare records and old bands, under a different 
label, or in fact many different labels. He offers no 
payment at all for the bands, and we even 
warned him about his behaviour nicely, 
explaining that if he gave a donation to the band 
he's bootlegging, all would be OK, or if he at least 
asked permission first etc. But John would not 
have this, he preferred to do the Bootleg in the 
relative safety of the USA, sell them for as much 
as he could, and keep all of the profit. On one 
occasion he unusually wrote to a band asking 
permission (not normal practise), the band's 
manager said no, but John still went ahead 
anyway, giving no respect to the bands decision. 

Now I know a bootlegger who actually tries to 
contact the band first offering them a deal, but as 
they are all old bands, he doesn't always get a 
reply, but he does say that it afterwards the band 
do get in touch with him, that he will pay the band 
a fair percentage of the profit now alright this is 
not strictly legal, but at least its fair, he makes a 
genuine effort to contact the band. John and the 
SPFC don't work this way, he's OK with the 
taking side of things, its just the putting back 
what he can't seem to come to grips with. So we 
urge all of Last Chance readers to boycott Steve 
Priest Fan Club, don't help him line his pockets at 
the expense of the hard working bands, he has 
no place on our scene ,he Is a parasite. Anyway, 
thafs all the news. Until next time. Stay True

Fraserburgh to check him out For many years, Gord Jack 
has told everyone he wrftes to that 
he's a skinhead he's even sent photos 
of a skinhead and pretended that It 
was him. It may come as a bt of 
surprise that Gord Jack Is not a 
skinhead, nor was he ever a 
skinhead, but he is in fact an old 
man, probably In his late fifties. We 
managed to get a couple of photos of 
him, he wasn't very obligbig, so there 
not al that dear, but what Is dear is 
that Mr Jack is not a skinhead, but a 
sad old man, pretending to be one. 

Whal are his motives for doing this 7 We do not know, 
some people get some sort of sexual pleasure out of 
speaking to or being hi contact wth skinheads, some 
people are only interested in making money out d us.

I mean he 
even went to the lengths of sending out photos of a 
skinhead (apparently with the skbi heads con sen 0 
pretendbig I was him. Pathetic or what 7 Whal Is 
interesting is that Gord Jack started out by advertising in 
nationalist skinhead ckdes, but now these adverts are rare 
as most zine editors have heard al least one of the 
rumours But Gord's name and address have cropped up in 
the Scottish based red front newspaper Skinhead Times a 
few times. Strange bedfelows indeed. Makes you wonder 
huh 7 Need we say any more on this subject 7 We have 
dispelled all of the rumours and given you the truth, the 
fads and a photo, what more can you want. We advise all 
skinheads to ignore any adverts to this wretched old man. 
We dread to thhk what he'd do with your address, let alone 
your photo. 

TOGETHER WE WILL 
WEED OUT THE SCUM. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL CONCERN 

As regular readers should all know by now, this Is a 
feature we publish In every issue, It touches many 
environmental problems, wilh the aim to make Last 
Chance readers more aware of what really goes on, 
and increased awareness can only be a good thing. 
This issue we start a series on the truths and evils of 
factory farming.

FACTORY FARMING BE ACCEPTABLE T Q_ 

TODAY'S YOUTH ?

The youth of today, and patriotic youth In particular 
should be made far more aware about their nations 
farming and agriculture, as practised In the past, and 
they should be made more aware about the beneficial 
methods used in days gone by, in comparison to what 
they are taught on the subject of farming nowadays 
which Is just a capitalistic business, Interested only In 
quick profits which poisons the land and treats 
animals like any other stock In a warehouse. 
Everybody, whether town or country raised should 
understand that the elementary part of a nation's 
economy is agriculture. It provides the nation with 
food and coupled with a healthy population policy, 
should assure every nation a fair degree of self 
sufficiency, Independence and should protect nations 
against being exploited. 

Let's take the examples of Factory farming for Poultry 
and Pork. 

A nationalist political party on mainland Europe had an 
animal concern section In ifs 1990 manifesto that 
went further than any of the known manifestos here In 
Britain. In ifs preamble to the animal concern section 
it states a new ethic, - One which treats man, animals 
and nature as one unit. Animals are not just "things" 
animals are living beings that can teel pain and joy. 
The political party in question proposes the 
introduction of laws that protects animals by 
prohibiting unnecessary tormenting and vexations with 
the mass keeping of farm animals. 

One may well ask, Why was that new law necessary ? 
Aren't we supposed to be great lovers of animals ? 
Thafs probably true when you're talking about 
domestic animals, but when It comes to farm animals, 
most people haven't got the slightest due what goes 
on In the broiler shed, the hatchery or the chicken 
concentration camp. 

During the pre war years poultry and egg farming was 
a far more humane business that it is today. Free 


Range farming was the norm. With Free Range, the 
chick could pick around, bath in the dusty soil and 
spread it's wings, in fact lead a near normal existence. 

It was natural for the birds, they laid better eggs, and 
died a natural death. 

This of course Is no longer the case. In the pursuit of 
profits at the expense of the birds and of course the 
emergence of the American "last lood" 
establishments, came also the Ideas of battery hens, 
where the birds after having their beaks and 
sometimes feet removed, are kept in tiny cages with 
no room to even open their wings., they are fed their 
own shit amongst other waste, and then used as egg 
laying machines, until they could no longer lay eggs, 
then there'd be a cruel transport to a slaughter house. 

It sickening to see the process of sexing the chicks 
when they are hatched, obviously a male chicken is 
no good to a battery farmer. Thousands ot day old 
chicks are put on a conveyor belt where people then 
Inspect the chicks, females slay on the belt to meet 
there new homes, the cage, males don't even get that 
far, they are tossed Into a bucket still alive, then left to 
die. They'll probably end up as dog meat. There is no 
respect for nature in this process, is a chicks life so 
worthless that thousands, daily are tailed purely 
because they are male ? 

HOW WOULD YOU LIKE YOUR EGO LAID, 
BY A HEALTHY CHICKEN, OR A TORTURED 
ONE FORCE FED ON IT'S OWN SHIT ? 

Most chickens produced for consumption in this 
country are intensively reared in broiler sheds. The 
broiler sheds are long windowless sheds equipped 
with tans and heaters, the floor is covered with 
sawdust. The broiler farms buy their chicks from 
hatcheries (It's the hatcheries that carry out the 
conveyor belt sexing) and put them Into the sheds 
where they are destined to spend the rest of their 
miserable lives. At first overcrowding is not a problem, 
but as the chicks grow larger space becomes very 
scarce and conditions become severely overcrowded. 
Since during their life time the sheds are never 
cleaned out, the floor Is deep with droppings, the 
stench is unbearable. The birds become neurotic and 
peck each other, maggots frequentty breed in the 
wounds. Thus it's not surprising that annually 20 to 30 
million birds die before slaughter age. A broiler house 
worker describes part ot his daily chores, collecting 
dead birds "This has to be done every day, because 
of the heat and the way the birds are packed in so 
tight, when you pick up a dead bird it is quite common 
for them to be so putrid that they are just a bag of 
bones and fluid" Lincolnshire Press 5/10/87 
At the end of a gruesome existence a torturous 
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|oumey to the processing plant, a further 25 million 
birds annually die due to suffocation or shock. 
Chicken pieces on sale will often come from a Injured 
or diseased bird. 

WOULD YOU WANT TO EAT ANY PART 
OF A CHICKEN THAT'S HAD MAGGOTS 
CRAWLING OUT OF IT'S WOUNDS ? 

Ifs not only the factory chicken farmer, who in pursuit 
of quick profits has lost all humanity towards all fellow 
creatures, life down the pig factory farm is certainly no 
holiday camp for the poor pigs. A report on the front 
page of The Daily Mirror described the conditions as 
barbaric and stomach churning, the reporters saw 
pigs chained by the neck in farrowing crates, where 
they could only move a few inches. A film shown to 
the reporters made by animal rights campaigners 
showed new bom piglets dimbing over piles in innards 
and still bom animals left to rot in a baking hot shed. 
Weaning which naturally takes 2-3 months is reduced 
to 2-3 weeks. Within a week ot being separated from 
the litter, the sow will find herself chained back into 
the "raping rack" to be impregnated once again. Pigs, 
live their abject short life, in crammed and arfifidal 
conditions without ever getting a breath of fresh air or 
enjoying the suns rays. The young pigs are castrated 
when they are only a few days old without anaesthetic 
ot course I Behaviour problems like tall biting due to 
cramped conditions are soon solved, not by giving the 
piglets more space, no, cutting the tail off is far 
cheaper. The last weeks before being sent to the 
slaughter house the pigs spend their time in the 
"sweat box", this is an unheated building where the 
pigs are kept warm by each others body heat, due to 
the crammed conditions. They have to lay in their own 
filth from where they have to pick out their food. 
Obviously health problems created by these 
unrelenting and savage farming methods are rife, but 
Ifs OK Ifs all under control, because these illnesses 
and diseases are countered by pumping large 
quantities ot antibiotics Into the creature. Ekit massive 
doses of antibiotics do not wipe out dangerous 
micro-organ isms. They produce strains of resistant 
superbugs which remain in the flesh some of us eat. 

HOW WOULD YOU UKE YOUR MEAT SIR 
DRUGGED ? OR BUGGED ? 

Now you have had a brief insight Into what goes on In 
the production of Pork, Chicken and eggs what can 
you do ? 

Well with eggs ifs not so difficult, you can easily buy 
"Free Range" eggs at all grocery stores. TheyYe a 


little more expensive, but they taste a hell of a lot 
better, and you'll be slightly more oomfortable knowing 
that the chicken led a natural life. 

With meat, short of becoming a vegetarian*, there's 
not a hell of a lot you can do. Although "Free Range" 
meat is available, ifs not common. Try and cut down 
on meat consumption as a start and you could always 
try using your powers of the pen and write letters to 
newspapers, and magazines, organise protests, 
knock out some leaflets and give them out in your 
town centre, the more people who are aware, the 
better. 

In the past we have given out addresses of various 
animal rights and environmental organisations, a lot of 
these are now banning known "fascists". So you've 
got to be careful who you write to as many of the so 
called animal rights groups have affiliated with the pro 
IRA anti fascist action, so it could be risky lor any 
skinhead, patriot or nationalist to contact these 
groups. We have recently received literature from two 
environmental organisations who are 100% 
sympathetic to skinheads and nationalists alike. And 
are actually run by nationalists who are to quote their 
literature "reclaiming the environmental movement, 
which has over the years been sabotaged by the left, 
anarchists and other subversive groups" 

We recommend that you contact either of these two 
groups if you're interested in any environmental 
issues.

* Ifs not as difficult, or extreme as you'd Imagine becoming 
a vegetarian, many more people are turning to a vegetarian 
diet every day. Vegetarian foods are easy to come by, and 
you can even get very convincing meat substitutes in the 
form of burgers and sausages, ft's not necessarily that 
eating meat is unnatural fa humans, thafs not true. It is 
natural fa humans to eat meat, ifs mae to do with the fact 
that nowadays, the meat you are ealing is not real meat. 
OK, It Is really meat, but the anlmd has been pumped 
drugs throughout ifs life, ifs been bred espedally to grow 
abnormally fast and have as little fat as possible. The end 
produd is extremely unnatural and can be very unhealthy. 

Is it any wonder that people are turning to vegetarianism, 
when the meat you buy is from a genetically unnatural, 
naturdly unhedthy animal ? 
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that Compact Di&cs are the music medium of the 
future. Vinyl is on the way out, particularly for albums, 
and there is no way that the vinyl diehards are gonna 
be able to ignore CD. At the moment, with main 
stream music, there is a lot of albums and singles 
released that do not get on to vinyl at all. If s just 
beginning to happen with our music too, a few labels 
are starting to release albums, and compilation 
albums on CD only t! Now, those of you that are 
adamant that you will never buy a CD player are 
gonna inevitably miss out on a lot of good music. 
Personally, we like Compact Discs better, the sound 
quality is better, you haven't got to get up and turn 
them over when you're sitting in the bath, you can cut 
out the songs you don't like and repeat the ones you 
wanna hear again, they aren't as temperamental as 
vinyl, they won't scratch, bend and warp under the 
sun, hardly jump and the covers don't get all bent up 
and tatty at the hot sweaty gig you've bought them at. 
The only real thing that we think is valid about vinyl is 
the 7' single. The decrease in popularity of releasing a 
single on vinyl by the main stream pop bands, will 
soon cause pressing plants to stop making singles 
totally. This is bad, as there are a lot of small new 
bands who haven't got a chance to appear on CD as 
ifs too expensive, and would have perhaps self 
financed and distributed their own vinyl single to flog 
at gigs and through mail order. This could, if pressing 
plants become too few or expensive threaten the 
whole scene by stifling the new talent, and not giving 
them a decent chance to be heard. In Japan, there is 
only one vinyl pressing plant left in the whole country ! 
The only grievance that we have against CD's is the 
price of them. They are, In certain quantities, cheaper 
to produce that vinyl LP's are, but still cost around 
50% more to buy. But the wonderful British 
government is looking into that via the monopolies 
commission or someone like that. 


To sum up our views on Compact Disc and the 
direction of the whole music industry, as far as we are 
concerned and as far as we think is best for the 
skinhead scene, we welcome the CD album with open 
arms, and do not mourn the death of the cumbersome 
12" vinyl LP. But as far as T singles are concerned, 
we think that the vinyl still has an important place in 
the skinhead scene to give bands that chance to get 
heard. 

Now we've waffled on a lot about what we think on the 
subject, we ll now give you an insight into a few of the 
releases and labels that are knocking out CD's. 

Step _1 are a relatively new label, but they are 
pumping out a hell of a lot of releases. At first they 
kicked off with re-releasing a lot of older albums, 
mainly off the Link label, but with a difference, a lof of 
the CD's have got two of the old Link albums on one 
CD, making it great value for money, which makes the 
higher prices of CD's easier to swallow. Not only have 
Step 1 released a load of older stuff, they are also 
very keen on releasing CD's from new or younger 
bands. Their first release which is due out as we are 
writing this is "Oi The New Breed Vol 1" which 
features four OI bands, that are relatively young. But 
there are plans for more new releases from newer 
bands, every one of Step 1 CD's has an advert on the 
back asking for new bands to get In touch. 

We deliberately haven't reviewed most of Step 1 CD's 
in our record review pages, as a lot ot them are just 
re-releases of old LP's and the music on them is by 
now well known to all of you. But the new stuff, and 
the new compilations (i.e. the Best Of compilations 
that are compiled by Sfep 1) will be reviewed in the 
record reviews.

Captain OI is another label that are putting out CD's 
on a regular basis, but they are restricted to about one 
a month. Captain Oi is run by Mark Brennan of The 
Business and Link Records fame. So far they only 
seem to be re-releasing old records on to CD, There 
doesn't seem to be any plans for any new band 
releases. All of the CD's on Captain OI are limited to 
750 copies, so they are on a first come first serve 
basis, many of the earlier releases have sold out 
completely.

Obviously these aren't the only labels that are putting 
out CD's, but they are two of the biggest of the British 
labels, and they are the only (with the exception of 
Dojo) companies that are releasing stuff only on CD, 
and not on any other medium (cassette or vinyl). 

The now infamous Rock O Rama label have been 
over the last couple of years going through their back 
catalogue and releasing a lot of their older stuff on 
CD, as well as releasing their new stuff on CD. With 
Rock O Rama too, they've put two vinyl albums onto 
one CD in a lof of cases, and Rock O Rama's 
catalogue includes most of the German skinhead 
bands, and a lot of the other foreign skinhead bands. 
The only problem with Rock O Rama is that they have 
always produced poor quality goods, there is only one 
sheet of paper for the cover, no little booklet or 
anything like that, but the CD's themselves don't look 
or feel as good quality as others, although they seem 
to play OK, but will they stand the test of time ? 

There are a few smaller labels who are now releasing 
CD’s but normally alongside the vinyl release, German 
Labels, Walzwerk Records, Dim Records, and Skull 
Records are all putting out CD's . New American label 
While Terror Record s first release is a compilation 


album, on CD format only featuring seven White 
Power skinhead bands, there are plans for many more 
releases. 

French label Rebelles Europeans has so far only 
released a few CD's, buf plans to put their new 
releases on CD format as well as vinyl, but also to 
work through their back catalogue releasing most of 
their old stuff onto CD, but they have pledged that 
they will continue to release 7' vinyl singles for as long 
as it's possible to do so. 

So, with all of the old stuff being put out on CD and 
the continuous flow of new releases, we have a lot to 
be happy about. Our concluding message goes out to 
the vinyl diehards who say that they will never buy a 
CD player (and we know a few of them). You are 
going lo miss a hell of a lot of good music, because 
ifs already started to happen, good skinhead bands 
have released their recordings on CD only, so short of 
piracy (tut, tut) you ain't never gonna hear them.

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There is absolutely loads ol singles and albums out since the last Issue, more interestingly, a lol of the stuff is coming from 
new or relatively unknown bands, proving that skinheads are far from dead. The standard of the music recently has been 
very high indeed, so not only are we getting a lot of stuff, but it s good stuff too. This edition of Record Review is a little 
longer than usual, but that's just down to the quantity of records and compact discs coming out. Again, al the end of the 
reviews we have listed as many of the labels addresses as we know. Don't forget, our comments aie just the reviewers 
personal and impartial views, your views may differ, but at least you've got a description and an idea of what to expect. 

SINGLES & T E.P S 

BTM - 1986 EP (DOSSIER SKINHEAD SKINHEADS) 

Advertised as the first Polish skinband, Tm not too sure if the band has recently reformed and recorded these songs, or i 
these are old songs from a demo or something. Nevertheless ail four tracks on this Limited Edition of 500 EP are good, 
and are the type of songs that would grace my turntable again. All songs on here are sung In Polish, but don't let it put you 
off, all songs are well mixed and wel produced and the musicianship although quite basic is tight, which makes us 
inclined to guess that the band has in fact reformed rather than these being old demos. Musically I'd compare this to one 
of the British early eighties Oi bands, like Criminal Class or something, but with Polish Lyrics. It's a good EP and well worth 
getting for the colection if you can H 12/20 

PATRIOT - CRIME OF THE TIMES (SONIC AGGRESSION) 

A mediocre release from this American skinhead band. I think the songs would be good, if they had a better studio 
production, the B side is the best of the three tracks, being the title track, the production actually sounds better on the B 
side track too. The A side has two songs, both with an irritating wasp buzzing all of the way through them (oh!, that's the 
guitar H) neither of them stuck in my mind in particular, but I do think that if they had set up a better sound in the studio 
particularly the rhythm guitar) they would do a lot more for the songs. Nothing special, pretty average. 9/20 

BrTTER GRIN - CHRISTMAS DAY EP (WALZWERK RECORDS) 

A lovely thick piece ot blue vinyl this one. I must say that I was a little disappointed with this. I had high exportations after 
the Vacant Lot album. I don't know if it's just the idea of a Christmas record that's put me off. "Xmas Day" is the A side and 
it's pretty poor really, there power and urgency of the Vacant Lot abum is lacking, it seems as if they've just rushed this 
out in time for Christmas. The B side is a bit better "Thanx" is the title. Bitter Grin are as expected very similar sounding to 
Vacant Lot, except these two songs are not as powerful Maybe it's just a bad mix, poor studio etc Or perhaps the songs 
ewe not as good, I'm gonna plump for a bad mix, cos Thanx is a good song but seems lost and confused on here. Lets 
hope that with their next projects they gain a more powerful sound from the studio. It's not terrible, and not even that bad, 
it's just that we expected greater things from this band. Disappointing. 12/20 

BARSARKARNA - FRAMAT SVENSKAR (?) 

The standard of foreign bands is just getting better and better, this single is great. The first I'd heard of this Swedish band 
is when I was sent the single. Three tracks, all great. Sung in Swedish. When you play this record you can't help noticing 
the similarity of the sound to the brilliant French band ''Brutal Combat", the voice is similar, very similar. Musicaly this band 
are very professional, the music is fast, powerful and very well played. It realy jumps out of the speakers and kicks you 
right in the teeth. This is how skinhead bands should sound.. The title track Is the best of a good bunch. I can't wait for 
future releases. A great debut single. 16/20 

KONKWISTA 88 - JEDEN FRONT (BOOTBOY POWER) 

I won't go into the details of this one too much, as this Limited 
Edition of 500 EP consists of four tracks taken off of their 
album, which has been reviewed in the album section later on. 

All I will say is that this EP contains probably the four best 
tracks from Ihe album, and that it is excellent, absolutely 
excellent, I think it will be hard to beat this one. Just imagine 
the music of Skrewdriver al about the time ol White Rider with 
a Poish singer who doesn't sound unlike Ian at times. OK, the 
lyrics are sung in Polish, but that won't stop you loving this 
record. Fucking brilliant ! 1 9/20 
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MAX RESIST AND THE HOOUQANS - SAME EP (KROWBAR RECORDS) 

This one has grown on me a lot since i first played it. it didn’t do a hell of a lot for me at first, but on subsequent listens has 
grown on me quite a bit. Of the two tracks on this vinyl offering, the B-side "Johnny Rebel" appealed to me sightly more, I 
could hear a good ofd fashioned R'n'R riff aD of the way through it, it reminded me musically of some of the Sex Pistols 
type of guitar work The voice is good, the American accent not loo prominent and of course there's a decent message in 
the words too. Musically it's not out of this world, but they can play their instruments well and the songs are good, we're 
looking forward to the forthcoming abum. Worth It's place in any skinheads record collection. 14/20 

X-AXIS - WILD BUNCH (DETOUR RECORDS) 

This British band have been going lor a while, but are pretty unknown on the skinhead scene. They are more of a Punk 
band than a skinhead band, although there is a couple of skinheads in the band. As far as we know this is their first record 
release. The only thing that lets these songs down is the Intros, Wild Bunch starts of deceivingly weakly but picks up 
power a few bars lines later. You can hear the 77 Punk Influence throughout the two songs, Musidanship is very good 
throughout, and this makes up a lot for otherwise pretty weak songs. These lads can really play their Instruments. Not an 
essential item for your record colection, but well worth getting if your a 77 punk fan. 12/20 

STARS AND STRIPES - DROP THE BOMB (STEVE PREST FAN CLUB) 

Fast and frantic would be the words that I'd use to describe this single. "Drop the Bomb" is the A side, It's as last as some 
of the best of Toy Dolls, the voice reminded me of Peter and The Test Tube Babies a little bit. I much preferred this to any 
of the stuff on their album. The B side "Time to Live" is a stop and start type song, not as good as the tile track, but a 
good song in it's own right and a B side type of song (if you know what I mean). The music Is very well played and the 
production is powerful. Pure Oi. This is a wel thought out and professional single. Recommended 15/20 

A.D.L. 122 - ANTI DECRETO LEGGE 122 (TUONO RECORDS) 

A debut single from a new ItaKan nationalist skinhead band. They take their name from a new Italian law which has been 
imposed on the country's skinheads, but that's another story. Two great tracks, especially when you remember that this is 
their first single and probably their first experience in a recording studio. They sound very simiur to Poggior Amico, but 
that's no insuit. The first song is probably the better of the two, with It’s singalong (if you can spoak Italian) chorus and our 
favourite word (skinhead) spattered throughout. Both of the songs seem to be arranged similarly, wfeh a slow, dimbing 
verse leading to a fast flowing chorus. The cover is one of the best we've seen on a single for a long lime, with the photo 
on the back revealing a skingirl on bass guitar. A very good debut single from a promising band. 15/20 

ZADRUGA - OFFICIAL BOOTLEG (DOSSIER SKINHEAD RECORDS) 

Badly recorded, yet very catchy ! That's the initial reactions I got when I heard this. The recording Is of a fair quality for a 
record, the musicianship is good, with some good lead breaks, but it is a bit scrappy, with the odd missed note etc The 
general production also lets it down, badly mixed, going by the Official Bootleg title, maybe this recording was only meant 
to be a demo 7 Anyway despite all of these minor faufes, the songs are very catchy. The two songs are both in Polish, so 
there's no telling what they're singing about, but I believe that they are a nationals) band. The bass line on both of the 
songs are very dear due to the mix, and are very addidive, sort of rock 'n* roll type tunes, you know the type I mean, Ike 
the Last Resorts "Eight Pound a Week", that type of rock "n" roll ! Basic but catchy !! 1 3/20 

BRAfsiDANCE - STREETS OF VIOLENCE EP (HELEN OF OI) 

This is the debut record from this British Oi/punk band. Three songs in all, musically pretty good, although the lyrics are a 
little bit dlche, the sort of lyrics that are expected of punk bands, but despite that the songs are good and get the old foot 
tapping. It's a good debut single, no doubt about that, but we know that they are capable of better stuff now, cos we've 
heard a couple of newer tracks on a Step One compilation CD (reviewed elsewhere). One thing about all ol Helen of Oi 
releases to dale is that they have got great fold out sheet covers, with some excellent snaps of the bands. A good single, 
well worth anyone's three quid. 13/20 

MIDGARDS SONER - SVERIGE VKINGALAND CD SINGLE (LAST RESORT RECORDS) 

Wow, this is the first skinhead CD single that I've seen. Four tracks all together. There's a little fold out booklet with shots 
of the band (three skinheads, two punks) and ail of the lyrics written out, two of the songs are sung in native Swedish but 
the other two are sung in EngKsh. I get the impression that they are a nationalist or at least patriotic band, although you 
wouldn't be able to tell that from the songs they sing in English, one subtly named Violence is about "Baseball bats and 
knives, Broken bones and scars", the other "I Wanna be me" is about doing what you want to do and bollocks to what 
every one else wants. The Swedish songs reminded me a lot of Ultimalhule with bollocks, a more powerful version of one 
of Sweden's top bands. The English songs, well, the first one unless you listened really hard you wouldnl really be able to 
tel that I was in English, but "1 Wanna be me" is really very good, nothing special as far as musicianship is concerned, but 
a really good and catchy song. And you'd have trouble trying to hear any kind of non English accent. A very good EP, with 
one outstanding track. Buy fe. 15/20 


CLOSE SHAVE - ATTACK & WE HATE YOU (HELEN OF OI) 

Don't realy know what to make of this one. They don't sound Ike the same band any more. We Hate You is a slow 
dimbing song, which doesn't realy do a lot for me. Apparently Tosh of Section 5 is playing guitar on this single, not that 
you'd know fe. I suppose it does get a bit better as it goes on, mainly due to the fact that fe speeds up as it goes along. 
Attack, hmmm, much the same realty, although it's faster that the other, it slil fails to satisfy. One thing that fve noticed 
about Close Shave is they're into a lot of repeating the same word over and over again, as a chorus, and as the song is 
trailing out. It tends to get on your nerves a bit .Good production. Nice photos on the cover. Nothing spedal. 11/20 


WHOSE COUNTRY IS THIS ANYHOW T7 - COMPILATION EP (UNDER SIEGE) 

Four American skinhead bands. One song each, Warzone, Patriot, Stormwatch and Critical Breakdown. Right we'l start 
with Warzone who are crap, just noisy, disorganised hardcore. Utter crap. Patriot are marginally better that they are on 
their own single, which wasn't very good, the production sounds better on this song. Stormwatch are OK, some neat gular 
work throughout this one, probably the best track on the EP, but not that good. Critical Breakdown, what a pie of shit, 
what this poor quality hardcore music has go to do with skinheads beats me, muddled, fast and crap sum this band's 
offering up pretty well. Not worth buying, even the Stormwatch song doesn't warrant you spending your money. 6/20 

ALBUMS 

PEGQIOR AMICO - SULLA PELLE DEI RIBELU (TUONO RECORDS) 

This is the second abum from Italy's top skinhead band, and it's a massive improvement on their previous album. There's 
twelve tracks in all including the classical music style intro and a re-mixed bonus version of their last single "Dhritto Dl 
Marciare". We got hold of a copy of the CD, and that comes with a tittle booklet that gives all of the lyrics In Italian, but also 
leaves two pages for explanations of al of the songs in English, which is a great touch. Not sure If it's out on vinyl. As I 
said earier this is a great Improvement on their first LP, the band have obviously come a long way, both the production 
and musidanship is better. They have not lost their distinctive sound, just gained a better produced and more experienced 
album. The best of the tracks are "Osa" (Dare), Peggior Amico (Worst Friend) and VI Rideremo In Facda (We Laugh in 
your Face). The most distinctive thing about this album is the briliant drum sound, and addictive drum beats. I find it to be 
a trademark of Peggior Amlco's as it's noticable in previous releases too. A great album 16/20 

SLEDGEHAMMER / BULL AND THE BUFFALOS - RETURN TO THE RISING SUN 12" EP (KAMIKAZE RECORDS) 
Two songs from Sledgehammer, and three from Bull and the Buffalos. The song titles are written in Engfish (and one in 
German) but I canl make out whether they are singing In Engish or not, you do, if you really concentrate, hear the odd 
word (skinhead) that you recognise now and again. The Sledgehammer tracks are no way as near as some of the stuff 
they have done in the past, all though Kampf is a good song, it's not as poweriul as they have been. Their second track 
Action Man is not that good, pretty monotonous really. BuR and the Buffalos can certainty play their Instruments well, and 
they even sound Ike they might be singing to English, or maybe not !? But these songs are nondescript, well played, OK 
production, but boring songs. This one's only for collectors reaRy. 10/20 

DAS REICH - TRIUMPH OF THE WILL (WHITE TERROR) 

When I first played this CD, I thought that fe was the Canadian band Rahowa playing under a different name. But no, Das 
Reich are a band in their own right, at>eit a reJalk/ely new band on the American scene. The name of the band leaves no 
illusion as to where their politics lie. Eleven tracks in all which indudes the Horst Wessel intro. The songs are all tuneful 
well sung, and very weH thought out, there's no basic verse chores verse chores tracks here, there's some great song 
intros with dassical guitar leading into a fast tuneful affair. There's some great guitar work throughout. The tempo changes 
from song to song, there's some real fast numbers that really get you foot tapping, there' a couple of slower baRad types, 
there's even Das Reich's version of Skrewdriveris "Voice of Britain", obviously changed to America. This band have got a 
fresh sound, something different most of the other American bands. If you ike Rahowa, you'll love this. 16/20 

OITHE NEW BREED - COMPILATION CD (STEP ONE) 

The first of many (we hope) complations concentrating on the new talent out there. There's four British bands, each giving 
four previously un-released and spedally recorded songs. Boisterous kick off wfeh their four tracks, no disappointments at 
all we expected a high standard from these lads and that's what we got. They are probably the most professional of the 
bands on this CD, their songs are as tight as a gnats arse and very weR produced, for a relatively new band they have 
really made a mark and have got a distinctive sound, I canl think of any one of their songs that doesn't get you singing 
along to the chores, best track from them has got to be "Fire in the Hold". I thought that they sounded a lot like Vidous 
Rumours in places. Argy Bargy are next off, they seem to have more of a message behind their lyrics than Boisterous, 
both Whips and Chains" and "Sex Case" deal with the same subject, perversion, only one of them is about poltidans and 
their perverse practises, and the other about bringing back the rope for rapists and sex cases, aR good stuff. They've got 
a great sound, the singer doesn't so much sing as talk his way through the songs, but it works well and sounds good. I 
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think their best track must be What are you Fighting For 1 ’. Next up is Another Man's Poison, they seem to be improving 
with every visit to the studio, and this is no exception. They too have gone and got themselves a very distinctive sound, 
with the unorthodox structure of their songs and the Micky Fitzesque vocals. The Business with bolocks wouldn't be an 
unfair description !! "Johnny Come Lately" is by far my favourite track on the whole compilation, it tels about the kind of 
bloke that every skinhead has met down the boozer, you know the bloke who "used to be a skinhead", "seen the film, read 
the book eta" I can relate to that. Last band on are Pressure 28, four tracks from them, an improvement on the stuff I’ve 
heard from them previously, they’ve gained a bit more experience in the studio. I can t help noticing how famiiar some ol 
their songs sound. The singer does put a lot into the songs, and at times sounds like Tosh of Section 5. A good 
compiation CD, it s good that these bigger labels are giving the small fry a decent chance. 15/20 

HEROES IN THE SNOW - VIKING POWER ROCK 'N ROLL (RAGNAROK RECORDS) 

Wei, first of all I'll tell you what this record realy is Dirlewanger - White Power Rock 'N Roll, they've released it on CD 
under a different name and label (originally on Rebeke Europeens) to try and get a mainstream distribution in Sweden. 
Ten very professional songs, well performed and well produced. Basicaly I could safely say that Dirlewanger are a 
Swedish While Power version of AQDC, cos that's exactly what they sound like. It s alright to listen to now and again, but I 
found myself getting bored of It quickly, mind you I've never been a big fan of AC/DC fan. To sum up, the message In all of 
the songs (ail sung in English) is good, and you! love it if you're an AC/DC or rock fan. 13/20 

RIVAL - THE TRUE WILL SURVIVE (BH RECORDS) 

This is their second album It's been recorded quite a whie, but's 
it's just took a while to come out. Quite a lot better than their first, 
which wasn't bad by any standard. This is another band that takes 
a lot of time and thought into the planning of their songs, there are 
some excelent lead breaks, power chords, and some nice guitar 
work all round, I even noticed a bit of synthesizer in at least one of 
their songs.. Other than the singers voice which has an American 
accent, you think that this was a British band. There's ten good 
tracks on this abum, and I can't fault any of them, in fact since I 
got this abum, it's not been out of the CD player. Songs about 
street life, being a skinhead, being working class, corrupt 
government etc. A great album from one of Americas best 
skinhead bands. 16/20 

KRA7KY PROCES - NA PRACH (STATION MASTER) 

This Slovakian band are brilliant, all of their songs are in their 
native language. At the moment, this abum is only available on 
cassette, the CD is out early this year. Just on the amount of sales 
of the cassette version, this album has reached number eleven of 
the Slovakian national music charts. No mean feat when you bear 
in mind the extremity of their lyrics (not that we’d understand them 
anyway). Kratky Proces (Short Process) are a political band, and 
hold no bars. The music on this album is mind blowing, very, very 
fast, but not hardcore, just hard, fast Ol. Very powerful, very 
tuneful and very, very well played. The voice is bloody rough, but it 
sounds great. There's fifteen songs on the cassette version and 
seventeen out on the CD when it's released. It is excelent, get it.

KONKWISTA 88 - KREN NASZEJ RASY (AP.P.) 

At the moment this is only available on cassette, not as a demo 

but as a proper release. This band are outstanding, there's only nine tracks on this album, all of them are crackers, I never 
thought I'd say that about a band who sing in Poish, but I am. They reminded me of Skrewdriver In the days of White 
Rider, the music Is In that sort of style and sound. The voice, although quite different from Ian's generaly does tend to 
sound a little like Ian's at limes. What else can I say about this abum ? Everything has been said in those few words. It Is 
just excelenL Buy it. 1 9/20 

BLANK GENERATION - POINT BLANK (HAMMER RECORDS) 

I think this Is what the title Is, I've not seen the cover, as we've only been sent the whie label to preview, alhough by the 
time this edition of Last Chance has been printed it'll be out. Blank Generation has got to be my favourite of all of the 
so-caled "new breed" bands. I was quite surprised that they were recording an abum so soon. Anyway, they have kept 
up to their previous high standards, they have gof a great sound, really refreshing to hear a new band sounding Kke this. 
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The music is pure Ol, played very well, the voice Is brilliant, rough enough to sound hard, and tuneful enough to sound 
good. There's eleven songs in all, but only seven of them are exdusk/e to this abum, they've re-recorded the two tracks 
from the British Oi compilation and the two tracks on their single. The versions on the abum are not exactly the same as 
they have been re-recorded, but I would rather have heard some other stuff from them. Nevertheless, this is a top rate 
album from a very promising band who, I think, are going to go far. 1 6/20 

IAN STUART & STIGGER - PATRIOTIC BALLADS II OUR TIME WILL COME (ROCK O RAMA) 

As the title suggests, this is the second, and sadly the last Patriotic Ballads album. It's a lot better than the first, which 
wasn't originally intended to be anything other than a cassette, this one has been recorded knowing that it's release would 
be on CD. k sounds a lot better for It. There’s more to the music than in the previous album. There Is only classical gukar 
on this album, but Stigger obviously did his homework and has achieved a better sound. There are some really beautiful 
songs on this album, Ian just had an unequalled talent in writing songs, he wrote with intelligence, passion and conviction. 
His voice, need I say, just carries the songs beautifully, there's a girl on backing vocals, with an equally powerful voice, 
and Stiggerfs vocal contributions don't go amiss. There are some really powerful songs on this album, including a 
Skrewdriver cover version of "Glory'' and the G'n'R cover version of "One in a Million". This is a peaceful but powerful 
album is ikely to instill pride in your heart, bring tears to your eyes, and above all make you think. 18/20 

ROGUES - LOST GENERATION (B.H. RECORDS) 

This band sound pretty similar to Rival, that's not too surprising considering that there Is definitely one, maybe two 
members of Rival in this band. They sound like they take a lot of their influences from British 77 punk you can recognise 
the influence in a few of the songs, the Sex Pistols style guitar riffs and bass lines. Ten songs all on this CD, there's quite 
a strong American accent throughout. Musically, these lads know how to play their Instruments, I would describe this band 
as a street punk band rather than a skinhead band. They are not as political as Rival. I shouldn't really compare them to 
Rival as they are a different band, but that's the easiest way to describe them. This is a good album, in our view it's as 
good as, if not slightly better than the second Rival album reviewed previously. 16/20 

Ol THE NEXT GENE RATION - COMPILATION CD (STEP ONE) 

Step One seem to be really trying hard to get those new bands heard. This is another compilation with newer bands, 
except for Close Shave who are veterans of the Oi scene. Only two of the songs were recorded especially for this 
compilation and they are both from Braindance. The other songs are either from sold out or near sold out singles, or from 
small distribution demo cassettes. Straw Dogs appear on there with the two track from their debut single on Hammer 
records, The Elite are on there too with the three tracks from their EP, Argy Bargy contribute three songs from their first 
demo cassette, in fad the "Sex Case" version on here is better than the one they re-recorded, all three of their songs have 
a better sound than the four they recorded for Oi the New Breed. Close Shave's two songs are from their "Keep on 
Rocking" single. Pressure 28 have given two tracks from their first demo. The best song on here is "Paedophile" by 
Braindance, short, sharp, shock, describes it pretty wek, very punky. It reminded me of The Exploited when they were 
good (a long time ago). The Argy Bargy tracks are good too. This CD is a must for those people who didn't manage to get 
the originals, or wanna hear a great song by Braindance. 15/20 

WHITE DIAMOND - THE POWER AND THE GLORY (GLORY DISCS) 

The second album from Ian Stuart's heavy rock band. To be honest, the first White Diamond album wasn't very good, not 
due to poor songs, but more because of the poor produdlon. This abum is a massive improvement, the music Is a lot 
more powerful, and therefore a lot heavier. Ian sings on most of the songs, but there is a couple that Stigger sings on. 
There is a few cover versions on here, Jumping Jack Flash - Rolling Stones, The Only One from Skrewdrrver's very first 
album, and Stigger sings a track from the first Ian Stuart solo album 'To Freedom we Ride". All of the other songs have 
Ian's no holds barred lyrics, he pulls no punches, calls a spade a spade. He sings about refugees, corrupt politicians, rap 
and rave music amongst other things. This is the abum that The Reaper should have been, a hard rock version of 
Skrewdriver, with hard lyrics, and Ian's unmistakable voice. 1 6/20

When I first turned skinhead all of them years ago, I 
had no idea how far its roots had spread, I 
remember my surprise when I saw Japanese 
skinheads in Blood & Honour. Well, I can't say I was 
overly surprised when I actually made contact with 
skinheads In South America, after all a lot of South 
Americas population are descendants from Europe. I 
was a little surprised to hear of skinheads from 
Colombia, which in my view is probably one of the 
most volatile countries out side of Africa, but I was 
surprised that there are not only skinheads in 
Colombia, but a skinhead band, from the Infamously 
dangerous region of Medellin, the home of the 
worlds largest drug cartels. We have been In touch 
with some of the lads from Medellin over the last few 
years and we thought that you'd be interested in an 
interview with the first Colombian skinhead band. 

Its a little more than a band interview, it delves a 
little deeper, giving the reader a taste of what being 
a skinhead in Colombia is really like. 

LC GIVE US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BAND 
S.V Sociedad Violenta (Violent Society) was formed In 
the middle of 1985, it was a mixed group with punks and 
tusos (skinheads). We were musically an Oi-Punk band, 
our lyrics were certainly apolitical. With many changes it's 
first fine up was Carlos - Drums, Hector - Bass, Jorge - 
Vocals and Jaime - Guitar. In 1986 we reoorded the lirst 
demo cassette, it was home made, later in 1987 we 
recorded a studio demo with 6 tracks wkh our own money. 
In 1988 we recorded one song for a split single with a 
punk group. 

After recording the EP, we suffered problems and 
Ideological differences between the guitarist (who wanted 
to keep the Oi skin spirit) and the others who were losing 
their identity of skins and punks wanted S.V to become a 
new wave rock group, this caused the splitting of S.V. in 
1990, and at the time of the split, S.V. were considered to 
be the most radical of the Antioquian groups, 
fci the middle of 1992 Jaime decided to reform the group, 
he kept the same name, but chose a whole new total 
skinhead line up and new objectives . to fortify the Oi skin 
scene in Antioquia, to be national traditionalist and a 


Paisa separatist group (Paisa = Antioquia). 

The actual line up which has also suffered changes since 
the reformation is Jaime - Guitar and vocals, Yori III • 
Drums, Cala * Chorus, Alex - Chorus and Roberto - Bass, 
the last two only collaborate with us because they are also 
in a N.S/RAC group with other skins. 

LC WHAT IS THE SKINHEAD SCENE LIKE IN 
COLOMBIA 7 

SV Espedaly, we want to explain that we are only 
Antioquians and not Colombians, we hate the rest of the 
Colombian people and dean our asses with their fucking 
flag. 

The quantity of skins has been growing due to the fashion 
of looking like skins, there are only about 15 real 
skinheads, the rest of them are a crowd of downs and 
shitty punkers who don't know where the hell they are. 
The true tusos are antl-oommunist, anti-capitalist, 
anti-drugs, National Socialist and Antioquian separatist !! 
Only in Antioquia there are skinheads sinoe 1984, there 
were many and most of them nazis. 

LC HAVE YOU PLAYED MANY CONCERTS WITH S.V. 
7 

SV we have only played three concerts since the 
reformation, we plan to do a big concert with two other 
skinhead bands • Deslacumento de Asalto and Cerveze 
Amarga, but it's just a plan because weVe got a lot of 
problems around here. 

LC TELL US ABOUT YOUR E.P 
SV We recorded the split EP in the beginning of 1988 we 
were invited by Ihe guard angel and manager of Rasix 
(the punk band). He produced the EP, we had problems 
with the recording because the drummer left a week 
before and we were not at all satisfied with it. There was 
only 500 copies printed and the sold out immediately. 

LC IS S.V. A POLITICAL BAND? 

SV We don't take part In any party either left or right 
(government politics) they are bullshit here !! We are 
anti-communist and anti-capitalist because they are 
destroying Antioquia. As a group we are National 
Traditionalist and Paisa separatist, we are proud of being 
bom in Antioquia, of our ancestors, of our andent 
traditions because we want the independence of our 
province out of Colombia, for many reasons, but the main 
reasons are economical supremacy, racial, difference of 
culture, immigrants etc. Antioquia is the most developed 
province in Colombia. We are not apolitical, we have our 
own politics. None of the tusos around here can be 
apolitical, we can't be behind reality, behind problems. To 
be a skinhead in Medellin is not an amusement we are 
attacked from eveiyone, everywhere !! Some of us have 
sympathy to a local Nazi party called TFP alhough we 
don't agree with all of their topics. 

LC MUSICAL INFLUENCES 7 

SV We listen to a lot of groups but we donl have any 
spedal Influences. 


LC COLOMBIA SEEMS LIKE A VERY VOLATILE 
COUNTRY TO LIVE IN. IS LIFE PARTICULARLY HARD 
BEING A SKINHEAD 7 

SV Sincerely we don't give a damn tor what people think 
about Medellin and the fucking Colombia worldwide ! Most 
of the things you hear about our country are untrue, very 
sensationalist and out of touch with the real situation on 
Colombia, movies and the Yankee and Spanish media 
only show sensationalism. It's true there are problems 
(communism, narcotics, common delinquency and 
government terrorism) but these are few and far between, 
and donl involve peoples dally lives. Colombia is a very 
noimal country to live in, Columbia has got it's problems 
just like all countries worldwide ! Yes, it is hard to be a 
skinhead in Medellin because of our ideas, our look etc. 
We are just a few, we have problems with blacks and 
other immigrants, commies, junkies and delinquents (who 
control our poor suburbs armed to the teeth), punks and 
harcorers and cops (blacks and Indian Colombians) etc. 
We must take care of ourselves because the Antioquian 
tusos are seen fike a delinquent gang and young nazis. If 
things continue to get worse we'll have to leave our image 
and Oi skin cult and begin to shoot ! 

LC WHAT ARE THE BIGGEST DANGERS FOR YOU N 
COLOMBIA? 

SV The main obstade for us is the Colombian security 
corps (most of them are black and Indian cops from 
Colombia) and their death squads the urban communist 
commands who control many of our suburbs of Medellin, 
although they don't know too much about us, where we 
live or how many we are, which is an advantage for us. 
Other enemies are junkies, blacks and other immigrants, 
punks and hardcorers and other street gangs who are 
attacking us, some of our comrades have been hurt. 
Although we don't have to be alarmed, we have to be very 
careful !! Now we have had to buy more weapons to 
defend ourselves, we'l see what happens with all of these 
enemies !! 

LC MEDELLIN IS PROBABLY KNOWN AS THE DRUG 
CAPITAL OF THE WORLD, WHAT DO YOU THINK OF 
THIS 7 

SV The city of Medellin is not the capital of any fucking 
shit !! It's just the capital of Antioquia, Medellin has been 
the most punished city by narco-traffic than any other 
worldwide. It's just a scape-goat for the government and 
media. Right now the Medellin drug cartel Is being 
exterminated by the Colombian security corps who have 
also killed a lot of innocents too. (ACAB). Really medetlin 
is a big cultural, scientific, economical dty with 
approximately 3 million inhabitants, k was never owned by 
drug barons, you must look beyond your noses and don't 
swallow all that is said. 

LC HOW DO THE COLOMBIAN AUTHORITIES VIEW 
S.V. AND SKNHEADS IN GENERAL 7 
SV In Colombia, when anything is done against the love, 
democracy and order, I can virtualy be erased from the 
map, history has proved It. S.V is a very hidden group, 
they know of our existence though (since 1 988). Skinhead 


are seen like neo-nazl youth gangs. We've had to say that 
we are not skinheads when we are arrested by oops, 
they’re very corrupt, assassins not Antioquians, we try to 
avoid them to avoid bad times, they ask too many 
questions. 

LC AR E ALL OF THE BAND MEMBERS SKINH EADS 7 
SV Yes, we all are. 

LC AS YOU MUST KEEP THINGS SECRET FROM THE 
AUTHORITIES, ISN'T PRACTISING VERY DIFFICULT ? 
SV Equipment has always been a problem, when the 
group was a punk/Oi band we had the instruments but in 
bad condition, at present we onty have drums, we borrow 
the guitar and bass from friends in one of the other 
skinhead bands. Equipment is very expensive and we 
cant afford to buy anything. We actually practise at Yori's 
home, which is always a problem !! 

LC DO YOU ALL HAVE JOBS 7 

SV Alex and Yori work, they have got good jobs, the 
others work sometimes, the employment situation here is 
hard. 



LC WHAT DO YOU DO AT WEEKENDS 7 
SV We usually meet at any mates house to drink, party, 
have fun and gig. We go to the gym, to football, the bar 
and occasionally we fight. Those of us who have 
girlfriends go with them to get their ears hot B We also 
practise with the group when it is possible. 

LC WHAT ARE YOUR AMBITIONS WITH THE BAND 7 
SV Not onty wkh S.V. but wlh other local groups, to give 
strength to the Antioquian skinhead scene, to make good 
gigs, to record a studio demo and to fight for Antioquian 
independence. 

LC ANY LAST WORDS FOR OUR READERS 7 
SV Thanks for your interest, greetings to all skinheads 
across the world.

There's also 
a Story So Far type newsletter being 
produced in France called ” II Faudra Vous y 
Faire", It's four pages, all in French, but free, it 
covers news from the whole spectrum of the 
skinhead scene, including nationalist, ska, 01 and 
Punk, with details of gigs, zines and just general 
gossip, it also has the occasional band interview, 
after writing all this about it we can't seem to find 
the address, oh well I Celtic Warriors recently 
played to a packed house in France, we only 
heard good reports. 

Eric Owens was in a band called Young Blood 
which had an album out on ROR, well now he's 
recording and distributing Folk tapes, he's still a 
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skinhead, but has decided to branch into a 
different musical medium, his first release called 
"Folk the System" is available for $10 from, PO 
Box 45866, Los Angeles, CA 90045-0866, USA. 
Odins Law, and White Riot are two new skinhead 
bands from Canada, they've both recorded 
demos, both of these bands are political, White 
Riot are verging on Hardcore, Odins Law are Ot. 
You can gel their demos along with other 
merchandise from- Odins Law, PO Box 47057, No 
19, 55W.12th, Vancouver, V5Z 4L6, Canada, and 
White Riot- PO Box 6054, Station A, Toronto, 
M5W1X4, Canada. 

There's a new skinhead record label In Italy, called 
Tuono Records, it's already released the album of 
Peggior Amico on CD and new Italian band ADL 
122's single. They are also planning the releases 
of EP's from Nomina Dresda, and new Italian 
band Bete e Mechant. Rumour has it that Tuono 
may release the long awaited Division 250 album. 
Another new band from Italy are Corona Ferrea, 
they are a three piece band from Milan, they have 
only been together for a few months but have 
recorded a demo already, it's available from 
Tuono Records, C.P. Succ 6, 36100 Vicenza, 
Italy. 

Lager Louts are a new Oi band from London, 
we've heard a rough demo from them, but thafs 
about all, they have recently been into the studio 
so there maybe some more material available 
from them, they are quite an active gig band and 
play a lot of pub circuits. 

Resistance Records are a newish label in USA, 
they have signed a lot of the American bands and 
given them deals to record albums, but haven't 
released anything on vinyl yet, although we hear 
that there will be a Rahowa album soon called 
"Declaration of War", Max Resist and the 
Hooligans album called "Renegade Youth" and 
Bound For Glory have recorded an album due for 
release on Resistance. 

The editors of Hail, the British fanzine, have 
decided to call it a day due to lack of money, 
police and press harassment. Put the Boot In 
skinzine are undergoing a major re-organisation, 
and are going to produce their zine early 1994 
under a different name, probably called "Voice of 
a Generation", it'll be covering, Oi, RAC and 
hardcore, and will have a page from each country, 
not altogether sure what address they'll be using, 
but well let you know in the next SSF I'm sure. 


British Bom is another skinhead fanzine out, but 
we recommend that you steer well dear of this 
one, as although it professes to be Patriotic, is 
actually run by a Class War skinhead, who has 
been quoted as saying he wants to see all "nazis" 
dead, and has also stopped Oi concerts by writing 
to the Police (Close Shave, Slttingboume, we've 
seen his letter), and telling them that the gigs are 
radst and that immigrants will be attacked after I 
His previous fanzine "Revenge" had interviews 
with gay and lesbian skinheads, slander against 
all right wing bands (Nazi bands must not be 
tolerated) and published boycott lists of labels like 
Unk I If you see British Bom on sale, avoid It, as 
the editors motives are not dear. We think that 
he's gleaning addresses and Information. You 
have been warned. 

Centurion are another skinhead band from USA 
who are due to have an album released on 
resistance records, we’ve heard their demo and 
it's sounds good. 

Australian band Fortress have had their long 
awaited second album released on Rock O Rama, 
titled "Seize the Day", it's available from PO Box 
553, Moorabbln Vic 3189, Australia. We've heard 
snatches of it so far and it sounds pretty good. 

The Danish National Front have got some 
excellent skinhead and political t-shirts for sale 
write to them at - Poste Restante, Dansk National 
Front, Ved. K.Christiansen, Kobenhavns 51 
Poslekspedllion, Hoje Gladsaxe Torv 2.C, 2860 
Soborg, Denmark, for details. 

The infamous Jasa from Rnland has started a 
skinhead band in Helsinki, he's the singer and all 
of their songs will be in English, the name will be 
Scarred. Another new band from Finland are 
called Brutal Skins, we've heard that they are very 
young, all aged around 15 years old. 

Top Hungarian band Oi Kor have recently played 
some massive concerts in Budapest. Last October 
they played the OI Kor tenth anniversary concert, 
it was filmed for a documentary by Swedish TV, 
there was around 800 people at this concert. They 
played a White Christmas gig In December (when 
else ?) and a staggering 1500 people turned up to 
see them, and we are talking about 99% 
skinheads. Wow. In spite of all that popularity they 
still do not have any music on vinyl, let alone CD. 
Everything they've released Is on demo tapes. 
Seemingly it s very hard to get a record contract in 
Hungary if you're a skinhead band. There are a 
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couple new skinhead bands springing up In 
Hungary, Magozott Cseresznye have recently 
recorded a very professional demo, and NC38 are 
another new band who are just venturing out and 
playing gigs. Archlvum Is the name of another new 
Hungarian band. 

Bitter Grin Is the name of a new Canadian band 
who have fonmed after the split of Vacant Lot, 
there are two or maybe three members of Vacant 
Lot In Bitter Grin. The bassist of Vacant Lot has 
formed a band called Aryan who have recorded 
an album for Resistance too. But we've also heard 
that Aryan have since split up. 

Dutch fanzine HouKontakt Is now under different 
owners, and the new Issue will be out soon. 
Squadron and Celtic Warriors recently attempted 
to play in Belgium, but the concert was cancelled 
half way through the first bands set, we're not 
altogether sure why, but there was a lot of small 
fights going on this may have caused the concert 
to get stopped. 

The band of Italian skinheads living in London has 
changed their name from Nuova Alba to 
Londinlum SPQR, they have recently been in a 
London recording studio to record three tracks for 
an EP due for release on Tuono Reoords. 

Leo Regan's book Public enemies has hit the 
streets, It's similar to the format of the Nick Knight 
"Skinhead" book, except that the author and 
conductor of the Interviews has chosen to publish 
♦he excerpts of Interviews that don't do skinheads 
any favours (what did we expect ?), there is an 
extensive photo section of the book which is the 
only reason ifs worth buying, basically good for 
looking at the pictures. You can order it from any 
good bookshop, by simply quoting It's ISBN 
number which Is 0-233-98830-0, and title which is 
Public Enemies, author Leo Regan. Another 
skinhead books this time hails from Poland, it 
looks a lot like one of the Richard Allen Books 
from the cover, with a photo of two skinheads on 
the front, but the similarity stops there. It's all in 
Polish which Is a shame, unless you're Polish of 
course, but It has got about a dozen photos 
through It, some real good action shots too, it's a 
non fiction book, and I suppose tells all about the 
history of the Polish nationalist skinhead 
movement. I think that it's based on two brothers 
who are on the front cover, It looks like Ifs got a lot 
of Interviews In It with various skins. I’m not sure 
where you can get it from though. 


Liberty 37 are a Ol, Punk type band from Detroit, 
they've recorded an album, but ifs only on 
cassette at the moment. One of the band 
members is Bill of Rival and The Rogues. They 
are hoping to gel a deal for an album release, but 
are definitely getting a single put out by French 
label SPE Records. SPE are also about to release 
a Double compilation EP called "American Ol - 
American Style", that should be out in April. Rlton 
of SPE has reformed his band the West Side 
Boys, but only for gigs, he's started another Oi 
band called "Nobody's Heroes" who are recording 
an EP and also a track for a forthcoming French 
compilation album. 

Another Man's Poison are in the studio working on 
their debut album which will be released on Helen 
of Oi Records. 

Mistreat are so fed up with being let down by 
record companies over their album which has 
been recorded for nearly two years now that they 
are gonna release it themselves. 

They have also recorded a track for a worldwide 
EP that’s being released, other bands on the EP 
are Comando Suicida, Battle Zone and Buldok. 
Those of you that read the last SSF will remember 
our moan about the Steve Priest Fan Club, that 
♦hey were bootlegging stuff, well we got a reply 
from them and they have apologised and not only 
that, they have made the effort to get hold of all of 
the bands they ripped off and pay them. They 
have said that they will not even consider 
bootlegging again. At least they’ve got the 
decency to apologise and more-so to get in touch 
with any bands that were bootlegged and offer 
payment. Steve Priest Fan Club does not exist as 
that name any more, they've moved addresses 
and changed their name to Vulture Rock. Rock O 
Rama are back in full swing, but they have upset a 
lot of people, none more than the members of 
Werwolf who recorded an album for them, they 
got their copies back, only to find that there are 
loads of bleeps all the way through the songs, 
basically every offensive, or potentially offensive 
word sung on the album has been bleeped out by 
Rock O Rama, understandably the band are none 
too happy. DiAl records are the name of the new 
German label that are releasing the debut Razor's 
Edge album. It's being limited to a strict limited 
edition of 500 on dear vinyl, the CD which will be 
out at a later date will have a bonus track. That's 
all we've got space for. Till next time. Stay True. 


CZECH 

REPUBLIC 

S/C/ A/HEAD SCEA/E 

As you may os may not know, 
Czechoslovakia no longer exists as one 
country, it split Into two Republics, Czech and 
Slovakia, with two different governments. 
Anyway, we asked Patriot skinhead fanzine 
from the Bohemia region of the Czech 
Republic and the Bohemian Hammer Skins 
to compile an article on the skinhead scene in 
his country. This article is set out in three 
different sections, to explain the differences 
the skinhead scene has undergone 
throughout the many political and social 
changes In the Czech Republic. 

BEFORE AND UP UNTIL THE FALL OF 
COMMUNISM. 

The beginnings of the Czech skinhead scene was 
back in 1985. At this time it was not as politically 
orientated as it is today. It was just pure hatred 
towards gypsies, commies and other Immigrants. It 
was at this time when we had the biggest problems 


with the police, because skinheads were a problem for 
the commies as we were perceived as a product of 
capitalist society. 

It was very difficult at this time to get hold of any 
records or skinhead dothes, the only way we could get 
them was illegally smuggle them in from abroad, they 
were very expensive for us at this time. Despite all of 
the problems there were still some bands, Hubert 
Machane were an Oi Punk band who sang one racist 
song and played some covers of Peter and the Test 
Tube Babies. Ortik were the first real skinhead band, 
and Tri Sestry were a punk band with skinhead fans. 

RIGHT AFTER THE FALL OF COMMUNISM 
TO PRESENT TIMES. 

The skinhead movement rapidly increased 
Immediately after the fall of communism here, Orlik 
released their first album which sold an amazing 
100,000 copies ! There were many new skinheads 
everywhere you looked, loads of new bands an zines. 
The first big fights between skinheads and our number 
one street enemy, gypsies, was in the spring of 1990. 
The police and government were on the side of the 
gypsies, but the general public (as they are still now 
generally) were on the side of the skinheads. Many 
skinheads were put in jail, and there were problems 
putting on skinhead gigs, all this happened very soon 
after the fall of communism. 

Orlik, the then number one band showed their real 
face by appearing on television to appeal to all the 
skinheads to stop fighting with gypsies. You could now 
buy the records of Orlik, Branlk (another Prague 
skinband), Tri Sestry and a live compilation called 
Skinsongs.. From time to time you could buy records 
of non-political Oi bands in the shops, but still most of 
the records must be bought abroad, mainly from 
Austria and Germany. It was easier to buy dothes but 
they were still quite expensive, there were army 
shops where you could buy U.S. army dothes. 

Ortik were gigging all over the 
country, the biggest gig was at 
Bzenec, from this gig was a 

professional video tape and it was 
recorded on vinyl (Skinsongs). 
Ortik and Branik both split up. 
IPB from Mlada Boleslav split up 
as did My Lai, Hubert Machane 
and Tri Sestry have started to 
distance themselves from 

skinheads. 

In 1991 there started the new 
breed of skinhead bands, very 
different from the old Czech 

bands. Buldok, Dlktator, Patriot 
and Valasska Liga are all still 
playing now too. 

There were a few Czech zines out 
at this time , Hubert, a 

non-political zlne that looked ail 
over the scene has stopped now, 
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other zines that still exist from these times are Patriot, 
Novy Rad, Der Sturmer and Arljsky Boj, these are all 
nationalist or N.S. orientated. 

Most people if they want to get tattoos went abroad to 
get them, but In 1091 opened the tattoo salon in 
Prague. 


PRESENT TIMES 

Most of all there Is more unity than ever before. There 
is never lights at the gigs. Total political orientation of 
the Czech skinheads, mostly to N.S. But some to 
Fascism. 

The bands sing about more important things 
nowadays, not just about drinking and having fun. 
Qigs are not easy to organise, but there have been 
many and they have been excellent. I'm sure that we 
will carry on this way. 

Getting records Is still the same as before or maybe a 
little more difficult at the moment. You can buy dothes 
like Martens, Bombers, Levi's, Fred Perry's etc. from 
here, but a lot of people still prefer 
to buy them from abroad. 

There has been a lot of great gigs 
in recent times, There's been 
Czech bands like Buldok, Patriot, 

Diktator and Slovak band Kratky 
proces and also some Polish 
German and English bands. But 
there are increasing problems in 
organising gigs. The first 
international gig here in Czech was 
the gig of Buldok, Slovak band 
Kratky Proces and Polish band 
Konkwlsta 88, there was about 400 
skinheads there. The first gig with 
an English nationalist band was in May 1993, 
organised by the Hammer Skins chapter here in 
Bohemia. The gig was really our first strike and our 
thanks go to No Remorse for it. The second gig with 
an English band was by far the biggest gig in the 
whole history of the Czech skinhead movement. 
Buldok, and Valasska Liga were the Czech bands, 
Kratky Proces from Slovakia and Battle Zone from 
England. It was dedicated to the memory of Ian Stuart. 
It was a gig with over 500 people from Czech, 
Slovakia, Poland, England, Germany, Holland, Italy 
and Australia ft An excellent concert. The most recent 
large gig that we have had over here is with a German 
band, it was meant to be with Freikorps, but they could 
not make It, we heard It was because they had spilt 
up, so another newer German band called Oithanasie 
played Instead. Recently there has been a lot of 
smaller gigs for the newer bands like Vlajka, Zast 88 
and M.J. These are the bands that currently exist In 
Czech at the moment - Buldok, Diktator, M.J.,Zast 88, 
Legie Nenavistl, Valasska Liga, Comando Oi, Vlajka, 
and maybe some smaller local bands which I do not 
know of. 

As Far as political parties are concerned, some skins 


still support the Republican party but it's really a waste 
ol time. For under a year there has been a real 
nationalist party here, but it's very slow in developing, 
it's called V.F. (Patriotic Front). I've heard that 
someone is running a skinhead organisation in the 
south of Bohemia, and others have started the N.O.F. 
It's a fascist party, since April 1993 there has been 
another chapter of the worldwide N.S. organisation 
Hammer Skins. Bohemian Hammer Skins which 
support most of the skins and the bands. 

Now there is four tattoo studios in Prague, some in the 
north of Bohemia, one in Ostrava and two in Brno. A 
lot of skinheads seem to be getting tattoos nowadays, 
it seems to be fashion at the moment. 

There are few skinheads who are selling decent 
merchandise at gigs, you can get some good T-shirts, 
demos and other stuff from the new or older bands. 

At the moment there are a lot ol problems with media 
and police. The media seem to have a big campaign 
against us, and are beginning to make life difficult 
again. We must be very careful when we organise any 
gigs from now on. There has been many articles in 


magazines and newspapers, nearly everyday 
concerning skinheads, and of course ifs not good 
press. Recently there was a television program really 
ripping into skinheads, and it gave out all of the 
addresses of zines and organisations. Branik who 
recorded and released their album back in 1991 are 
the first test case. The left wing pressure groups are 
trying to get them In court to prosecute them for some 
of the lyrics on their album, that are racist. Ifs very 
strange that after so long they are doing this. More 
recently there is an anti fascist organisation set up 
over here, they are pressing very hard to open up 
more prosecutions of zine editors and band members. 
One of ifs leaders, the head Rabbi ol Prague has said 
that they will do everything to send all editors of 
similar zines to prison. 

So things really seem to be hotting up over here again, 
and we make have to adapt to the new problems, but 
we will never give in.

There <xin be no mistaking where this band's 
politics lie with a name like that l Anyway, 
Swastika are a skinhead band, and are making 
quite a name for themselves in Sweden, so we 
thought that we'd send them an interview. 



LC CAN YOU GIVE US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
BAND? 

SW Swastika started out In early 1 991 . We had all been In 
other bands. Three of us were in a band called "Six Million 
Ues”, one was in another local skin band called 'White 
Fist", and our bass player has been in Agent Bulldogg. we 
have had one line up change. From early 1 993 we have a 
new rhythm guitarist. 

LC WHY DID YOU CHOOSE THE NAME SWASTIKA, 
DONT YOU THINK THAT THIS WOULD CAUSE 
PROBLEMS FOR THE BAND LATER ON 7 
We chose the name Swastika because we are ail National 
Socialists, and of course the Swastika is the symbol of 
National Socialism. We don't think that our name will cause 
more trouble than any other name because the fact that we 
are an N.S. skinband would cause us trouble, whatever 
band name we choose. 

LC MUSICAL TASTES AND INFLUENCES ? 

SW Some of our influences are Storkraft, Rahowa, BFO, 
No Remorse and Skrewdriver. We only listen to skinband 
music Nationalist and Oi. 


LC WHY DO YOU 8INO YOUR SONOS IN BOTH 
SWEDISH AND ENGLISH ? 

SW The reason we do that is because we think that we 
have an Important message in our songs and we want to 
reach out to comrade all over the world, not just on 
Sweden. 

LC HAVE YOU PLAYED MANY OIOS 7 
SW We've only played one gig under the name of 
Swastika, that was the biggest gig in Sweden's skinhead 
history, we played with No Remorse In November 1993 
there was between 500-600 skinheads there. We were 
received very well, and It was an excellent debut gig. In fact 
our bass player and drummer had to stand In for No 
Remorse, they had only one day to learn all of No 
Remorse's songs. But generally gigs are very few here, we 
are hoping to play In Copenhagen, Denmark soon. 

LC TELL US ABOUT YOUR AVALABLE RECORDINGS 
AND YOUR FUTURE RECORDING PLANS 7 
SW We have a four track demo which we recorded in 1 992 
but we are not very pleased with it. We are now planning to 
record a single on our own. We had a deal for an album/CD 
with Rebell es Europeens, but we have been waiting for 
news from them for over a year now. So we feel that we 
have to do something ourselves. We are really keen to get 
something on vinyl now. 

LC AS A BAND DO YOU CONSIDER YOURSELVES A 
SKINHEAD OR A NATIONAL SOCIALIST FIRST 7 
SW We are National Socialist skinheads and we think that 
it goes together. We are nothing without Ihe other thing. 

LC HOW DO YOU PERCEIVE THE SWEDISH SKINHEAD 
SCENE AT THE MOMENT 7 

SW lt‘s not so many skins as It was a few years ago, but 
the people that are still skinheads are real skins because 
Its very hard to be a skinhead these days so most of the 
posers are gone. We lay our hope on the coming 
generations. 

LC WHAT ARE YOUR AMBITIONS WITH THE BAND 7 
SW We hope to play many gigs and to do some more 
recordings. Our ambitions are to make youth around the 
world more Interested in the nationalist cause and we think 
that rock music Is a good way to spread our message. 

LC MERCHANDISE? WHERE FROM 7 
SW The demo cassette is available for 30 Swedish 
Crowns from - Viking kraft, J. Persson, Vadsbogatan 10A, 
545 31 Torebodc, Sweden. We are also planning some 
t-shirts and they should be out soon.

AHOY CD 012 is the Red Alert first album We've got the Power this is Red Alert before the word "red" had any 
significance, it's a dassic No Future album, this CD Version has got no less than fourteen bonus tracks f The bonus tracks 
are from all three singles and the "There's a Guitar Burning" mini album. 28 tracks in alt. 

AHOY CD 013 Is The Business "Saturday's Heroes" album, there is also again, five bonus tracks induding their rendition 
of Sham 69' s "Hurry Up Harry" , the 12" single "Get out of my House" and others. 16 tracks in all.

Four bonus tracks (the same as the non 
pidure disc CD) from various compilation albums. Well worth it for the oolledor, looks great. 1 5 tracks. 

Step On© have really been pumping out the releases, spedalising in two albums on one CD releases- 

STEP CD 023 Is two Link albums on one CD "Oddities of Oi" and "Joys of Oi", back to back. 26 tracks 

STEP CO 024 Two more albums back to back, both from The Business "Smash the Discos" and "Loud, Proud and Punk, 

Live", this ones got a great Union Jack pidure disc too. 29 tracks. 

STEP CD 025 Is back to back, two albums "Death or Glory" which is a split between Combat 84 and The Last Resort, and 
"Charge of the 7th Cavalry" which is the Combat 84 live album. 31 tracks. 

STEP CD 026 Is the "Oi Oi That's Yer Lot" compilation album with the Back on the Streets EP shoved on the end. 20 
tracks in all 

STEP CD 027 "Wonderful World of the 4Skins" unaltered from the album format. 1 6 tracks 

STEP CD 028 Two rare albums on one CD from Cock Sparrer, "True Grit" and "Running Riot in '84" 23 tracks.

There is also a compilation 
due out called "Still out of Fucking Order" which is an album of about 30 songs about fighting and violence, bands indude 
4Skins, Condemned 84 and Last Resort amongst many others. They've also got an Exploited album "LK/e, Lewd Lust" . 

British Oi Working Class Anthems is getting put out on CD, which is good news, Hammer records have given the license 
to Germany's Dim Records to release it on CD. There is a new label out called BH Records, Rival and The Rogues are 
on it but H may be a subsidiary of Rock O Rama. Rock O Rama have been relatively quite recently, they have been under 
a lot of pressure from the authorities though. Ragnarock Records are a Swedish label who have put out Dirlewangers 
album under a different name, it's called "Viking Power Rock 'n' Roll" by Heroes in the Snow now, although Rebelles 
Europeens have put it out under the real name "White Power Rock 'n' Roll" but only on vinyl. American label White 
Terror have released a second CD by Das Reich entitled "Triumph of the Will ". 

We did hope to have some news from some other major labels, but we didn't manage to get in touch with them, but by the 
next issue we hope to have got in touch with them.
